AMERICAN POTASH PRODUCERS TO 


CARRY FIGHT INTO CONGRESS 
AGAINST BAN REMOVAL—CLAIM 
LOSS TO DATE OF $990,000. 





The American potash industry which, according 
to the testimony of representatives of the industry 
before the Ways and Means Committee, represents 
an investment of $50,000,000 and a possible pro- 
duction of 100,000 tons of American potash per 
year, will carry the fight against the raising of the 
import ban on the German product to the floors of 
Congress. Already, according to statements from 
industry sources, the American producers have suf- 
fered a loss of $990,000, the American plants are 
shut down in Nebraska and they will not be reopened 
until legislation in the desired form shall have been 
obtained from Congress. Secretary Brown of the 
Potash Producers’ Association asserts that, had the 
ban not been lifted as it was and had it been con- 
tinued in force until October 1, there would have 
been produced in this country at least 50,000 tons 
of potash before July, 1920. 

Under the proposition to permit the entrance of 
an equal amount of the German product the avail- 
able supply then would have been 100,000 tons, 
half of foreign and half of domestic origin. 

The principal argument advanced for the raising 
of the enbargo—which was discussed at length in 
the Reporter of August 1 1—was, to quote Chair- 
man Vance C. McCormick of the War Trade 
Board, as follows:— 

The testimony of the representatives of the 
agricultural interests present at the above men- 
tioned hearing was unanimous to the effect that 
the farmers of this country are eager to secure 
German potash, and that they must have Ger- 
man potash to increase the food production of 
the country to an amount equal to our needs. It 
further appears that the potential potash pro- 
duction of the United States is not equal to the 
Prospective demands of the farmers of this coun- 
try for the ensuing crop year. 

The present Situation, therefore, is that there 


s an urgent demand for German potash by the 
agricultural interests of the United States; that 


» temporary control now exercised by the War

_ Chairman McCormick is convinced that “‘the 
Prospective loss to the potash producers has not been 
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shown to be so serious or a matter of such vital in- 
terest to the nation that the War Trade Board Sec- 
tion would be warranted or justified in assuming 
the very grave responsibility of continuing a measure 
of control which may operate to jeopardize or 
lessen the production of foodstuffs for the people of 
this country.” 

The potash producers on the other hand assert 
a loss of nearly a million dollars by the forced sale 
of their product, important plants are standing idle 
and the situation in potash assumes a striking like- 
ness to that prevailing in the dye industry here 
before the war. In fact, Willis L. Moore, former 
chief of the Weather Bureau, voices the experience 
of the past in his opposition to the raising of the 
embargo in the suggestive statement that he believes 
such action “will be followed by a great increase in 
prices for the German product when the foreign pro- 
ducers are convinced that the American industry 
has been put out of business.”’ 

There is ample precedent for this belief; in fact, 
it emphasizes the question which gave birth to the 
American dye industry :—Is what is worth having as 
a guarantee of industrial independence worth paying 
for?

DRUG, PHARMACEUTICAL AND 
ALLIED INDUSTRIES WIN NOTABLE 
VICTORY IN SECURING MODIFICA- 
TIONS IN ALCOHOL PROVISIONS OF 
PROHIBITION LAW. 





No one question impinging upon recent legislation 
is of more importance to the drug, pharmaceutical, 
perfume, toilet goods and flavoring extract and 
syrup industries than the interpretation made by 
Federal officials of the provisions of the new Fed- 
eral prohibition law. It has been an extremely puz- 
zling and difficult question to adjust, in that, while 
providing against the indiscriminate use of possible 
substitutes for prohibited alcoholic beverages, the 
great industries dependent upon the use of alcohol 
in the manufacture of indispensable commodities 
must be protected, and a supply of the menstruum 
provided without too great interference with its dis- 
tribution to legitimate users. 

During the past few weeks the Reporter has 
devoted columns of space to the presentation of the 
arguments before the committees of Congress by 
the representatives of the wholesale and retail drug- 
gists, the proprietary and pharmaceutical manu- 
facturers and the makers of essences, extracts and 
perfumes. 

It has grown increasingly apparent that the drastic 
regulations deemed requisite at the outset by the 
advocates of a “bone dry” nation would not meet 
the legitimate requirements of legitimate industry. 
The most rigid adherents to the policy of alcoholic 
prohibition have in turn modified their attitude in 
respect to the rights of industry, and to the provision 
of ample amounts of both grain and industrial alcohol 
for the arts, sciences and industries. 

The prohibition enforcement bill, as reported out 
of the sub-committee of the Senate Committee on 
Judiciary, is not the same measure which went into 
the committee. Loopholes have been closed, it is 
true, but rights of ways have been slashed through 
an underbrush of verbiage and reopened to manu- 
facturers and to the drug and allied industries. 

The bill as amended was scheduled to be taken 
up by the entire committee on Saturday last, a short 
legislative day, but the final consideration will un- 
doubtedly be carried over into the present week. 
In providing for the nationwide enforcement of a 
law which attacks so many heretofore legitimate 
practices and hampers the distribution and use of the 
most widely utilized solvent known to the drug, 
chemical and allied industries, too great haste might 
prove disastrous. In fact, had it not been for the 
energetic and expert co-operation of the representa- 
tives of these industries with the congressional com- 
mittee the disaster would have occurred before the 
regulations were promulgated. 

Since the original draft of the regulatory bill it 
has been amended to permit manufacturers and 
wholesale druggists to advertise alcohol in ‘‘busi- 
ness publications or trade journals circulating gen- 
erally among manufacturers of lawful alcoholic per- 
fumes, toilet preparations, flavoring extracts, medi- 
cinal preparations and like articles’; the word “‘non- 
potable” has been stricken out from the section ex-

empting from the provisions of the act denatured 
alcohol, medicinal preparations, patented and _pro- 
prietary medicines and toilet, medicinal and antisep- 
tic preparations and solutions. The phrase “unfit 
for beverage purposes’’ has been retained. The 
definition of flavoring extracts and syrups exempt 
from the bill is that they must be “‘unfit for use as a 
beverage.” Vinegar and fruit juices for the pro- 
duction of same are also exempt by a Senate sub- 
committee amendment. 

It is provided that no more alcohol shall be used 
in the manufacture of extracts, syrups, etc., which 
may be used for beverage purposes than is necessary 
for the extraction or solution of the elements con 
tained therein, and the preservation of the article. 

It is understood that in every case involving the 
interpretation of the phrase, “unfit for beverage pur- 
poses,’’ the question of issue will be one of fact, and 
Chairman Sterling of the sub-committee is quoted to 
the effect that the courts will construe the language 
of the bill in the light of the intent and purpose of 
the constitutional amendment—the production and 
shipment of intoxicating beverages. 

There yet remain one or more important amend- 
ments to be made to fully meet the views of the 
industries, notably one to be offered by the National 
Association of Retail Druggists, extending the life 
of the permits to purchase non-beverage alcohol from 
90 days to an indefinite period. The latter period 
is the provision of existing law. Under the bill, as 
reported to the Judiciary Committee, permits for 
other purposes may be automatically extended, but 
the right to purchase is restricted to 90 days. The 
N. A. R. D. holds that this restriction will work 
unnecessary hardship and expense and will tend to 
force the retail druggist out of business. 

While the fate of the enforcement bill in its 
present form rests with the entire Judiciary Com- 
mittee and later with the Senate itself, every indica- 
tion now points to a measure wisely modified and 
infinitely more fair and more intelligent than the 
original draft.

DYE LICENSING AND NAVAL STORES 
BILLS FACE BITTER CONTEST AND 
POSSIBLE DECEASE AT HANDS OF 
CONGRESS. 





Two measures of great importance to Reporter 
industries—the Longworth dye licensing and tariff 
measure and the Harrison naval stores bill—are 
placed at the capital in the “‘possible’’ class. From 
present indications there is a more promising outlook 
for the passage of the Longworth bill—or some 
similar measure—than there is for the Harrison 
measure to insure purity and dependable standards 
for rosin and turpentine. 


There is growing opposition to the Longworth 
bill to safeguard the American dyestuff and coal- 
tar chemical industries, and it is stated in Washing- 
ton that its passage will be fought on the floor of the 
House by Representative J. Hampton Moore of 
Pennsylvania, who submitted a minority report 
against the measure, and who also conducted the 


grilling of Alien Property Custodian Francis P. 
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Garvan in seeking to impugn the methods and the 
motives of the Chemical Foundation, Inc. It is the 
understanding that this measure will not be taken 
up for some time, and during the interim it is known 
that it is being fought with every means available 
by former agents of German dyestuffs producers, 
and by importers of foreign-made colors. The con- 
tinued development of the American dyestuff indus- 
try is dependent upon some safeguard against the 
importation at a low cost of foreign-origin dyes and 
chemicals, and the raising of the dyestuff ban in the 
same manner as the import embargo on potash would 
undo the magnificent work accomplished during the 
war years. ‘This is generally admitted by consumer 
and producer alike, and up to the present the con- 
flict has come over the method to be employed of 
preventing the dumping of the foreign commodities. 
No question of prices enters the dye problem as it 
does in the potash licensing plan. The rule or ruin 
policy of the latest entrants into the field of opposi- 
tion—who put their own commissions as importing 
sales agents above all other considerations—is deserv- 
ing of more condemnation that it has received to date. 

The naval stores bill ‘affords an interesting study 
in temperament. ‘“‘When the devil was sick” 
. . . When the measure was introduced in the 
last Congress Georgia and Florida naval stores men 
favored the plan for a pure and stabilized product 
and it was supported by congressmen from these 
states. Then the prices for naval stores began 
their Alpine ascension with the influx of foreign 
orders, and the producers of naval stores in certain 
sections of the South joined the opposition to Gov- 
ernment regulation, nominally on the ground that 
there was no necessity for the inspection cost, al- 


though it is openly charged that the protests so far 
made have been “manufactured propaganda” by 
the Savannah Board of Trade. Senator Capper 
asserts that the bill will come out of committee “‘as 
soon as he can find time.”’ Senator Smith of Geor- 
gia predicts that “‘the bill will not pass, even if it 
comes out of the committee,” while Senator Harri- 
son of Mississippi, the father of the measure, is still 
convinced that favorable action will be taken. 


In point of fact, the opponents of both the Har- 
rison and the dye licensing measures seem to be 
actuated by similar motives. Both bills look to the 
establishment of better conditions in their respective 
industries toward United States standards for United 
States products; and, while the former would prevent 
the dumping of other products in the United States, 
the latter would prevent the dumping of inferior 
American products into world markets to the lasting 
loss of American producers in lowering the standards 
of American commodities in the estimation of world 
consumers.

the manufacture of paint. y 

I have recently been offered linseed 
oil through brokers who are nothing 
more or less than speculators or scalp- 
ers and consequently, I think that they 
are an evil which should be eliminated 
or curbed. I realize that this condition 
exists in every line of business, and by 
making a start in our line, we might in 
that manner draw public attention to 
one of the things that should be done. 

It is for this reason that I enclose you 
some correspondence that took place be- 
tween me and a prominent linseed oil 
erusher, which correspondence was re- 
ferred to the so-called linseed oil insti- 
tute and I have a copy of the reply of 
the manager of said institute. 

I am writing a similar letter enclosing 
similar copies to the various paint trade 
journals, simply to draw their attention 
to the facts as stated above. Would you 
eare to give any publicity to this mat- 
ter? I think you will be doing a service 
to the entire trade.

discouraged.

In the face of a short crop of flaxseed and 
consequently a short crop of linseed oil, I be- 
lieve a practice of this kind should not be 
tolerated, and I wish that at the next meeting 
of the crushers, or the institute, as you call 
it, this matter be drawn to their attention. 
Linseed oil and flaxseed are both high enough 
at the present time without the price being 
stimulated by this artificial demand.

POTASH PRODUCERS FILE PROTEST 
AGAINST REMOVAL OF IMPORT BAN 





American Association Declares Members Have 


Sold Their Output at Loss of $990,000, Reply- 


ing to Chairman McCormick. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15, 1919. 


The United States Potash Producers’ 
Association, through its attorney, Fred- 
erick W. Brown, has filed a second protest 
with the War Trade Board against the 
lifting of the embargo on potash. In this 
communication the statement is made 
that the American producers have been 
selling their product at a heavy loss, run- 
ning up to $990,000, rather than face the 
results of the influx of foreign potash 
that is feared without the embargo. 

The view of Chairman McCormick of 
the War Trade Board that American pro- 
ducers will make a profit pending the 
enactment of protective legislation, as set 
forth in a letter to Chairman Fordney of 
the House Ways and Means Committee, 
is answered by Mr. Brown with the state- 
ment that the American plants are closed 
down and will not resume operation until 


protective legislation is obtained. If the 
embargo had not been lifted, said Mr. 
Brown in his last letter to the board, 
American producers could have manu- 


factured 50,000 tons of American potash 
by next July. 

The Brown letter was written in reply 
to one from Chairman McCormick to him 
stating that the board did not feel justi- 
fied in keeping up the embargo, and in ex- 
planation of its reasons for its decision 
enclosing a copy of McCormick’s letter to 
Fordney. This last letter and the Brown 
letter in reply to it are as follows :— 


The McCormick Letter. 


August 6, 1919. 


My Dear Mr. Fordney:— 

I have received your letter of July 30, in 
which you request that no licenses be issued 
to import potash into the United States pend- 
ing the consideration by Congress of House 
bill No. 4870, whose purpose is to protect the 
domestic potash industry. 


On July 14, 1919, the 
Section of the Department 
general license authorizing the general re- 
sumption of trade between the United States 
and Germany. This general license, however, 
by an express exception, did not authorize the 
importation of German potash. The failure 
to permit the importation of this commodity 
was occasioned by urgent representations made 
by or on behalf of the producers of potash in 
the United States, to the effect that the pro- 
tection of this industry against importations 
from Germany was a matter of vital interest 
to the people of the United States. Subse- 
quently, however, numerous representations 
were made to the War Trade Board Section 
by or on behalf of the agricultural interests 
of this country, of their urgent need for Ger- 
man potash, and, accordingly, it. was deter- 
mined that a meeting should be held for the 
purpose of discussing the advisability of lift- 
ing the existing restrictions. This meeting 
was held on July 31, 1919, and there were 
present representatives of both the potash- 
producing and potash-consuming interests. 
Representatives of the Department of Agri- 
culture and the Department of the Interior, 
who were familiar with the potash situation, 
also attended the meeting and gave the War 
Trade Board Section the benefit of their 
advice. 

After a careful consideration of the testi- 
mony of the representatives of both parties 
in interest, the War Trade Board Section 
has reached the conclusion that it is advis- 
able to remove immediately the present re- 
strictions and to relinquish at once all control 
over the importation of German potash. In 
this connection, I should state that, since 
January 8, 1919, there have been no restric- 
tions whatsoever against the importation of 
potash from Alsace-Lorraine or from any non- 
enemy country. 

The testimony of the representatives of the 
agricultural interests present at the above 
mentioned hearing was unanimous to the ef- 
fect that the farmers of this country are eager 
to secure German potash, and that they must 
have German potash to increase the food pro- 
duction of the country to an amount equal 
to our needs. It further appears that the 
potential potash production of the United 
States is not equal to the prospective demands 
of the farmers of this country for the ensuing 
crop year. 

The present situation, therefore, is that 
there is an urgent demand for German potash 
by the agricultural interests of the United 
States; that the temporary control now exer- 
cised by the War Trade Board Section is pre- 
venting these interests from obtaining the 
German potash which they are anxious to se- 
cure; that a continuance of the present em- 
bargo will seriously curtail the production of 
foodstuffs, and that the lifting of the present 
restrictions will make possible a marked in- 
crease in the production of these vital com- 
modities. - als 

The present cost of foodstuffs in the United 
States is a matter of the most serious concern 
to every department of this government, and 
the tender of every assistance to the produc- 
tion of foodstuffs is paramount over all other 
considerations. The testimony of the potash 
producers has disclosed a situation which, 
I am bound to say in all fairness to them, 
has aroused our most sympathetic considera- 
tion, but we feel very clearly that the prob- 
lem now confronting them can be and should 
be dealt with by Congress. We do not be- 
lieve that the loss, which the potash producers 
claim they will suffer if the present embargo 
is lifted, will in any event exceed an amount 
equal to the prospective profit on existing 
stocks, plus the profit on the production con- 
templated between the present time and the 


War Trade Board 
of State issued a 


time when Congress shall have enacted the 
protective measures desired by the potash 
producers. 


At all events, we are clearly of the opinion 
that the prospective loss to the potash pro- 
ducers has not been shown to be so serious or 
a matter of such vital interest to the nation 
that the War Trade Board Section would be 
warranted or justified in assuming the very 
grave responsibility of continuing a measure 
of control which may operate to jeopardize 
or lessen the production of foodstuffs for the 
people of this country.

your statement that you propose to remove 
all restrictions on the importation of German 
potash immediately and inclosing also copy of 
your letter in this connection to Congerssman 
Fordney. Ont or two statements in your letter 
to Congressman Fordney we do not feel can be 
allowed to go unchallenged. 

You make the statement:— 

‘‘We do not believe that the loss, which the 
potash producers claim they will suffer if the 


present embargo is lifted, will in any event 
exceed an amount equal to the prospective 
profit on existing stocks plus the profit on 


the production contemplated between the pres- 
ent time and the time when Congress shall 
have enacted the protective measures desired 
by the potash producers.”’ 

Taking up first the first clause of this state- 
ment we may say that the producers have, 
within the past few days, sold practically their 
entire stocks of potash. The average cost of 


this potash, which was produced during the 
war period, was around $3.50 a unit. Ninety 
per cent. of these stocks was closed out at 


2.25 a unit and the balance has brought not 
to exceed $2.50. This occasioned a loss of 
approximately $990,000. The potash producers 
accepted this loss rather than face the greater 
loss which they felt certain would follow 
the raising of the embargo which they felt 
to be imminent, knowing the powerful forces 
that were lined up against the American pot- 
ash industry. 

The concluding portion of the statement 
quoted above from your letter to the effect 
that the potash producers may expect a profit 
on their production between the present time 
and the time when Congress shall have enacted 
protective legislation, conveys no meaning in 
view of the fact that practically all the Amer- 
ican plants are at present closed, and that 
there is little prospect of their resuming 
operations until assured of protection from 
German imports either by a continuance of the 
Trade Board's embargo or by the enactment 
of protective legislation by Congress. 

In our former letter we pointed out that if 
the embargo were kept in force until October 
1 American plants would immediately resume 
operations and 50,000 tons of American potash 
would be produced before July, 1920. The re- 
moval of the embargo deprives the United 
States of this 50,000 tons from American 
sources. At the same time it opens the door to 
only 50,000 tons of German potash, which 
Mr. Gale says is all that will come in during 
this period. This German material could come 
in quite as well after October 1 as before that 
date, so that the effect of removing the em- 
bargo now is to deprive this country of 50,000 
tons of American potash, which by all ac- 
counts will be badly needed for next spring. 
In other words, the American farmer, during 
this period, will have available 50,000 tons 
less potash than if the embargo had remained 
in force, and will be compelled to buy from 
the German Syndicate while the American 
producers are sacrificed. 

In view of the above we wish again to pro- 
test vigorously against the removal of the 
War Trade Board’s embargo on German pot- 
ash.

Potash Discussed in House. 


At the office of the potash association 
it was stated that the Nebraska producers 
have sold out practically all their supply 
of potash. 

The potash situation was discussed in 
general debate in the House on another 
matter on Thursday by Representative 
MeLaughlin of Nebraska. He said that 
$50,000,000 of American money was in- 
vested in potash production in this coun- 
try. Representative Garner of Texas 
challenged this with the statement that

only $11,000,000 had been invested, but 
Representative McLaughlin came_ back 
with the statement that Colonel Parker 


testified about the $50,000,000 before the 
Ways and Means Committee. 


Representative McLaughlin said that 
while only 54,000 tons of potash were 
produced in this country last year, yet 


there are facilities for producing 100,000 
tons annually. He read a letter from 
Willis L. Moore, formerly chief of the 
Weather Bureau, objecting to the removal 
of the embargo to let in German potash, 
because he said he believed it would be 
followed by a great raise in prices of the 
same after the American industry is put 
out of business. Representative McLaugh- 
lin referred to rich potash deposits in dif- 
ferent localities and concluded with a plea 
for protective legislation.

CASTOR OIL PROBE. 


Army Aijr Service Officials Know 
Nothing About It—Surplus Sup- 
plies Total 3,000,000 Pounds. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15, 1919. 


Officials of the army and navy seem to 
know nothing of the proposed Congres- 
sional investigation of purchases and con- 
tracts involving castor oil and castor 
beans. The Army Air Service has on hand 
a surplus approaching 2,500,000 pounds of 
No. 1 castor oil, and approximately 570,- 
000 pounds of No. 3 oil, which is a slight- 
ly diluted composition. 

Since January the surplus has been 
gradually disposed of for medicinal pur- 
poses, the Baker Castor Oil Company and 
the National Oil Products Company, both 
of New York, having taken over large 
quantities. The Naval Aviation Service 
was not in any way identified with the 
production of castor oil, but merely requi- 
sitioned by the army for sufficient quanti- 
ties of the oil to meet their requirements.

NARCOTIC DRUGS AND CARE OF ADDICTS 
JOINTLY CONTROLLED IN NEW HOUSE BILL 


Co-operation between the Federal and 
State governments, in the control of the 
traffic in narcotic drugs and the care of 
drug addicts is provided for.in a bill in- 
troduced today by Senator France from 
Maryland. The bill appropriates $3,000,- 
000 for the current fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1920, and $2,000,000 for the next 
fiscal year, providing that it shall be dis- 
tributed among the States only in 
amounts equaling those appropriated by 
the respeetive States or provided by mu- 
nicipal or private contributions within 
such States for the purposes of the act. 


Under the bill the Treasury Department 
may permit the use of government hos- 
pitals or other buildings, equipment, and 
medical supplies of the public health serv- 
ice. Up to 20 per cent. of the Federal ap- 
propriations may be expended for prop- 
aganda on the care and treatment of drug 
addicts and for administrative purposes. 


The Secretary of the Treasury is au- 
thorized under the bill to make regulation 
to carry out the provisions of the act, 
which must be observed by State authori- 
ties operating under the act, in the pen- 
alty of revocation of the money appor- 
tioned to such State and still unexpended. 
Transfer of army and navy hospitals to 
the public health service, together with 
equipment and supplies is authorized to 
be made to the public health service for 
the purposes of the act. Senator France, 
who himself is a practicing physician, this 
afternoon issued the following statement 
regarding his bill :-— 

The bill which I introduced today provides 
an appropriation for the care and treatment of 
drug addicts and for the transfer from the 
navy and from the army to the public health 
service of hospital facilities which may not be 
needed by the army and navy for use by the 
public heaith service in the care and treatment 
of drug acdicts is an emergency measure of 
the utmost imvortance. 

For a lorg time a very serious situation has 
existed in the country as a result of the fail- 
ure to enforce tre Harrison anti-narcotic law. 
The failure to enforce the law has been neces- 
sitated by the lack of facilities for the treat- 
ment of those addicted to the use of narcotic 
drugs who, were the law drastically enforced, 
would require hospital care and skilled treat- 
ment. It is estimated that in New York city 
alone there are at least 50,000 persons who 
have become dependent upon narcotic drugs 
and who by various methods, in spite of the 
existence of the Harrison act, obtain these 
drugs. It would be inhumane, cruel and, in- 
deed, not at all practicable to strictly enforce 
this act without making provision for these 
unfortunate victims. It is imperative that 
steps be taken at once to enforce the act be- 





PAINTERS’ STRIKE CONTINUES IN NEW YORK; 
MASTER PAINTERS’ ASSOCIATION HOLDS OUT 


The strike of the journeymen painters 
in New York, which was called on last 
Wednesday, continues. While some of the 
independent contractors have agreed to 
the terms of the union and have granted 
the $1 an hour wage scale, with five 
working days a week, the Master Paint- 
ers’ Association is still holding out. Ac- 
cording to Secretary A. E. Joy, of this 
association, only one member has agreed 
to the union’s demands, and he is a mem- 
ber of what is known as the Fifth Ave- 
nue Decorators’ Association. 

The strike, which was called by Coun- 

No. 9, of the Brotherhood of Paint- 
ers, Decorators and Paperhangers, in- 
volved about 10,000 men in Manhattan, 
according to Philip Zaunser, secretary of 
the council. Of that number it is now 
estimated that 3,000 have returned to 
work owing to the fact that some of the 
employing contractors have acceded to the 
men’s terms and have granted the $1 an 
hour which was asked for. It is esti- 
mated that about 3,000 were involved in 
the strike in Brooklyn, which started Fri- 
day, and which was for the same rate of 
wages. 

The striking painters in Manhattan re- 
fused to deal with the Association of Mas- 
ter Painters and Decorators on the ground 
that the latter represented only about 10 
per cent. of the employing contractors. 

The master painters, who obtained the 
services of B. M. Squiers, of the United

warehouses, and no special tax liability 
shall attach to the business of purchas- 
ing and selling such warehouse receipts. 


Non-Potable Out 


The word “non-potable”’ has been 
stricken from the section exempting from 
the provisions of the act denatured alco- 
hol, medicinal preparations, patented and 
proprietary medicines and toilet, medi- 
cinal and antiseptic preparations and so- 
lutions. The phrase “unfit for beverage 
purposes” has been retained. The defi- 
nition of flavoring extracts and _ sirups 
exempt from the bill is that they must 
be “unfit for use as a beverage.” Vin- 
egar and fruit juices for the production 
of same are also exempt by a_ senate 
subcommittee amendment. 


It is provided that no more alcohol 
shall be used in the manufacture of ex- 
tracts, sirups, ete., which may be used 
for beverage purposes than is necessary 
for the extraction or solution of the ele- 
ments contained therein, and the preser- 
vation of the article. 

If the manufacturer of an article fails 
to show that his product fails to comply 
with the law his permit to manufacture 
and sell the same shall be revoked, the 
subcommittee recommended. Section 6 of 
title 2 of the bill provides in an amend- 
ment, that “the manufacture, sale, trans- 
portation, importation, exportation, de- 
livery, furnishing, receiving and posses- 
sion of intoxicating liquor for all non- 
beverage purposes is hereby authorized 
and the commissioner shall, upon appli- 
cation as herein provided, issue permits 
therefor.” 


Review Provided For 


It is further provided that all permits 
granted by the commissioner, which would 
ordinarily expire December 31 next, suc- 
ceeding the issuance thereof, may be ex- 
tended in case they are issued after Au- 
gust 31 in any year to December 31 of 
the year following. Another amendment 
recommended by the subcommittee is as 
follows :— 


In the event of the refusal by the commis- 
Sioner of any application for a permit, the 
applicant may have a review of his decision 
before a court of equity in the manner pro- 
vided in section 5 hereof.

RETAIL DRUGGISTS SEEK AMENDMENT TO Ex-

Kugene Brokmyer, attorney for the 
National Association of Retail Druggists, 
in commenting on the bill, said :— 

“We are fairly well satisfied with the 
amendments recommended by the sub- 
committeee to the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee.

he needs. 

“Under existing law such permits are 
issued for an indefinite period, subject 
to revocaiion for cause. Under the pro- 
hibition enforcement bill as reported to 
the Judiciary Committee permits for

Contract Breach. 


The Anglo-Saxon Trading Corporation 
of 7 Wall street was named defendant 
Thursday afternoon in the Supreme Court 
in an action to recover $434,775 damages. 
The plaintiffs are Peter J. Poels, James 
Arnold Brewster, Henry Arnold Poels 
and Albert John Poels, co-partners in the 
firm of Poels & Brewster, of the Produce 
Exchange. 

The plaintiff co-partnership is a British 
concern, having the main place of business 


at No. 58 West Smithfield E. C. 1, Lon- 
don, England. On March 26 last, the 


complaint asserts, Poels & Brewster pur- 
chased from the defendant corporation for 
delivery to the plaintiff at Marseilles, 
France, by shipment in thirty days from 
March 26, 1919, 1,000 tons of Australian 
tallow at $276.67 per ton. 

The purchasers agreed to establish 
banker's credit in favor of the defendant 
at Sydney, Australia, and claims to have 
established such credit. For failure to 
deliver the tallow the plaintiffs sue for 
$216,225 damages. 

On April 15, 1919, the plaintiff partner- 
ship purchased of the defendant, the com- 
plaint asserts, for delivery at Marseilles, 
France, by shipment within a reasonable 
time, 1,000 tons of Australian tallow at 

274.35 per ton, to be paid for by bank- 
er’s credit at Sydney. The credit was ar- 
ranged, but the shipment, it is charged, 
was not delivered. The damage for non- 
delivery of this order is fixed at $218,550. 


Howard L. Fisher vs. Chas. R. Long, 
Jr., Co. 


“StaBrite”’ refused registration as a 
mark for a paint and varnish preserver, 
upon the opposition of a previous user 
of “StaBrite’ applied to a coating for 
the front ends and stacks of locomotives, 
the products of the parties being cap- 
able of being used interchangeably. 

The opinion of the court was:—This 
case is here on appeal from the decision 
of the Commissioner of Patents sus- 
taining the opposition of Chas. R. Long, 
Jr., Co. to the Federal registration to 
Howard L. Fisher of the word “Sta- 
Brite” as a trade-mark for a varnish and 





paint preserver. 

Chas. R. Long, Jr., Co. has extensively 
used the mark “StaBrite” “for a coat- 
ing of the front ends and stacks of lo- 
comotives to preserve the metal over 
which it is applied.”” The marks are the 
same. Chas. R. Long, Jr., Co. used the 


mark long prior to any date claimed by 


Howard L. Fisher. The sole question 
is:—Are the goods to which they are 
applied of the same descriptive proper- 
ties? The product of each party is used 
to polish paint surfaces, and they can 
be interchangeably used for the same 


purpose. 





The decision of the Commissioner of 
Patents is affirmed. 

Chemical Company Sues Importer 
for Damages in Controversy Over 
Sugar Contract. 

The Lafayette Drug and Chemical 


Manufacturing Company, of 154 Nassau 
street, has sued F. C. Luthi, Inc., import- 


ers, of 277 Broadway, in the New York 
Supreme Court for $89,600 damages. 
Through David R. Bernstein, attorney, 
the plaintiff company alleges that this 


sum is due for 4,000 tons of sugar at nine 
cents per pound, which the plaintiff pur- 
chased from the defendant on July 15, 
1919, for delivery in November, f. o. b. 
New York steamer. 

The Lafayette Drug and Chemical 
Manufacturing Company says the defend- 
ant agreed to correct the copy of the 
agreement and give the plaintiff a chance 
to open credit at a New York bank for 
payment. 

Through Sullivan & Cromwell, attorneys 
for the defendant, an answer has been 
filed in which the defendant corporation 
asserts the contract provided that the 
plaintiff, as buyer, “should open a con- 
firmed, irrevocable credit in favor of the 
seller through an acceptable New York 
bank within 24 hours, and advise the sell- 


er by July 16, 1919, of the name of the 
bank.” The answer alleges that time 
was of the essence of the contract, and 


that the defendant did not receive the no- 
tice of the opening of the credit by July 
16. 


CAUSTIC SODA SUIT. 


Hooker Electrochemical Co. Asks 
$11,103 Damages of the Chip- 


man Chemical Engineering Co. 


The Hooker Electrochemical Company, 
of 40 Wall street, is demanding $11,103 
from the Chipman Chemical Engineering 
Company, Inc., of 95 Liberty street, in a 
Supreme Court action. In its answer the 


defendant company, through O’Brien, 
Boardman, Harper & Fox, declares that 
the plaintiff broke its contract and asks 


the dismissal of the complaint. 


In one cause of action the plaintiff al- 
leges it sold the defendant 65,520 pounds 
of caustic soda on October 24, 1918, for 
$3,603. In the second cause of action the 
plaintiff alleges the defendant agreed on 
August 17, 1917, to purchase f. o. b. cars 
at plaintiff's works in Echota, N. Y., 500 
tons of caustic soda in carload lots, at 5% 


cents per pound, for delivery in 1918. 
About 332 tons were delivered and 299 
fons paid for, it is alleged, and there is 


$7,500 due for 167 tons of soda the plain- 
tiff was willing to deliver, but shipment 
of which is alleged to have been refused 
by defendant on December 31, 1918. 

In its answer the Chipman Chemical 
Engineering Company, Inc., declares that 
shipment of the remaining 167 tons of 
caustic soda was never tendered by the 
plaintiff, and that the United States Gov- 
ernment war measures and regulations 
limited defendant’s use and consumption 
of the arsenic and caustic soda. Because 
of such limitation the defendant was un- 
able to accept delivery and so notified the 
plaintiff.

IMPORTS ENDED 


Revised Ruling of War Trade 
Board Specifically Cites Ger- 


man Products. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 15, 1919 

The War Trade Board Section of the 
Department of State announces that para- 
graph 1 of the limitations upon the gen- 
eral enemy trade license announced in W 
T. B. R. 802, issued July 14, 1919, has 
been amended, effective August 15, so as 
to delete from said paragraph the general 
item “drugs or chemicals,” and to sub- 
stitute in lieu thereof only the commod- 
ities specifically enumerated in paragraph 





1 of W. T. B. R. 825, issued August 15, 
1919 (this is the dye and chemical list of 
the dye tariff act), and, accordingly, the 
general license as now amended author 


izes the importation into the United States 
of drugs and chemicals produced or man- 
ufactured in Germany except those spe- 
cifically enumerated in paragraph 4 of W. 
T. B. R. 825. 

As now amended, general import license 
PDF No. 38 authorizes the importation 
into the United States from all countries 
of the world, except Hungary and those 
parts of Russia under the control of the 
Bolshevik authorities, of all commodities 
except those hereinafter specifically enum- 


erated, to wit:— 

1. The following foodstuffs :— 

(a) Sugar. 

(b) Wheat and wheat flour, the control 
over whose importation is now vested in 
the wheat director. (See W. T. B. R. 
797, issued June 30, 1919.) 

2. Salvarsan, neosalvarsan, arsphena- 
mine, and all substitutes therefor and 


equivalents thereof. 

3. <All commodities 
have been produced or 
Hungary. 

4. Commodities, the control of whose

Chemical Glassware Bill’s Submission 
to Hearing Urged by Tariff

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 1919. 


The Senate Committee on Finance has 
received a request from the American Pro- 
tective Tariff League for a hearing of 
parties interested in the bill providing 
for a protective tariff on chemical glass- 
ware, ete. This bill and that imposing 
a tax on fruit juices are the only tariff 
bills pending before the committe. Hear- 
ings on the fruit juice bill have been con- 
cluded. The situation seems the same as 
last week regarding tariff and tax legisla- 
tion. The Senate committee is doing noth- 
ing and shows no signs of doing anything 
about the matter in the near future, while 
plans of the House leaders remain not 
to take up revenue questions before next 
month.

Unless there should be 
widespread labor trouble, the fall sea- 
gon promises to be just as good as the 
summer season, and the whole trade is 
bending its energies to take care of the 
pusiness that is offering. The active 
domestic demand, however, 1s not pre- 
venting manufacturers from giving at- 


tention to their growing export busi-

7 Aside from the fact that it is be- 


coming mort and more difficult to meet 
all of the demands of labor, the trade 


is in a most satisfactory situation. 
Many large producers of certain paint 
materials are not in position to book 


more orders for months to come, and a 
general effort is being made to increase 
production There has been little 
change in the general situation since 
our last report. High prices are not 
checking consumption, for the consum- 
ers understand why prices are high. 
Foreigners are Willing to compete with 
consumers, and even to go 
for prompt delivery

Makers of lead pigments are behind 
in their deliveries; one leading pro- 
ducer is reported to be 2,700 tons be- 
hind orders in the New York distric' 
alone. Effort are being made to in- 
crease production as rapidly as possi- 
ble, and there has been no effort made 
to take advantage of the demand by 
advancing prices. The leading produc- 
ers of leads made the statement when 


they put the present price list into 
effect that if possible it would not be

It has been 
difficult to buy lithopone for some time, 
as most of the leading producers had 
their books full for the season some 
weeks ago. 

The situation in the zinc oxide mar- 
ket is not much different from that 
of the leads and of lithopone. Not only 
is the demand for zine oxide from the 
paint industry very good, but there has 
been a very active demand from other 
industries for some months, There has 


been no particular excitement in the 
dry color market this week, but the 
market is upon a very sound founda- 
tion, and prices are well maintained 
It costs a great deal more to produce 
many sorts of dry colors than it used 
to, and in this line—as in almost all

DRY COLORS. 


There has not been a particularly 
active demand in the dry color market 
There is a fair business do- 
ing in all lines, however, and a good 
business in some. Producers and 
brokers are expecting a decided in- 
crease in the demand after the first of 
next month. Prices, as a rule, are un- 
changed and the fact that cost of pro- 
duction increases instead of showing a 
tendency to come down prevents any 
talk of lower prices. There is a good 
undertone to the market, and the fact 
that there is such a heavy domestic 
consumption of all sorts of paint 
materials at this time places it upon a 
sound foundation. 


Blacks. 


There has been a steady routine de- 
mand for blacks this week. The rub- 
ber industry continues to be an active 
buyer, and the general demand is good 
for this season of the year. There is 
a good tone to the market, and prices 
seem firmly established. Bone, powder- 
ed, is eee at 5%@12c.; carbon gas 
at 12@25ec.; charcoal at 6@7c.; drop 
at 5 4 @I5e.; ivory at 16@30c.; lamp- 
black at 5@45c. vine at 4@5c.; and 
mineral bh ucks at "$35 @40 a ton. 


Blues. 


Iron blues hold steady at the 65c. 
level, and there seems no disposi- 
tion on the part of producers to mark 


them higher unless they are forced to 
do so by an advance in the yellow 
prussiate of soda. It is reported how- 
ever, that the basic raw material of 
the iron blues is quoted for delivery 
for the rest of the year at the old 
price of 18c. a pound, and if this price 
holds it should mean a steady market 
in iron blues. Of course there is an 
increasing labor and overhead expense 
in the manufacture of these as well 
as other colors. The demand for 
ultramarine is active, as it has been for 
some time. There is a demand for low 
grade goods, and some manufacturers 
reduce the strength to meet the buy- 
ers’ ideas of what he wants to pay. 
There is no ultramarine worthy of the 
name for sale under 12 cents, however, 
and the very best grade brings as high 
as 40 cents. There is a fair demand for 
soluble which brings about three 
cents more than iron blues,

Chrome yellows continue to be in 
steady demand, with lemon offered at 
23c.; medium at 24c., and dark at 25c. 
There seems to be no reason for ex- 
pecting that these quotations will be 
changed in the near future, but should 
there be a change it would be an ad- 
vance, as the undertone of the market 
is firm. The demand for French ocher 
continues good. First quality French 
is quoted at 4%@5%c., and medium 
domestic at $30@40 a ton. Zinc yel- 
low is in good demand at 45@48c. 


COLORS IN OIL. 


The demand for mixed paints con- 
tinues very active, although locally a 
strike of painters has interfered with 
consumption temporarily. The New 
York painters want to work only five 
days a week, a working day to be 
eight hours and the pay $1 an hour. 
If painters all over the country should 
make such demands there might be a 
very serious curtailment of consump- 
tion. As it is, the demand has been so 
active this summer that most pro- 
ducers are behind in their orders, and 
for some time production has been 
crowded to the limit. The difficulty 
recently has been in securing supplies 
of certain raw materials. There is not 
likely to be labor troubles’ serious 
enough to greatly disturb the business, 
and little tie-ups from this cause will 
only give producers a chance to catch 
up with their deliveries. Painting was 
so much neglected during the war that 
it will take a long time to catch up, 
and there is so much new building 
being started right along that the ac- 
tive demand for paints promises to 
continue for a long time to come. 


OTHER PAINT MATERIALS. 


There has been little change in the 
situation in most of the minor paint 
materials this week. The midsummer 
demand is good, and domestic con- 
sumption, in spite of all obstacles, is 
heavy. There is a good demand for 
barytes, and also for blanc fixe, china 
clay and other materials of this class. 
The trade has been more active than 
was looked for, even by those who had 
expected a busy summer season. Un- 
less there should be outside conditions 
arise of an unfavorable character the 
demand promises to continue active. 


BARYTES.—tThere continues to be a 
good demand for barytes, and the lith- 
opone manufacturers are in the market 
for all the crude that they can get. 
There is not much fear of German 
competition among American barytes 
producers, and an effort is being made 
to increase production in this coun- 
try. There has been a falling off of 
domestic production since 1916, in 


which year the production of crude 
barytes in this country was 221,000 
tons; in 1917 it was 206,888 tons, and 


last year 155,241 tons. There has been 
no barytes imported since 1915, and the 
imports that year were only 2,504 tons. 
In 1913 there were 35,840 tons imported, 
and the domestic production that year 
was only 45,298 tons. There seems no 
reason why, if there is a demand for 
it, the production of 1916 should not 
be exceeded, and no good reason why 
any foreign barytes should have to 
again be imported. The price remains 
nominally unchanged at $21@21.50 a 
ton, naked, at the mills. 
ST. LOUIS, Aug. 14, 1919. 


The freight embargo of the past week played 
hob with local producers of barytes, and the 
clearing of the situation yesterday was highly 
welcome. An unusually strong flood of orders 
is reported, and producers lay it to the natural 
feeling of uneasiness that is prevailing among 
buyers when they consider how strikes and 
freight blockades are apt to stop their flow 
of raw materials at any hour. The average 
buyer is now ordering heavily, so that he 


can be assured of a stock on hand in case 
trouble develops A constantly increasing 
operating expense is being felt by local pro- 
ducers. Prices, however, remain unchanged 


and current business is being done at the fol- 
lowing scale of prices:—$23@25 a ton for 
water-floated barytes in barrels, the latter be- 
ing included in the price; $21.50@23.50 a ton 
in bags, an extra charge being made for the 
bags. All prices f. o. b. local mills in car- 
load lots. 

BLANC FIXE.—There continues to 
be a good demand for blanc fixe, both 
from the paint industry and from pa- 
per makers. There has been no c hange 
in the market situation since our last 
report, and no change in price. Dry 
is quoted at 4% @5%%c. per pound, and 
pulp at $35@40 per ton. 


CASEIN.—There has been a good 
demand for casein, both from the paint 
industry and from paper makers right 
along, the demand from the paint trade 
being better than early expectations. 
There have been very light receipts of 
foreign casein recently, and it looks as 
if most of the South American produc- 
tion is now going to Europe. There 
has been little change in the situation 
this week, and the market continues 
steady. 

COPPER OXIDE.—The activity in 
the ship building ‘trade makes a steady 
demand for copper oxide from makers 
of ship-bottom paint. The market 
holds its recent advance, and is steady 
at 22@24c. per pound. 

CHINA CLAY.—The imports of 
china clay continue liberal, but the de- 
mand is good, and stocks are not ac- 
cumulating to an extent to be any 
weight on the market. There has 
been no change in the situation since 
our last report. Imported is quoted at 
$19@23.50, and domestic at $8.50@20. 

PUTTY.—There is an active demand 
for putty, and manufacturers are 
pushed to supply the demand. The

OIL PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER 


Standard Can Differentials Recom- 
mended and Announced by Com- 
mittee of National Varnish 


Association. 


The committee appointed by the Na- 
tional Varnish Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion to consider standard can differentials, 
after considering price lists of various 
manufacturers and the costs involved has 
recommended as the proper differentials 
on list prices the following :— 

Over the list price of gallon cans—One-half 
gallons, 30c.; quarts, 70c.; pints, $1.40; half 
pints, $2.40; quarter pints, $3.60. 

On a list price of $5.50 in gallon cans this 
would give the following prices per can in the 
smaller sizes:—Half gallons, £590: quarts, 


$1.55; pints, 85c.; half pints, 50c.; quarter 
pints, 30c. 


In the lists where the price in gallon cans 
is higher or lower than $5.50, the differentials 
recommended will yield odd figures for the 
various smaller sizes. In such cases it is 
recommended that the odd cents or fractions 
thereof be disregarded, making in every case 
the exact 





prices divisible by five. Thus, if 
figure should be $1.53, the list should be made 
$1.55; if the exact figure be $1.52, the list 


should be made $1.50; if the exact figure be 


$1.52%, the list should be made either $1.50 
or $1.55, as may best accord with the rest of 
the list. 


Glass Workers Counted 5 to 20 Per 
Cent. Wage Increase After Con- 
ference of Employes and 


Union. 


Following a series of conferences cover- 
ing a period of sixteen days committees of 
the National Association of Manufac- 
turers of Pressed and Blown Glassware 
and the American Flint Glass Workers’ 
Union held last week in Atlantic City, 
agreement was reached on the new yearly 
schedule which goes imto effect Septem- 
ber 1. The series consisted of thirteen 
separate conferences, dealing with as 
many separate departments. Increases of 
wages were granted in five departments, 
and these range from 5 to 20 per cent., 
distributed in the paste mold, engraving, 
machine pressed, pressed precipitation and 
general pressware departments.

American con- 
Sumers recognize the strong statis 
tical position of the market, but they 
also realize that rosin prices are very 
high, and naturally, now that the mar- 
ket has shown that it can react a little, 
there is a disposition to hold back to 
see if the decline will not continue.

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HARRISON NAVAL 
STORES BILL LAGS 


Southern Opponents to Federal 
Regulation Predict Its 
Early Demise 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 16, 1919. 
The Harrison naval stores bill is at a 
standstill and some reports indicate that 
it will never be acted upon favorably. 
Senator Smith of Georgia, one of its 


opponents and a member of the sub- 
committee of the Senate Committee on 
Agriculture, which has the bill under 


consideration, says that the measure is 


asleep and that it is not unlikely to die. 

Hiowever, his view is not shared by 
Senator Harrison of Mississippi, author 
of the bill. He is understood to be in- 
teresting other senators in the bill and 
is hopeful of favorable action on it. Sen- 
ator Capper of Kansas, chairman of the 
sub-committee, is reported to favor the 
bill. 


Senator Smith of Georgia says that he 
will insist, if the bill is reported, that the 
principle involved in it of preventing 
adulteration shall be extended in the 
same bill to paints and varnishes. He 
doubts if this would be agreeable to the 
paint people who, he says, favor the 
original Harrison bill. Senator Harrison 
regorts that he would not object if the 
bill were extended so as to insure pure 
paints. The naval stores producers in 
Louisiana and Mississippi, he says, are 
supporting the Hlarrison bills. Mr. Har- 
rison denies the report received from the 
other side that the bill will not be 
pressed. 

Senator Capper says that the bill will 
be taken up by the sub-committee as soon 
as he can find time. Naval stores inter- 
ests of Georgia, Florida, South Carolina 
and Alabama, says Senator Smith of 
Georgia, have protested against the Har- 
rison bill, but its friends declare that 
these protests were the result largely of 
manufactured propaganda of the Savan- 
nah Board of Trade. 


Senator Harrison says that the Georgia 
and Florida people were in favor of his 
bill when he introduced it in the House 
during the last Congress, and that a 
couple of Congressmen from those states 
appeared before the House Committee on 
Agriculture in suppert of the measure. 
It is only since the prices of naval stores 
have given way, he says, that the South- 
eastern producers have become opposed 
to government regulation. 


“I see no particular reason for a $100,- 
000 payroll of government inspectors to 
oversee the naval stores industry,” said 
Senator Smith of Georgia today. “There 
has been no evidence produced to show 
any necessity for such legislation. Most 
prominent men in the industry testified 
that they knew of only one or two cases 
involving foreign and domestic shipments 
of naval stores in which the goods were 
not as ordered, and that wa sdue to error 
in those cases. I predict that the bill 
will certainly not pass, even if it should 
be reported from committee.”

) deliveries probably quite as much 
as has the fact that crop reports have 
peen rather unfavorable. New crop 
months have commenced to come down, 
and as the forward business in oil is not 
particularly active, there is not very 
strong support given them. A crushet 
would hardly care to contract for new 
crop seed at the present level except 
as a hedge against oil already sold, 
and prices are too high to present an 
attractive purchase for speculators in 
the face of the fact that Argentina has 
evidently raised more flax this ‘season 
than it was expected to, and is now 
putting in a record-breaking acreage 
under most favorable weather condi- 
tions. 

The movement figures from Argentina 
are the most noteworthy feature of the 
situation just now. Thrs crop in the 
South American country was estimated 
at 20,000,000 bushels at the outside 
Exports from Buenos Aires thus far 
this year have been 15,932,000 bushels, 
and as there is a _ visible supply of 
2,400,000, and an into-sight movement 
large enough to point to a very large 
invisible supply it looks as if everyone 
had underestimated this crop. This 
is the seeding season tn Bueros Aires, 
and reports received this week are the 
most favorable characrer. The high 
price which has been obtainable this 
season has naturally encouraged the 
planting of flax, and it is reported 
that the acreage that will be put in 
in Argentina will be much larger than 
ever before, and weather reports are 
very favorable. It is to be noted that 
this week’s figures show a very heavy 
movement from Buenos Aires to Eu- 
rope. 

There were 775,000 bushels sent to 
the United Kingdom this week, and 
646,000 to the Continent, against 265,- 
000 to the United States. It is esti- 
mated, however, that there are al- 
most 3,000,000 bushels now afloat for 
this country. Total exports to the 
United States from Argentina thus far 
this year total 7,339,000 bushels. This 
compares with 8,670,000 to this time 
last year: but at this time last year 
there was little or nothing moving in 
this direction, so that the total prom- 
ises soon to be greater than that of 
last year. It must be remembered, 
however, that the large crop in Ar- 
gentina is offset by the small crop in 
India. Had India produced a normal 
crop Great Britain would not be mov- 
ing 775,000 bushels of seed from 
3uenos Aires in one week at this sea- 
son of the year. 

The total area under linseed in India 
is placed at 1,972,000 acres, which is 
48 per cent. below the final revised 
acreage of last year. The total esti- 
mated yield is 229,000 tons, as against 
515,000 tons, the revised final estimate 
of last year, or a decrease of 55 per 
cent. The average yield per acre for 
1917-18 was 304 pounds, and that for 
1918-19 at 260 pounds. 

There continue to be conflicting re- 
ports as to the growing domestic crop. 
Producers are chronically pessimistic 
on crop prospects, and some people in 
the West are estimating the new crop 
as low as 8,000,000 bushels, although 
reports from the Eastern and South- 
ern parts of the flax belt are favor- 
able. In its last report the govern- 
ment cut its indicated crop from 
13,000,000 to 10,000,000, and the weath- 
er has not been particularly unfavor- 
able since that time. There are some 
bad reports from North Dakota, but 
it must be remembered that the gov- 
ernment’s estimate was based upon a

MINNEAPOLIS. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Aug. 13, 1919. 


There is a strong demand for flaxseed in 
the local market and only a small volume 
of offerings to satisfy it. All but one of the 
crushing companies are in the market to 
pick up what they can get and during the 
past week they found the pickings poor. 
Prices are still holding strong in spite of 
the bearish Argentine advices. Compared 
with the previous week there is more of a 
movement from farms, but arrivals at 
Minneapolis are altogether too small to 
supply the crushers with the seed they will 
need before the new crop begins to move 
in volume. Prices are gaining on the 
futures and at present good No. 1 seed 
sells at 6c. over the Duluth September 
future. Apparently there is nothing to 
gain by buying the futures at Duluth, be- 
cause the seed offered for sale in that mar- 
ket is picked up by Eastern crushers and 
shipped down the lake and is being used 
by crushers nearby that market. For that 
reason the local market is showing com- 
parative strength. Crushers here will need 
every bushel of seed they can get and 
they are bidding up for it. 

The feature of the week was the buy- 
ing of new crop seed to arrive. Ship- 
ments are promised within the regular 
time limit of 20 days. These offerings 
came from Southern Minnesota, and 
were not heavy by any means. How- 
ever, several carloads were bought by one 
crusher and a few scattering carloads by 
others. One car was bought to arrive 
Tuesday, and the shipper reported the 
seed being loaded when the sale was 
made. 

Samples of this Minnesota seed vary 
as to quality. Some show better quality 
than last year and some about the same. 
A number of samples’ indicated less 
watergrass seed mixed in this year. 
Fields around Minneapolis have been cut 
and threshing of other grains is almost 
over with, so supplies from nearby ter- 
ritory are expected to come to market 
within the next week or so. Most of the 
samples received thus far came from 
South Central Minnesota, and while the 
quality is known, no reports have been 
received as to yields. In some of the 
fields of this section there was a good 
stand, and respectable yields are ex- 
pected to develop. 

Traffic in Asiatic seed continues. A 
local commission house sold about 2,000 
tons of Japanese seed this week, and has 
another 1,000 ton lot for sale. Local 
crushers fail to show any enthusiasm over 
these offerings in spite of the fact that 
they expect a dearth of supplies before 
the season is over. The quality is poor, 
oil yield tests developing poorer than the 
ordinary run of Minnesota seed. No fur- 
ther deals in Manchurian seed have been 
reported lately. Tests made of the sam- 
ples of this Manchurian seed show qual- 
ity a trifle below North Dakota. Local 
crushers are in the market for Manchu- 
rian seed. One car of it arrived in Min- 
neapolis during the week, coming here by 
way of San Francisco. Further ship- 
ments are in transit. 

The Japanese seed was purchased by 
out-of-town crushers chiefly. The seed 
will be transferred at local elevators and 
reshipped. So far as local crushers will 
admit of no trade in Japanese seed has 
occurred here for use in local use. 

The crop. situation continues to show 
up fair. Scattered rains developed in 
North Dakota, and also in South Da- 
kota. Montana had some rain, too. 
Some hail damage was. sustained in 
North Dakota territory. Reports from 
the Red River Valley are of favorable 
nature, but the area under cultivation 
is not of great importance. 

The Minnesota crop is made, and un- 
less the seed happens to have been put 
in the ground late, there is no danger of 
frost damage. The South Dakota crop 
is made, too, and if the usual August 
frost develops, there will be little or no 
damage in that State The fact that 
some of the North Dakota and Montana 
seed was late in germinating will prob- 
ably result in frost damage if the frost 
comes this month. However, the weather 
Situation has been very favorable of 
late, and the crop advanced rapidly, be- 
ing practically secured all over the 
Northwest. The next development of in- 
terest will be the amount of seed pro- 
duced per acre, and threshing reports 
from a fairly wide area are expected to 
show up in the near future. 

While there is very little old crop Ar- 
gentne seed available the reduction in 
freight rates will undoubtedly result in 
trade in the new crop seed as soon as offer- 
ings are made, The new freight rates 
will make Argentine supplies fairly cheap 
compared with domestic offerings. This 
fact had a bearish effect on the Duluth 
futures during the past week, and while 
there Was no drastic reaction there was a 
checking of the advance. Prices have 
been holding in a rather narrow range 
around old tops. Trade is moderate. There 
is some bearishness developing in Decem- 
ber futures. If the Argentine crop out- 
turn is liberal pressure will develop a 
little later. Right now the small domestic 
crop is preventing any sales of conse- 
quence. Most of the country seems to be 
bullish and there is considerable doubt as 
to whether there will be any hedging pres 
sure of consequence if the futures con- 
tinue to show buoyancy. If the Argentine 
news is bearish enough to bring about 
selling by professional traders then the 
usual belated country hedging is likely to 
add a little weight and help bring about 
a decline. 

There are two factors that the trade is 
beginning to look forward to more close- 
ly, and that is the possibility of an early 
return of normal agricultural conditions 
in Russia and the expansion of crop pro- 
ducing acreage in Argentina. This year 
there is nothing bearish about the domes- 
tic situation, and if domestic considera- 
tions are to be the paramount influence in 
making flax priess, then nothing but a

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high level is to be expected, If the ocean 
freight situation improves pe | and 
the Argentine crop turns out well, the 
high tide of flax values has no doubt been 
reached and a gradual return to lower 
levels is expected, though a decline to the 
pre-war level is not to be expected be- 
cause of the depreciation of currency. 
None of the crushers expect a return to 
pre-war values for a long time in the 
future, and there is some doubt whether 
the old prices ever will be reached again, 
even with crops bountiful in this country 
and Canada. 

The fact that new crop seed is being pur- 
chased for shipment this month gives the 
crushers a new lease of life and while 
none of those at present operating expect- 
ed to shut down their plants entirely they 
did expect to curtail their operations 
rather drastically. Stocks in local eleva- 
tors, public and private, have been re- 
duced to almost nothing, and the number 
of presses in action during the next 60 
days depends almost entirely on the vol- 
ume of the new crop movement.

BUENOS AIRES. 


Exports this week reached the very 
large total of 1.686,000 bushels. The 
crop is turning out very large, and In 
spite of the fact that there have been 
exports of 15,932,000 bushels, and that 


there is a visible supply on hand of 
2,400,000 bushels, there is still a gooa 
deal of seed back in the country. The 


exports this week exceeded the decrease 
in the visible by 880,000 bushels, show- 
ing how rapidly seed is still coming into 
sight. The combined exports and visible 
supply exceed the figures of the same 
date of last year by 6,488,000 bushels, 
and the invisible is undoubtedly much 
larger than it was a year ago. The 
weather is very favorable for seeding, 
which is now under way, and it is cer- 
tain that the acreage planted will be 
much larger than ever before put into 
this crop. The feature of the movement 
just now is the heavy exports to Eu- 
rope. There were 775,000 bushels sent 
to Great Britain this week, and 646,000 
to the Continent.

FLAXSEED CAKE AND MEAL

situation in flaxseed cake and meal, ag 
far as the Eastern market is concerned, 
since our last report. The export de. 
mand recently has been satisfactory 
to the crushers, and stocks have been 
greatly reduced. The goods have been 
moved at a price that made the ep. 
forced holding of them profitable, anq 


there is no great pressure of either 
cake or meal on the market at this 
time. The price continues steady 
around $85 to $86 per ton. The needs 
of Europe for this sort of materia) 
have by no means been filled, and jt 


looks as if there would continue to be 
a good demand. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Aug. 13, 1919 
Most of the past week was quiet to 
dull in the meal market, with buyers 
holding off. As there were cake cop. 
tracts to fill the crushers managed to 


dispose of their by-product, but there was 


some effort made to stimulate the mea] 
demand in spite of this fact. Agitation 
against the high cost of living had some 
effect on millfeed values and they de. 


clined several dollars. Relationship with 
medl prices was lost and the buyers nat. 
urally withheld their orders for meal ag 
much as possible Concessions made by 
some of the crushers covered $2@3 per 
ton and this seemed to satisfy a number 
of buyers, as they were back in the mar. 
ket during the past day or so 

The output of meal has been fairly 
heavy. but gradually decreased in the 
past week, and there was no important 
surplus to find a market for. Owing to 
the unstable foreign market for cake the 
crushers are beginning to show a little 
more concern over the meal situation, as 
it is preferable to sell that commodity 
on the basis of American dollars while 
foreign exchange is out of kilter and econ.

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Just now there is a great fight on 
ii over the world for cheaper food, 
and it looks as if edible oils are among

Anyway, there seems to be 
a tendency in the markets for oils of 
this class to ease off a little. The bulls 
have had a long inning in all sorts of 
oils, and in most lines there have been 
advances Which would make a reaction 
at this time quite in line with normal 
market fluctuations. Cottonseed oil is 
quoted away above the wartime price 
as fixed by the government, and which 
was considered a very stiff war price. 
The bullish reports on the growing 
cotton crop are what have forced the 
advance to the present level, but there 
is no searcity of cottonseed ‘oil in this 
country, and it will depend upon the 
export business to hold the price where 
it is, even with a 10,000,000 bale cotton 
crop, in the opinion of many well 
posted men in the trade. 

Cocoanut, soya, peanut and corn oils 
weakened in the period, and interest in 
what resellers held was manifested. 
Righty sellers’ tanks of soya bean oil 
were reported to have been sold at 15% 
@i6c. per pound, Peanut oil slumped 
to 24%c. per pound in sellers’ tanks; a 
few days previously offerings were 26 
@26%c., Pacific coast city. Corn oil, 
crude, in round lots, was offered at 
18c. per pound, factory, slumping from 
28c. Cocoanut oil at the Pacific coast 
was quoted at 16% @17c. per pound in 
sellers’ tanks, representing a fractional 
decline over previous week. The spot 
market in New York reflected the 
weakness at the Pacific coast ;oil in 
barrels quoted at 184% @19c. per pound. 
Olive oil rules firmly, stocks in the 
last two weeks augmented consider- 
ably by arrivals from Spain. Before 
the period ended there was recovery 
in bean oil; quotations ranging 16@ 
6%c. Tallow weakened to l16c. per 
pound, about 800 drums of city spec- 
ials finding a market at that figure 
on August 13. Grease trading is dull, 
and weakness has been reflected in a 
number of animal oils, Fish oils ruled 
firm. 

There is no change in the situation 
as far as drying oils are concerned 
The scarcity of linseed oil is felt as 
keenly as ever, although it is said that 
the crushers now have enough seed in 
hand to fill the orders on their books. 
This does not mean however, that they 
have enough to offer oil, and they are 
practically out of the market for the 
time being. The quoted price of spot 
linseed oil means but little just now. 
The crushers of the United States are 
depending upon Argentine seed al- 
most entirely just now, and Argentine 
promises to be the big factor for some 
time to come, as the present crop in 
that country is turning out larger than 
expected, and a record breaking acre- 
age is now being put in, while reports 
indicate a very small crop in this 
country, and reports from Canada are 
very.bad. Following will be found 
detailed reports on the principal vege- 
table, animal and fish oils: 


LINSEED OIL. 


The leading crushers have not 
changed their quotations on linseed oil 
this week. Spot is still quoted at $2.22 
a gallon in carload lots, November- 
December deliveries at $2.12 and 
more distant deliveries at $1.95. As 
far as the crushers are concerned, the 
spot quotation is simply nominal. It 
serves as a basis upon which to base 
quotations for new crep deliveries, and 
it also serves as a basis for fortunate 
second-hand holders of oil to 
their prices on. The big crushers are 
sold up and are busy delivering oil 
sold at considerably ander the price 
that they quote today. A representa- 
tive of one of the leading crushers 
said: “We might just as well quote 
$2 a gallon at $2.22 on spot oil, for we 
have none to offer. It is the people 
who have contracts with us much be- 
low the present level who are protiting 
by the present situacton.” However, 
the situation was the same as it is to- 
day when the crushers announced the 
last 6 cents advance. At that time 
the seed markets were strong, but this 
week there has been a rather weak 
undertone to the seed markets, and it 
has not been reflected in the oil mar-

ket. There were no arrivals of seed 
from Buenos Aires at this port. this 
week, but about 3,000,000 bushels are 
on the way. ‘The crushers say that 


évery bushel of this will be needed to 
fill the contracts for oil already on 
their books. However, there seems to 
be 4 great deal of seed still in Argen 
Una, and the price in that country is 
coming down steadily 


Although some crushers have heen 
quoting prices on new crop oil for 
Some weeks, there has been no great 
rush to buy It is true that the re 
ports of the growing flax crops in this 
Sountry and Canada are very poor, 
but certainly it would be something of 
* Speculation for a consumer to agree 
‘o pay present prices for oil to be 
delivered five or six months from now. 
Crushers seem to have enough seed in

hand to fill their contracts up to the 
time when the new domestic crop will 
be moving and, whether it is large or 
small, it will be enough to supply the 
demand for a part of the year at least. 
The buyers who placed large orders 
with the crushers when the price was 
from $1.50 to $1.75 have made a great 
deal of money. The selling was not 
all to actual consumers by any means. 
However, the situation has been such 
all along that there has been no rea- 
son why holders with oil to offer at 
resale should cut the price, and they 
have not done so. Consumers who held 
back their orders were the ones who 
suffered, and this may mean a general 
move to place forward orders in the 
not distant future, although consumers 
are just now undoubtedly hoping to be 
able to purchase new crop oil cheaper 
than it is being quoted today. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Aug. 13, 1919. 


There is a constant demand for nearby 
oil and the crushers experience no diffi- 
culty in placing all they can make from 
old crop seed. While the bulk of the buy- 
ers are averse to paying prevailing prices 
their needs keep them in the market in a 
small way and they have to bid up if they 
want oil. Offerings depend entirely on the 
amount of seed the crushers have in sight 
from day to day, and as the total receipts 
for the past week were but 26,000 bushels, 
less than a day's run of the mills require, 
it can easily be seen that no important oil 
offerings are possible. 

There is considerable inquiry for new 
crop oil for shipments as early as possi- 
ble, but only a few orders are being writ- 
ten. In the past week the interest of the 
buyers has been lessened to some extent 
by the Argentine news, and a policy of 
waiting as long as possible for a more fa- 
vorable buying level is being followed by 
the majority of the buyers. ‘The situation 
is a trifle more favorable for the buyer 
now than it was a week ago, and unless 
HKuropean buyers again come into the Ar- 
gentine market and force prices up there 
may be an opportunity to buy 1920 oil at 
cheaper figures. Just now the chief inter- 
est seems to be in offerings for shipment 
during October, November and Decem- 
ber, and owing to the fact that quite a 
number of contracts were placed for ship- 
ment during these months actual business 
is light. There is very little doing in oil 
to be shipped from the end of January on. 

Shipping directions on old and matur- 
ing contracts are still very prompt, and 
the crushers are hustling to keep as close 


to limits as they possibly can. The 
car situation is fairly favorable. Box 
ears for the shipment of coopered lots 


are scarce at times and will be scarcer as 
soon as the crop in the Northwest begins 
to move more freely. 

Immediate oil is quoted at $2.20, Octo- 
ber $2.15, November-December $2.10, Jan-

Those in the trade 
are much interested in the move thitt 
is being made against the packin:s 
house interests, which are a very im- 
portant factor in the cottonseed oil 
movement, and the fact that the pack- 
ers are under fire can hardly be con- 
sidered a bullish factor in the market, 
although aside from a little senti- 
mental influence it will hardly hay» 
any real effect. The weakness in com- 
peting oils is a bearish feature of the 
situation that must be taken into ae- 
count. Crude cottonseed oil in the 
Southeast is quoted at 22c. a pound, 
and, with soya bean oil at 15%ec. to

The market has seen some interest 
in stocks on the part of British buy- 
ers, but there was a lack of strength 
in conditions, which reflected what 
has been transpiring in other markets. 
City steam is quoted at 30%c. per 
pound, in tierces; compound, 29@31c. 
per pound (prices varying according 
to quantity); neutral, 37@38e. Middle 
Western was $31 per 100 pounds. The 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce reports that 2,864,888 pounds of 
neutral lard were exported in June of 
this year, against 1,775,154 pounds in 
June, 1918. During this June 12,884,- 
899 pounds of compound lard were ex- 
ported, agginst 1,393,526 pounds in 
June, 1918. A total of 114,328,804 
pounds of pure lard were exported in 
June, 1919, against 29,248,133 pounds 
in June, 1918. Approximately 17,000,- 
000 pounds were exported by neutral 
lard makers in the year ending June 
30, 1919, as against a little over 4,000,- 
000 pounds for the previous 12 months. 
Over four times as much compound 
lard was exported than in previous 
period for the year ending June 30, 
this year. 


Stearines. 


The stearine market has been weak, 
and, while there was report that for- 
eign demand for lard stearine was 
present, oleo stearine was quiet. It 
was said that some sales of oleo stear- 
ine were made at 24c. per pound, but 
the market was regarded to be 25@26c. 
Lard stearine is quoted at 38c. per 


pound. 
Tallow. 


Characterization of the market as 
“purely unsettled” was heard in the 
period, 2nd there was much evidence 
of this condition, not only in this mar- 
ket, but in other markets, which re- 
flect tallow movements. It was said 
that business in edible tallow was 
done at 2lc. per pound in a small way. 
Tallow, city special, to the amount of 
700 or 800 drums was sold at 16c. per 
pound on August 13, and there was not 
any improvement in the market condi- 
tions during the days that followed. 


ANIMAL OILS. 


The animal oil market has weakened 
and the poor condition of tallow has 
been a cause. Stocks of oleo oil were 
said to be in liberal supply, and stocks 
of stearic acid and re@ of] light. The 
stagnation in greases and other fats 
has been reflected mainly to the oils 
that are heavy in supply or at least 
moderate. 

DEGRAS.—Some_  degras 
were of the impression that activity 
had been improved in the period that 
closed; the market held fairly steady. 
Sales of low-acid stock at 6%c. per 
pound in barrels at New York were 
made; good grades (also of domestic 
origin) were offered at 7@7%c. per 
pound in barrels at New York; neutral 
degras of good quality was quoted at 
15@18e. per pound in barrels at New 
York. English degras was quoted at 
7%@8&ec. per pound in barrels, New 
York. 

LARD OIL.—The market has been 
quiet. Buyers are inclined to hold off 
for various reasons, among them the 
agitation against the high cost of liv- 
ing and the belief that stocks will be 
placed on the market, due to the 
propaganda against holding stocks for 
reserve. Prime inedible oil is quoted 
at $1.85@1.90 per gallon, in barrels, at 
New York; off prime, $1.70@1.75; ex- 
tra No. 1, $1.45@1.50; No. 1, $1.40@ 
1.45; No. 2, $1.35. 

OLEO OIL.—Demand for oleo oil 
was slow in a week that showed de- 
pression in allied lines. The buying 
volume has slumped in this oil, as in 
a number of others in the animal oil 
group, which was affected by decline 
at a later period than the vegetable 
oils. Stocks of oleo oil are reported 
to be in liberal supply. Extra grade 
is quoted at 43@34c. per pound by first 
hands; prime, 30@3lc.; lower grades, 
29@30c.; quotations for goods in 
tierces at New York. 

RED OIL.—The ability to obtain 
Olive oil foots at more attractive prices 
than were obtained previously is re- 
ported to be diminishing the use of 
red oil, stocks of which have been 
moving in good fashion. Stocks of red 
oil have been reported scanty for a 
month or two, and the export inquiry 
has been a feature of trading. Prices 
have revealed that a pretty steady 
condition existed, but the decline in 
tallow from 21c. to its present level of 
l6ec. interests producers of red _ oil. 
Elaine and saponified grades are 
quoted at 20c. per pound by a number 
of people, but it is learned that stocks 
for August-September shipment were 
offered at 19c. per pound in round lots. 
“Export business has been our chief 
interest,” a Western factor told a New 
York man the other day.

CHINA WOOD.—Slightly better conditions 
obtain in the vegetable oil market just now, 
although uneasiness and apathy on the part 


of buyers still are the rule. 
tallows and greases still continues, dragging 
with it all related commodities and causing 
lack of confidence in market circles. It is the 
expressed opinion of some dealers that if China 
wood and other oils regain their level of a 
fortnight ago it will be because of speculation 
and not becaure of any real re-establishment. 
These same dealers credit part of the present 
decline to the pricking of the speculation 
bubble by the universal reaction against high 
prices. Receipts are still low, but prices are 
2 little easier, 21%@22c. being the last quota- 
tion. 

COCOANUT.—A very weak market set in in 
cocoanut oil this week, and considerable de- 
clines were noied for all the varieties. Manila 
oil for early shipment was available at 16c., 
with 16%@lic. asked for future shipments. 
The demand for future was quite a good deal 
better than spot. Some dealers were holding 
Manila and Japanese oil at the end of the 
period at 16%c. coast in sellers’ tanks, and 
there was some feeling of confidence that the 
market will recover itself. In general, how- 
ever, buying interest lagged this week. 

COPRA.—Negligible trade in copra went on 
in Chicago this week. Offerings were not 
abundant and demand even less so. The usual 
quotation now for copra is about 10c. 

CORN.—Trade in corn oil was very slow this 
week and the price situation left much to be 
desired. In sympathy with the decline of basic 
commodities corn oil was depressed steadily 
this week, and was selling at the end of the 
time at 20@20%c. Buyers were very few and 
little real interest was shown. Offerings were 
not overabundant, and some of them seemed 
to be of a speculative nature. 

COTTONSEED.—The bullish attitude of the 
cottonseed oil mills is being counteracted 
here to a great extent by the drive against the 
packing interests, with its threats of investi- 
gation into the cottonseed oil holdings of the 
packers. While there is no definite prospect 
of the establishment of lower prices as the 
result of the promised investigation, at least 
the possibilities are sufficiently strong to affect 
the market. The week's quotations reveal much 
of the current feeling. Prime crude cottonseed 
oil was selling at the end of the period at 22c. 
September and October at 19@19\%c. Deodor- 
ized white cottonseed oil was quotable this 
week at 29@30c.; prime summer yellow bleach- 
able at 27%c. nominally and summer yellow 
soap grade at 27c., another nominal quotation.

HEMPSEED.—No representative quotations 


on hempseed oil were to be had this week, as 
it seems that receipts have been practically 
negligible for the last fortnight, and very little 
is offering. 

OLIVE.—Unsteadiness and dull demand 
marked the olive oil market this week Edible 
oil was quotable at $2.85 per gallon, New York, 
and denatured at $2.45 Chicago lots for the 
most part were in small supply and were 
offering at about $3. Receipts were slightly 
better than those of a week ago, but were still 
light 

PALM.—The drive against high prices and 
the general feeling of unrest in the market 
succeeded in keeping down both prices and 
buyers in the palm oil market. On a rather 
dull market Bonny Old Calibar was selling at 
ebout 17@17%e and Niger at the same figure. 
Lagos kept up to 18c., but was not offering in 
very large quantities Receipts have suffered 
considerably in the last two weeks. 

PALM KERNEL.—In light supply and fairly 
good demand palm kernel oil was selling on 
the Chicago market this week at about 23c., 
New York. Sales were few this week and con- 
ditions far froin stable. 

PEANUT.—Crude imported peanut oil was 
selling at about 25c. coast, in sellers’ tanks, 
this week, but not in large quantities. Short- 
age still marks receipts, and nervousness buy- 
ing demand. Toward the end of the period 
slightly higher quotations were heard, with 
no buyers in sight, and the selling in general 
remained at the depressed figures. The condi- 
tions of the market in general were responsible 
for the attitude of timidity exhibited by the 
buyers. 

PERILLA.—Prevailing 
were 25c. coast, in sellers’ tanks, with poor 
business most of the week. While the situ- 
ation is quite a good deal better than that of 
last week, which was considerably upset by 
speculation, there is still much to be desired 
in the matter of firmness.

HULL OIL MARKETS. 


HUTT, England, Aug. 4, 1919 





The second month of business free from 
rovernment control has been no less exciting 
than the first, the extraordinary rise in val- 


ves of practically all raw materials used in 
the paint trade havire been continued a'most 
from day to day without interruption Prin- 
cipal interest has, of cours¢ been centered in 
linseed oil, the price of which has mounted 
up and up, so that paint and other industrial 
users have been obliged to call a halt and 
refuse to buy. There was some hope that the 
upward tendency would have been stayed bv 
the action taken by the Director of Oils and 
Fats, who, in order to exclude outside specu- 
lators, issued an order compelling all people 
dealing in vegetable oils and fats to first ob 
tain a license to trade from his department 
licenses were issued to importers, merchants, 
brokers and consumers, so that mo one in any 
of these categories could enter into transac 
tions even if he were the oldest established and 
most prominent member of the trade, unless 
he had an official permit or license author 
izing him to do so This, of course, had the 
effect of keeping subsequent trading within its 
normal channels, but does not altogether elim 
inate what is known as speculation or the 
buying of futures among members of the 
trade should they wish to operate along these 
lines So farms the outside speculator, the 
man who never possessed or bought for in- 
dustrial purposes a pint of linseed oil in his 
life, was concerned, the prohobition as it 
affected him came rather late, as by the time 
the order wus issued this type of operator 
had taken his profit and cleared out of the 
market, 

The new procedure has not, however, had 
the effect of checking the upward movement 
of prices, the market conditions being too 
strong Crushers began buying heavily lin- 
seed, and offers from Bombay were soon ex- 
hausted., Attention was then turned to the 
surplus of Argentina linseed, with the result 
that in sympathy with the bullish tone in 
America prices advanced substantially, viz., 
by several pounds per ton. This, of course, 
had its reflex in the oil product, which has 
advanced to £12% per ton net, naked, ex mill 
at Hull, or around $600 per 2,240 pounds 
Sellers forward are quite reserved and are 
asking up to £124 for July-August delivery 
and £115 for the last three months and the 
first three of next year, which goes to show 
that operators have plenty of confidence in the 
future of the market A strong impression 
obtains here that when business with Europe 
and this country is freed from its shackles 
and ordinary international trade pursues a 
more or less normal course, that there will be 
an extensive demand for export, and that the 
people who can supply that demand will find 
themselves in a _ satisfactory position to do 
business no matter what the market value 
may be It therefore looks as if the home 
consumer is going to find himself in compe- 
tition for his supplies with the rest of Europe, 
which has not been crushing linseed to any 
extent for a long time past 





The position with regard to cottonseed oil in 
England is that very little seed has come to 
hand of late and that next to no cotton oil is 
therefore being produced. The Egyptian crop 
shipments seem te have dried up and next 
to nothing of the old crop now remains to come 
forward. The new crop will not be ready for 
shipment until late in October, so that be- 
tween now and that time English mills will 
be without seed except for what they can get 
from India, which does not promise to be 
very much. Formerly English mills drew fully 
one-half of their annual supply of about 
600,000 tons from India, but during the war 
period have had to rely upon Egypt almost 
alone, Soya beans have not been in the im- 
port list for over two years, so that no re 
lief has been possible in this direction, hence 
the greater rellance upon American cotton oil 
to redress the balance in some measure. The 
importation of soya beans is now being re- 
sumed, several cargoes being on passage from 
Yokohama and Dairen, and further buying is 
taking place. A good quantity of soya bean 
oil is also coming to hand from the mills in 
Manchuria, so that what is being lost on 
cotton oil absence may be made up to some 
extent by soya oil, imported and home-made 








Rapeseed imports are improving, but the 
production is small and dealings in rapo oll 
are few and high prices are obtained

TRADE-MARK DECISIONS. 


“‘Agatex” and ‘Sta Brite’ Findings 
by the D. C. Court of Appeals 


The Trade-Mark Bureau of the Na 
tional Paint, Oi) and Varnish Associa 
tion note the following recent decisions 
of March 31, 1919, by the Court of Ap- 
peals of the District of Columbia. The 
cases cited are decisions given by the 
particular court mentioned on appeal by 
one of the concerns interested from the 
decision of the Commissioner of the 
United States Patent Office, 

Wadsworth, Howland & Co., Ine, v. 
Trussed Concrete Steel Company. Trade- 
marks registration goods used for 
same purpose 

The opinion of the court was:—Wads- 
worth, Howland Co. appeals from a de- 
cision of the Commissioner of Patents 
dismissing its opposition to the registra- 
tion by Trussed Steel Company of the 
word “Agatex"” as a trade-mark for a 
liquid concrete hardening liquid 

The opposition is based upon the prior 
Federal registration and use by Wads- 
worth, Howland Company of the word 
“Agate” and “Agatene”’ as trade-marks 
for varnishes It clearly appears” that 
the goods bearing the marks of the 
Wadsworth, Howland Company are cap- 
able of being used for the same purposes 
as the goods of the Trussed Concrete 
Steel Company There is evidence that 
such use has been made. The matter 
of actual use is not important, for it ap 
pears that the goods can be put to the 
same use, and the likelihood of confu 
sion depends as much upon the proba- 
bilities of the future as upon the expe- 
rience of the past The same or similar 
use of the goods of the respective par 
ties demonstrates like qualities, and the 
similarity of the marks furnishes con- 
Vincing proof of the likelihood of con- 
fusion

Coumarin Protests Overruled—Held 
Dutiable and. Subject to Addi- 
tional Levy in One Case. 


The following abstracts of decisions 
given by the United States Board of 
General Appraisers on protests against 
the classification of coumarin have been 
issued by the Treasury Department and 
are of interest to the trade generally, 
the protestants taking different grounds 
for their claims against the action of the 
collectors of customs.

Coumarin, Coal-Tar Product.—Merchandise 
reported by the appraiser as coumarin, a coal 
tar flavoring preparation, classified under 
group IIT, section 500, title V, act of 1916, is 
claimed dutiable as a chemical compound at 
15 per cent. under paragraph 5, tariff act of 
1913, or as a non-enumerated manufactured 
article under paragraph 385.

TREASURY DECISIONS. 
Medicinal Articles as Related to the 


Excise Tax Requirements of 


Revenue Act of 1918. 


Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
Roper has issued to revenue officers and 
others concerned a synopsis of rulings 
relative to the application of excise tax 
under the provisions of the revenue act 
of 1918 in the form of Treasury Decision 
2893. Among the subjects dealt with are 
medicinal articles, which are grouped un- 
der section 907, and under which sub- 
title reference is made to the giving away 
of medicinal articles as free samples, 
sales of the same to the United States or 
a State, cough drops, and serums, vac- 
cines, antitoxins and salvarsan. 

The synopses given under the sub-title 
of medicinal articles are as follows :— 

Articles Given Away as Free Samples.— 
Article 5 of regulations 51 {is supplemented 
by adding thereto the following:— 

“Articles given away as free samples are not 
subject to tax if a notation is made on the 
package that the article is not to be sold for 
consumption or use, but Is a free sample. If 
an article taxable under section 907 is given 
away free with the purchase of another ar- 
ticle taxable under this section the tax shall 
be computed upon the total amount paid and 
the proper amount of stamps affixed to the 
package.’”’ 

“When a dealer dispenses bromo. seltzer, 
seidlitz powders, ete., to customers he will be 
considered the consumer and must affix the 
proper stamps to the bottle.”’ 

Sales to the United States or a State.—Ar- 
ticle 8 of regulations 51 is hereby amended 
to read as follows:— 

“Articles sold to the United States or to a 
State or a political sub-division thereof for 
use in carrying on its governmental operations 
are not taxable."’ 

Cough Drops.—Article 16 of regulations 51 is 
supplemented by adding thereto the: follow- 
ing: 

“Where cough drops are ke!d out or recom- 
mended as remedies or specifics for a cold or 
affection of the throat and are sold by or for 
a dealer or his estate for consumption or use, 
such sule is subject to a tax of 1 cent for each 
25 cents or fraction thereof of the amount paid 
for the cough drops. If two or more packages 
of cough drops, troches or lozenges recom- 
mended as a remedy for a cold or for an affec- 
tion of the throat are sold for 25 cents or less, 
the tax collectible is 1 cent, provided the con- 
tainer or wrapper in which the packages are 
sold bears the requisite tax stamp or stamps."’ 

Serums, Vaccines, Etc.—Article 17, sub-divi- 
sion (d), of regulations 51 is supplemented by 
adding thereto the following:— 

“Chemical preparations such as serums, vac- 
cines, antitoxins, and salvarsan when prepared 
by pen formula advertised to the medical 
profession only and the labels and directions 
indicate use only by the medical profession, 
are exempt from tax.’’ 








Arsphenamine, Neo-Arsphenamine and 
Similar Products Ordered Treated 
as Biological Products—Denied 
Importation. 


Collectors of customs have been in- 
struc‘ed by the Treasury Department un- 
der Treasury Decision No. 38,095, to treat 
arsphenamine, neo-arsphenamine and 
other similar preparations as biological 
products under the act of July 1, 1902. 
The letter which was issued by Assistant 
Secretary L. S. Rowe stated that the ar- 
ticles enumerated should be dealt with 
precisely as are sales of viruses, serums, 
toxins and analagous products. At pres- 
ent no licenses for the manufacture of 
arsphenamine, neo-arsphenamine and sim- 
ilar preparations by any foreign firms 
have been issued, it is stated, and accora- 
ingly all preparations of this sort should 
be denied admittance. 


Naphthalene Solidifying Point and 
Method of Obtaining Issued by 


Department. 


Under Treasury Decision No. 38,096, the 
deepartment has issued a ruling as to the 
method to be used in determining the 
solidifying point of naphthalene under 
group I and II, section 500, title V, act 
of September 8, 1916. The decision con- 
cludes with a statement that no deduc- 
tion or allowance shall be made as a tol- 
erance or for unavoidable error or varia- 
tions for different laboratories. The rul- 
ing follows a conference on December 7, 
1917, at the Bureau of Standards of the 
Department of Commerce between repre- 
seentatives of the bureau and various ap- 
praisers’ offices, tests being subsequently 
made to obtain a basis for the ruling, 
which was issued on July 30 last. 


Alcohol Drawback Allowance Ex- 
tended to Cologne. 


The privilege of a drawback allowance 
has been extended by the Treasury De- 
partment to cover the use of domestic 
tax-paid alcohol used in the manufacture 
of “Forest Flower Cologne,” by Austen 
Cologne Company, of this city, by virtue 
of Treasury Decision No. 38086, amend- 
ing T. D. 32515 of May 18, 1912. It was 
ordered that the allowance for domestic 
tax-paid alcohol should not exceed 70 per 
cent. of the exported quantity of cologne. 





Flavoring Extracts Included in Draw- 
back Allowance for Alcohol Used. ;' 


Under the terms of Treasury Decision 
No. 38086, a drawback allowance on do- 
mestic tax-paid alcohol used in «he manu- 
facture of flavoring extracts by J. Frank 
O'Hara, Inc., of this city, is allowed. The 
decision states as follows :— 


A manufacturing record shall be kept in the 
manner described in the sworn statement of 
the manufacturers, dated July 10, 1919, show- 
ing, in the case of each lot of flavoring ex- 
tract manufactured for exportation with ben- 
efit of drawback, the lot number and date of 
manufacture thereof, the quantity and identity 
of domestic tax-paid alcohol “sed, the quan- 
tity of other ingredients used, the quantity and 
kind of flavoring extract obtained, and the 
number and size of containers in which packed. 
A sworn abstract from such manufacturing 
record shall be filed with the drawback entry. 

The allowance shall not exceed the quantity 
of domestic tax-paid alcohol used in the man- 
ufacture of the exported flavoring extracts, as 
shown by the abstract from the manufactur- 
ing record.

Firm Action Doubted. 


Frankly American oil interests operating 
in Mexico do not expect that firm action 
will be taken by this government during 
this administration. From these interests 
it is learned that American oil companies 
in the Tampico region have lost ten men 
killed and fifteen or twenty wounded, and 
over $200,000 in money actually taken in 
a little over two years, not to mention 
telephone lines and pipelines cut, tanks 
destroyed and other claims for damages 
suffered. Naturally these interests do not 
relish the attempt of the Carranza govern- 
ment to lay the blame on them as made 
in the reply of the Mexican Government 
to the State Department’s warning given 
out yesterday. ; 

The department some time ago advised 
the Association of Producers of Petroleum 
in Mexico that the Mexican Ambassador in- 
formed the Department :—‘Ready to fur- 
nish such escorts as may be needed for the 
protection of paymasters in the oil fields 
and that if the funds in the care of pay- 
masters thus escorted are not duly _pro- 
tected by the Mexican soldiers, the Mex- 
ican Government will make good any re- 
sultant losses with the understanding that 
the Mexican Government is under no ob- 
ligation or promise to do so.”

tween paymasters and bandits, and feel 
that ample proof or apology is due.” 

The association also gave out a com 
munication sent by it to the State De 
partment following a meeting held in 
Washington, in which denial is made of 
the Mexican Ambassador's intimation 
that oil company paymasters have been

Among other 
cases may be mentioned the attack on 
February 21, 1917, on a launch of the 
Texas Company in the Chijol canal, near 
Tampico, in which Paymaster Hease was 
murdered, Paymaster Minet was wounded

wounded. The attacks are usually be- 
gun by rifle fire from ambush. In some 
instances all the employes of a camp 


have been forced to leave because of a 
succession of outrages and assassinations.

Murdered in Cold Blood. 


“Alfred S. Esperia, L. R. Mallard, L. A. 

These men 
were murdered in cold blood after having 
been robbed of all their money. On July 
31, 1917, A. W. Stevenson, cashier of the 
Texas Company was murdered at Tepe- 
tate, the Mexicans shooting him in the 
back while he was stooping to open the 


safe and comply with the demands for 
money. 

“One of the more recent instances is 
that of April 11, 1918, when Messrs. De- 


hay and Willis, acting as paymasters for 
the Huasteca Petroleum Company, were 
assaulted while carrying funds in an au- 
tomobile to pay off at said company pump- 
ing sta‘ions. The full facts of this matter 
are in the hands of the State Department. 
Willis, Dehay and a Mexican electrician 
accompanying the party were all seriously 
wounded, Willis being nearly killed. The 
funds were taken from them by their as- 
sailants.” 


Fall Hopes for Best. 


Senator Fall, of New Mexico, chairman 
of the special Mexico investigation sub- 
committee of the Senate, hopes for the 
best from the State Department, but is 
not sanguine that it will get the results 
desired. He expects the department's co- 
operation in carrying on the investigation, 
which, however, will not be very active 
for some time owing to the numerous 
calls upon Senator Fall's time. 

A necessary preliminary to the investi- 
gation was the introduction today by Mr. 
Fall of another resolution giving broader 
powers and greater facilities to the sub- 
committee to carry on its work. Adoption 
of the resolution will be followed by or- 
vanization of the committee, employment 
of assistants, etc. The expenses of the 
committee shall be paid out of the Senate 
fund upon vouchers to be approved by the 
chairman, the resolution provides.

REPORTED OUT OF COMMITTEE SOON 





Unanimous Opinion in Favor of Adoption of Pro- 
posed Legislation Is Found to Exist in Senate 
Body Considering Measure. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15, 1919. 


The oil leasing bill. so-called, in revised 
form as amended by the Senate Commit- 
tee on Public Lands, was introduced into 
the Senate today as a new measure by 
Senator Smoot, and immediately submit- 
ted by him as a report from the com- 
mittee. He prepared no written report 
on the bill, but planned a verbal explan- 
ation of it in connection with a motion 
that it be made the unfinished business 
of the Senate. 

The bill was amended in many respects 
by the Public Lands Committee, One of 
the most important amendments was 
that leases shall be made on competitive 
bids. Another increases the minimum 
royalty from five per cent. to 12% per 
cent., which may be paid in oil An 
anti-alien provision was inserted at the 
close of the first section under which no 
alien may own an interest in a lease on 
public lands. 

No prospecting permit is to be granted 
for known geological structures under an- 
other amendment by the Senate commit- 
tee. Section 17 of the bill was changed 
considerably. This contains the competi- 
tive bidding feature. Provision for a 
bonus of 12% per cent. is also inserted 
in that section. At the end of this sec- 
tion a provision is added tending to keep 
weak wells going by authorizing the re- 
duction of royalty on future production. 
Sections 1, 8 and 19 were not materially 
changed, 

The division of the funds derived from 
the leases is changed by the committee. 

Formerly it was 50 per cent. to the re- 
clamation fund and 50 per cent. to the 


States. Now it is 10 per cent. to the Fed- 
eral Treasury and 45 per cent. each to 
the reclamation fund and to the States. 
Section 35 is entirely new, authorizing 
royalties to be paid in oil or gas. Section 
36 is the same as section 35 was in the 


old bill. 


What Bill Proposes. 


_ Following are portions of the bill re- 
ferring to oil:— 

That deposits of coal, phosphate, sodium, 
oil, oil shale or gas and lands containing such 


deposits owned by the United States, includ- 
ing those in national forests, but excluding 
those in national park# and in lands with- 


drawn or reserved for military or naval uses 
or purposes, shall be subject to disposition 
to citizens of the United States, or to any as- 
sociation or corporation organized under the 
laws of the United States, or of any State or 


Territory, and in the same case of coal, vil, 
oil shale or gas, to municipalities. 

Oil and Gas. 
That the Secretary of the Interior is au- 
thorized to grant to any applicant qualified 
under this act a prospecting permit, which 


shall give the exclusive right, for a period not 
exceeding two years, to prospect for oil or gas 
upon not to exceed 560 acrs of land where- 
in such deposits belong to the United States 
and are not within any known geological struc- 
ture of a producing oil or gas field upon con- 
dition that the permittee shall begin drilling 











operations within six months from the date 
of the permit, and shall, within one year from 
and after date of permit, drill one or more 


wells for vil or gas to a depth of not less than 
00 feet each 
* That in the territory of 
permits may be granted to 
plicant for periods not exceeding four years. 
Actual drilling operations shall begin within 
two years from date of permit, and oil and 
gas wells shall be drilled to a depth of not less 
than 500 feet unless valuable deposits of oil 
or gas shall be sooner discovered within three 
years trom date of the permit, and to an 
iggregerte d h of not less than 2,000 feet 
unless valua deposits of oil or gas shall be 
sooner liscovered within four years from date 
of permit 

That upon establishing to the satisfaction of 
the Secretary of the Interior that valuable 
leposits of oil or gas have been discovered 
within the limits of the land embraced in any 
permit the permittee shall be entitled to a lease 
for one-fourth of the land embraced in the 
prospecting permit, such area to be selected 
by the permittee in compact form Such 
leases shall be for a term of twenty years, 
with the right of renewal as prescribed in 
section 17 hereof upon a royalty of 5 per- 
centum in amount or value of the production 
and the annual payment in advance of a rental 
of $1 per acre, the rental paid for any one 
year to be credited against the royalties as 
they accrue for that year. The permittee shall 
also be entitled to a preference right for six 
months from notice to a lease for the remain- 
der of the land in the prospecting permit at 
such royalty, not less than l2‘s percentum nor 
more than 25 percentum 


Royalty Payments.

and reduction of the minerals under such

OIL LAWS UP. 
Mexican Senate Takes Action 


vance of Lower House. 
MEXICO CITY, Aug. 15, 1919. 

The Senate decided today to begin im- 
mediately to discuss questions of oil legis- 
lation and the development of Article 27 of 
the Constitution under which the petro- 
leum industry would be nationalized. 

The usual process has been for the 
Senate to wait for measures to be passed 
by the lower House. But the lower House 
has not taken up the oil and oil land prob- 
lem since May 1, and the Senate leaders 
decided to hasten action concerning it.

These “Amparos,” which were rejected 
by the lower courts, are said to have been

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PUMP LEASING IS 
BANNED BY F. T. C. 


Standard Oil of Indiana Cited 
and Ordered to Cease 


Practices. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15, 1919. 

The practice of leasing oil and gasoline 
pumps and tanks to dealers at unprofit- 
able rental in furtherance of their petro- 
leum business was condemned by the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission today in a deci- 
sion against the Standard Oil Company 
of Indiana in docket 85. The commission 
has ordered the company to cease and 
desist from :— 

1, Directly or 
tanks or both and 


indirectly leasing 
their equipment for stor- 
ing and handling petroleum products in the 
furtherance of its petroleum business at a 
rental which will not yield to it a reasonable 
profit on the cost of the same after making 
due allowance for depreciation and other items 
usually considered when leasing property for 
the purpose of obtaining a reasonable profit 
therefrom, and from doing any matter or 
thing which would have the same unlawful 
effect as that resulting from the practice 
herein prohibited and by reason of which this 
or is made. 
Ore entering into contracts or agreements 
with dealers of its petroleum products or from 
continuing to operate under any contract or 
agreement already entered into whereby such 
dealers agree or have an understanding that 
as a consideration for the leasing to them 
of such pumps and tanks and their equip- 
ments the same shall be used only for storing 
or handling the products of respondent and 
from doing anything having the same unlawful 
effect as that resulting from the practice here- 
in prohibited and by reason of which this 
ar is made. 
Oe rovided, however, that as to such pumps 
and tanks and equipments as are now leased 
by respondent shall have four months from 
the date hereof to enter into new contracts or 
agreements with respect to the same which 
shall not be incompatible with the spirit and 
of this order. - 
it is also ordered that the said Standard Oil 
Company shall, within thirty days after the ex- 
piration of the time allowed, report in writing 
to the Federal Trade Commission, fully set- 
ting forth the nature of the changes made in 
the conduct of its business, and set forth in 
such report in complete detail the plan adopted 
for the lease, loan, gift or sale of any oil 
tanks and pumps for use in storing refined 
oil or gasoline, which plan is in use or pro- 
posed to be put in use, and also attach to such 
report any contracts used by the respondent in 
the conduct of such business. 
The commission adds:— 7 . : 
That during all of said period its refineries 
have been and now are located at Whiting, 
Indiana; Wood River, Illinois; Sugar Creek, 
Missouri; that in 1917, of all the business of 
the character of that done by respondent in 
the said territory, approximately 64 per cent. 
thereof was done by respondent, the same ap- 
proximating in figures $170,000,000; that 36 
per cent. of said business was done by others 
with whom respondent competed and now 
competes. 


Conclusions Reached. 


The conclusions of the commission were 
as follows :— 

That the methods of competition and the 
business practices set forth in the foregoing 
findings as to the facts are, under the cir- 
cumstances set forth therein, unfair methods 
of competition in interstate commerce, in vio- 
lation of the provisions of section 5 of an 
act of Congress, approved September 26, 1914, 
entitled ‘“‘An act to create a Federal Trade 
Commission, to define its powers and duties, 
and for other purposes,’’ and are in violation 
of section 3 of an act of Congress, approved 
October 15, 1914, entitled ‘‘An act to supple- 
ment existing laws against unlawful restraints 
and monopolies, and for other purposes.

LUBRICATING OIL TRADE POSSIBILITIES 
IN ARGENTINA, ITALY, JAPAN AND EUROPE 








Federal Experts, After Special Study of Export Situation, Report 
Many Openings for American Oils and Greases. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8, 1919. 


There are promising opportunities for 
the sale of large and increasing quantities 
of lubricating oils and greases in Argen- 
tina, Italy, Japan, Spain, Switzerland and 
other countries. In response to many in- 
quiries from American business interests 
the consular service has made a special 
study of the situation and definite infor- 
mation has been sought in each instance, 
The reports have been condensed into a 
symposium by the United States Bureau 
of Foreign and Domestic Commerce, for 


the benefit of the American oil industry, 
as follows :— 
Argentina. 
The trade in lubricating oils in the 


Rosario district is exceedingly important 
and about 80 per cent. of these imports 
come from the United States. Such prod- 
ucts are usually handled by wholesale 
grocers, and there are two large firms 
dealing in American oils with exclusive 
privileges. It is probable that a firm de- 
siring to introduce a product new to this 
market would find it to advantage to form 
a connection with some agent in Buenos 
Aires able to develop the trade in Rosario 
and interior cities. 

Competition in lubricating oils is keen, 
and selling expenses are high; so that it 
would not pay any firm here to take a 
local agency for a product which was not 
already well introduced. There are twen- 
ty-five agencies of foreign lubricating oil 
producers here, of which about twelve 
are American, nine British, and two 
French. The railroads are the largest 
consumers, and they are for the most part 
under British and French control. There 
is also a good demand for oils for agri- 
cuitural uses and for vehicles, motors, 
and foundries. 

Much interest is shown in all American 
goods. Prices should be quoted ec. i, f. 
Buenos Aires, if possible, and most firms 
here will require the privilege of inspect- 
ing the goods before making payment or 
accepting drafts. 


Italy. 


There should be a large market for in- 
edible animal fats in Italy, and partic- 
ularly in this consular district where the 
largest candle and soap factories are lo- 
cated. In 1914, 6,647.8 metric tons of in- 
edible fats were imported into Venice, 
having a value of $1,038,532. Imports of 
this character in 1915 amounted in quan- 
tity to 2,308.8 metric tons, and in value 
to $677,865. It should be noted that these 
importations were made at a time when 
the Adriatic was very dangerous on ac- 
count of floating mines. 





Japan. 


‘There is a steady market in this dis- 
trict for marine-motor oils, steam engine 
oils, turbine greases, gear greases, etc., 
the importation in 1917 amounting to 16,- 
682,456 pounds. The demand for auto- 
mobile oils is not large at present, as 
there were, according to the census of 
1916, only 482 motor cars in this consular 
district, which embraces the western half 
of the main island and the island of 
Shikoku. However, the number of motor 
cars is rapidly increasing and the demand 
for high-grade motor oils should be con- 
siderably greater in the next few years. 

The market for lubricating oils in Japan 
has been pretty well supplied by two 


prominent American concerns, a British 
petroleum firm, and several small Japan- 
ese refineries. Any firm wishing to com- 
pete with those already in the field should 
be prepared to spend considerable sums 
on advertising in both Japanese and Eng- 
lish. The American and British lubricat- 
ing oil companies have branch offices with 
Japanese salesmen scattered all over 
Japan and it would not be easy to break 
into the market without a similar organ- 
ization, although a start might be made 
by having some firm, with offices in the 
most important cities of Japan, take the 
agency for the new product. 


Spain. 

A considerable quantity of lubricating 
oils and greases is sold in Corunna. In 
1916 over ten tons were imported direct 
from foreign countries, but exact statis- 
tics are not available. Appearances are 
that there will be a material increase in 
direct importations in 1919, 

The oils in demand are those used for 


machinery, automobiles, and other 
vehicles. The various industries of the 
district include cotton, linen, tobacco, 


leather, and ice factories; fish-preserving 
establishments with a number of trawl- 
ers; and—the most important concern in 
the district—the shipbuilding plant. at 
Ferrol, ten miles across the Bay of Cor- 
unna. , 

Although willing to pay cash, credit 
terms are preferred by local merchants. 
The usual commercial terms are ninety 
days with 5 per cent. discount for cash 
and 2 per cent. for settlement within one 
month. It would be preferable for price 
lists and correspondence to be in Span- 
ish, with quantities in the metric system. 

Lubricating oils and greases are clas- 
sified under No. 25 of the Spanish tariff 
and pay a duty of 40 pesetas per 100 
kilos (equivalent to $3.51 per 100 pounds) 
net. 


Switzerland. 


Before the war the market was con- 
trolled by Russian oils and lesser quan- 
tities were imported from Galicia and 
Alsace. These sources of supply have 
been closed during the war, and American 
oils have been imported exclusively and 
have supplanted all others. Lubricating 
oils for engines and machines (medium 
heavy), for high-speed engines, dynamos, 
spindles, gas engines, generators, sewing 
machines, turbines, transformers, and 
hydraulic pumps (light medium), and for 
general machine and shop lubrication, all 
find a market here. 3efore intelligent 
purchases can be made, however, samples 
with prices, terms, viscosity, specific 
weight, etc., should be sent 


Imports of Greases. 


Inedible greases and tallows have been 
imported from the United States to a 
large extent in the past. Statistics for 
1917 show imports of animal greases, 
such as tallows, bone grease, etc., amount- 
ing to 862,500 kilos and valued at $392,- 
948; unprepared paraffin and ceresin 
totaling 875,000 kilos and valued at $255,- 
532, and 197,000 kilos of mineral greases 
valued at $53,654. Of these imports, 4va,- 
500 kilos of the first classification came 
from the United States, 802,800 of the 
second, and 101,000 of the third. 

A still larger import from America is 
expected in the near future because stocks 
must be replenished. 
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Airplane Fuels—An Investigation by Bureau of 
Mines, Petroleum Division.

The Dayton work may be divided un- 
der three heads :— 

1. Preparation and obtaining of fuels. 
2. Engine tests under various compres- 
sions. 


3. Supplementary tests, including fly- 
ing tests and tests in the Bureau of 
Standards’ altitude chamber. 


Preparation and Obtaining of Fuels. 


Preliminary experiments of the Dayton 
laboratory had shown that the chemical 
properties of the fuels were more impor- 
tant than physical properties. Samples 
of gasoline were therefore obtained that 
were derived from different varieties of 
crude petroleum. Synthetic or cracked 
gasolines were obtained from companies 
operating several different cracking proc- 
esses. Benzol was obtained and was used 
as such and in the form of various mix- 
tures. Alcohol and alcohol mixtures were 
obtained and prepared. In addition an 
extensive research was devoted to the 
production of cyclohexane (otherwise 
named hexahydrobenzene or hexamethyl- 


ene). The history of this investigation is 
interesting, and as this product later 
proved of considerable importance, an 


account of the work is given in brief. 

In the course of the conferences pre- 
viously mentioned the authors were fre- 
quently advised that the Germans were 
using cyclohexane as airplane motor fuel. 


These statements were somewhat dis- 
concerting as it was realized that the 
obtaining of cyclohexane in_ sufficient 
quantity for actual tests involved con- 
siderable difficulty. During the early 
stages of the Dayton co-operation the 
senior author had an opportunity to re- 


view the original and sole evidence upon 
which was based the rumor that the Ger- 
man aviation service had been using 
cyclohexane. ‘This evidence was in the 
form of a report from a French laboratory 
of the analysis of some gasoline taken 
from a capturea German airplane. It 
was found that the figures contained in 
this report had been misinterpreted and 
that they indicated the absence rather 








than the presence of cyclohexane in the 
German gasoline. In this connection it 
may be mentioned that there seems to 
be evidence that German airplanes oper- 
ated with anything but a good grade 
petroleum gasoline at any time during 
the entire war. 


Germans ‘*Missed a Bet.”’ 


Upon his return to Dayton with the 
news that the cyclohexane problem was 
solved, the senior author was informed 
that a review of the properties of this 
hydrocarbon indicated that it might be 
exactly the fuel that was required for 
high compression engines. It was be- 
lieved that in spite of their reputed effi- 
ciency the German engineers had ‘missed 
a bet.” Experimental work on the hydro- 
genation of benzol was already in prog- 
ress in the Dayton laboratory and devel- 
oped shortly into an activity that proved 
highly interesting and important. The 
preparation of this fuel involved con- 
siderable difficulty and the earlier results 
were not very promising as regards ease 
of production, although the expected ad- 
vantages of cyclohexane were demon- 
strated the first time it was tested in an 
engine. A detailed description of the in- 
vestigation devoted to the hydrogenation 
of benzol is to appear in a future tech- 
nical paper of the bureau, and for the 
present it may simply be stated that the 
initial production of a pint per week of 
twenty-four-hour days was subsequently 
increased to a maximum of twenty-eight 
gallons per twenty-four-hour day. No 
evidence was obtained that even this 
quantity was the maximum that could be 
handled in a single hydrogenating unit 
and there was every reason to believe 
that successful large scale operation 
could be attained in a relatively short 
time. 

The motor fuel actually tested after the 
first few engine runs was not pure cyclo- 
hexane but a mixture called ‘‘hecter,”’ 
composed of from 70 to 80 per cent. of 
eyclohexane and 20 to 30 per cent of 
benzene (benzol). Both cyclohexane and 
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benzene have freezing points in the neich- 
borhood of 5 deg. C. (41 deg. F.) and if 
used pure are not suitable for airp! s 
operating at temperatures ranging down 
to considerably below zero Fahrenh« ‘it, 
The mixture of cyclohexane and benzene 
in the proportions used for “hecter”’ }h is, 
however, what is known as an eutrctie 
point and freezes in the general neih- 
borhood of 40 deg. F. below zero. 


Engine Tests of Various Fuels. 


Through the courtesy of the enginecrs 
at McCook field the bureau obtained the 


loan of a testing engine made by equip- 
ping one cylinder of a standard Liberty 
engine with a special crank case, ift 
and fly-wheel. A set of pistons was ob- 
tained which gave compression r.itiog 
ranging between 6.3 to 1 and 8.2 1. 
(Pressures measured with an Edeiman 
guage with the engine turned at 400 
r. p. m. varied from 113 to 185 pounds 
per square inch). The use of dynamom- 
eter and machine-shop facilities were 
provided by Mr. J. H. Hunt, in charge 
of the research department of the Dayton 
Engineering Laboratories Company. 

A considerable number of fuels were 
tested with this equipment and results 


obtained showing that gasoline composed 


of paraffin hydrocarbons had a marked 
tendency to knock at the 5.3 to 1 com- 
pression ratio, whereas “‘hecter,” benzol, 


alcohol and a special alcohol-benzol-gaso- 
line mixture (Taylor Fuel No. 4) showed 
only a slight tendency to knock under an 
&.2 to 1 compression ratio.* Cracked gaso- 
lines and California gasolines were inter- 
mediate in resistance to knocking and 
were notably better in this respect than 
the paraffin base products which have in 
the past been highly esteemed as motor 
fuel. This superiority is attributed to the 
presence of unsaturated and cyclic hydro- 
carbons in the cracked distillates and to 
cyclic hydrocarbons in the California gas- 


oline. — Many of the fuels that resist 
knocking have undesirable properties that 
more than overbalance this advantage, 


and at a last analysis the most promising 
product was found to be hecter, with Cal- 
ifornia gasoline or gasoline-benzol mix- 
tures a second choice. Hecter was con- 
siderably superior in resistance to knock- 
ing, and was used in subsequent tests to 
determine the advantages of equipping 
airplane engines with high-compression 
pistons. It was believed that additional 
tests with “hecter” would settle the prop- 
osition of using special fuels and super- 
compression ratios, and that even if hecter 
was found to have specific unfavorable 
properties not heretofore detected it would 
still be possible to select or prepare fuels 
that were superior to gasoline derived 
a paraffin or intermediate base crude 
oil. 


Supplementary Tests. 


McCook Field.—A full set of twelve 
special pistons was obtained permitting 
the adjustment of a standard Liberty en- 
gine to a compression ratio of 7.2 to 1. 
This engine was put in a De Haviland 
No. 4 plane and two trial flights made at 
McCook Field. Results were unfavorable, 
as trouble was experienced with actual 
pre-ignition of the fuel, which is a phe- 
nomenon distinct from “knocking” or 
“pinking.” 

Dayton-Wright Field.—The same pie- 
tons were transferred to the experimental 
field of the Dayton Wright Airplane Com- 
pany and another Liberty engine tried 
in a De Haviland plane. The ‘‘hecter” 
was changed slightly in composition so 
that it contained 70 per cent. of cyclo- 
hexane and 30 per cent. of benzene in- 
stead of being the original 80-20 formula. 
(Benzene and benzene mixtures were 
shown by Mr. E. F. Hewitt to have nota- 
bly higher ignition temperature than other 
hyrocarbons, and it was believed that the 
trouble experienced at McCook field could 
be obviated in this way). The results of 
this series of flights were favorable, the 


engine operating smoothly and yielding 
the additional power that was to have 
been expected on account of its high- 


compression ratio. 

Wilbur Wright Field.—The high-com- 
pression pistons were then transferred to 
Wilbur Wright Field and a test flight 
made. Official permission to publish re- 
sults of this test has not yet been re- 
ceived, but it may be said that they were 
even more favorable than the results of 
flights made at the Dayton Wright field. 
The engine operated satisfactorily and 
gave the increased power output that its 
high-compression ratio warranted. 

Bureau of Standards.—As a final test 
of the feasibility of using high-compres- 
sion ratios in engines employing hecter 
as motor fuel the pistons were installed 
in an engine in the altitude chamber of 
the Bureau of Standards. Here again 
the theoretical superiority in power out- 
put was substantiated, and no difficulties 
were discovered incident to the use of the 
special fuel. 

The tests just described were all that 
have been made up to date with actual 
aviation engines, and it is, of course, pos- 
sible that extensive use of high-compres- 
sion engines by ordinary operators would 
show up disadvantages that have not as 
yet been discovered. It appears, however, 
that, with the single exception of the 
readily eliminated trouble with pre-igni- 
tion at McCook Field the tests with multi- 


cylinder engines are in complete agree- 
ment with those made with the single- 
cylinder engine. 

- 

Summary. 

The present paper presents in_ brief 
form an account of one of the military 
activities of the Bureau of Mines It is 
realized that the principal phase of the 


investigation was not carried to a conclu- 


sive finish, and the results of the tests 
with fuels suitable for high-compression 


motors are of value chiefly in that they 
indicate possibilities of power increase 


rather than a definite program toward 
this end. The signing of the armistice 


occurred at a time when plans were being 
formulated for the erection of a hydro- 
genating plant adequate for the produf- 
tion of hecter in sufficient quantity tw 
permit its use under a wide enough va- 
riety of conditions to determine reliably 


* The experimenters were unable to operate 
the engine succe ssfully with a piston giving 
an 8.2 to 1 ratio on account of mechanical 
difficulties These may or may not have been 
possible to obviate, but the 7.7 to 1 ratio that 
did permit successful operation was  consid- 
ered high enough to serve as an upper limit 
for the series of tests.

Smaller Productions First Holf of 
1919, Some Mines Closing, When 
Market Prices Declined. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 15, 
The United States Geological Survey 
has issued bulletins recently on mid- 
year conditions in 1919 as regards metal 
mining in Idaho, Utah and Nevada. 
These bulletins touch lead and zinc, along

. During the first half of 1919 mining 
in Idaho, as in other Western mining 


States, was less active than it had been 
for many years. This general decline 
Was caused by the drop in the prices

pounds of lead. In 1918 the total output 
was 294,695,993 pounds, which may be 
cut in half for 1919 unless conditions im- 
prove materially during the later part 
of the year. Several of the lead mines 
are curtailing production awaiting a bet- 
ter market. 

The decrease in the production of zinc 
has been greater. In 1917 the mines of 
Idaho produced 79,854,136 pounds of re- 
coverable zinc and in 1918 only 45,161,712 
pounds. With the Interstate Callahan 
idle part of the year and the Success 
and Highland Surprise closed there is 
every indication of a much smaller out- 
put in 1919. 

The metal output of Utah was seri- 
ously retarded during the first half of 
1919, not only by the lower prices of 
lead and zinc that followed the curtail- 
ment of demand, but by a labor strike 
at Park City. The output of lead de- 
crexsed from 178,521,958 pounds in 1917 


to 167,008,224 pounds in 1918. The 
Bingham district produced 79,773,150 


pounds of lead and was followed by the 
Tintic district, with 30,652,355 pounds, 
and the Park City region, with 24,320,- 
074 pounds. As the price fell to about 
5 cents a pound in May, 1919, and the 
Park City mines were idle nearly two 
moaths on account of a labor strike, 
these totals will probably be greatly re- 
duced for the current year. In Febru- 
ary the Utah Apex Mining Co.. a pro- 
ducer of both lead and zinc at Bingham, 
laid off 300 men awaiting better market 
conditions. 

The output of zine in Utah was 21,- 
286,871 pounds in 1917 and 18,399,417 
pounds in 1918. Most of the zinc came 
from Salt Lake, Wasatch, and Beaver 
counties. There will be a general de- 
crease in 1919, as the price is much 
lower and there is difficulty in market- 
ing the product. 


The output of lead in Nevada de- 
creased from 27,677,928 pounds in 1917 
to about 21,000,000 pounds in 1918. As 


the price of lead is reduced and the ship- 
ments fromthe Yellowpine district are 
smaller there will probably be a de- 
crease in the total for 1919. 

The output of zinc in Nevada decreased 
from 23,307,868 pounds in 1917 to about 
15,000,000 pounds in 1918. Most of the 
ore containing zine comes from the Yel- 
lowpine’ district, where shipments of 
both lead ore and zine ore are only about 
half those of 1918. In 1917 the district 
produced, aside from other metals, 9,298,- 
706 pounds, of lead and 20,535,768 pounds 
of zinc. In 1918 these totals were re- 
duced to about 5,751,000 pounds of lead 
and 15,351,000 pounds of zinc. 





Soya Bean Oil as a Staple in Paint 
Trade Told by P. M. A. 


Educational Bureau. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 15, 1919. 


“Soya oil has become one of the sta- 
ples of the paint trade,” says Henry A. 
Gardner, director of the educational bu- 
reau, scientific section of the Paint Man- 
ufacturers’ Association of the United 
States. 

It is the most prominent among a class 
of pure vegetable oils produced from 
seed in the same manner as linseed oil 
which have a thoroughly legitimate use 
in the making of paints. 

In response to many requests for in- 
formation as to the most efficient driers 
for soya oil, the educational bureau has 
published a circular entitled ‘Driers for 
Soya Oil,” in which Mr. Gardner states 
that through the proper use of driers, 
raw soya oil may be dried almost as 
rapidly as boiled linseed oil, though the 
heat treatment of soya oil renders it 
more receptive to the action of driers. 
He also gives information on driers to 
be used, separately and in combination, 
and charts show the results of various 
tests made under different conditions. 


FEED ADULTERATION. 


Two Bills in Congress to Prevent All 
Misbranding and Hoarding of 


Such Commodities. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 15, 1919. 
A bill introduced by Representative 

Haugen, of Iowa, chairman of the House 
Committee on Agriculture, is to prevent 
adulteration and misbranding of commer- 
cial feeds. It is provided in the bill that 
its terms shall not apply to whole seeds 
or grains, cottonseed hulls, when un- 
ground and unmixed with foreign sub- 
stances enumerated in the clause. 


Extension of the food control law into 
a law for government control of all food 
products or by-products, animal or poultry 
feed, fuel, wearing apparel and other 
commodities necessary to life, is proposed 
in a bill introduced by Representative 
Gard, of Ohio. The bill prohibits hoard- 
ing and goes further than the food con- 
trol law in that it prescribes penalties for 
violation of the act. The Federal Trade 
Commission would be given wide powers 
under the new bill. 


Restriction of supply to an unreasonable 
extent, the creation of monopoly, profit- 
eering, destroying necessaries, and decep- 
tive and discriminatory practices and 
hoarding, are made punishable in the bill 
by $10,000 fine or five years imprisonment, 
or both. 
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Mineral Independence of U. S. Must 
Be Developed and Maintained, 


Says Expert. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15, 1919. 

Amendment of the war mineral act so 
as to help out men who helped the gov- 
ernment during the war in discovering 
and developing minerals that are more or 
less rare and that were needed for war 
purposes is being urged by J. C. Jenson 
of Salt Lake City, now in Washington, 
who says that this country must be made 
independent in mineral production. He 
says :— 

“There is a growing feeling in Wash- 
ington that the United States must soon 
make herself independent of the world in 
the productior of minera) The war 
taught us * J\esson. Thw Wuropeans 


couldn’t see us the ores, and ships were 
too searce to bring them from South 
America. The government called upon 
patriotic miners to develop our war min- 
erals, and there was a general response. 
As a nation we found our feet as pro- 
ducers of raw materials, although hun- 
dreds of men bankrupted themselves to 
unearth these deposits and help the gov- 
ernment. The last Congress appropriated 
$8,500,000 for the relief of the war min- 
eral producers, but the Attorney General 
made it an Indian gift and annulled the 
relief features through technicalities. 
Congress should restore the spirit of the 
bill and save several hundred men who 
are actually penniless through assisting 
to win the war.

BEVERAGE. TAXES. 


Amended as to Regulations in Distin- 
guishing Between Certain Sales by 


Manufacturers. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 15, 1919. 


In a recently issued Treasury Decision 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue de- 
clares amendment to regulations relating 
to the tax on beverages. It deals with 
the tax payable by the manufacturer, and 
draws the distinction between nominal 
sales to agents when manufacturers’ in- 
terest in the resale is retained and abso- 
lute sales to a separate corporation for 
resale, in which manufacturers have no 
interest other than dividends on stock 
holdings. 

Full text of the Treasury Decision fol- 
lows :— 

Article 6.

Tax Payable by the Manufac- 
tax is to be paid by the manu- 
all sales made directly by him or 
agent. If the manufacturer has a 
sales agent or sales agency to whom he nom- 
inally sells beverages, but retains an interest 
in the profits from the resale, the taxable sale 
is that made by the sales agent or agency. 
On beverages manufactured for a jobber by 
a foreign manufacturer the jobber must pay 
the tax as the importer. A receiver or trustee 
in bankruptcy of a manufacturer conducting 
a business under court order is liable to the 
tax upon beverages sold by him. Where a 
manufacturer consigns beverages to a retailer, 
the manufacturer must pay the tax upon all 
sales by the retailer. Where so-called sales 
agent or distributor is a separate corporation, 
and the sale to it is absolute, and at prices 
such as ordinarily obtain between persons 
dealing at arm’s length, with no further pay- 
ment or benefit accruing to the manufacturer 
upon resale or otherwise except the receipt of 
dividends on stock holdings, the taxable sale 
is that made by the manufacturer to such 
sales agent or distributor, even though all or 
substantially all of the stock of such sales 
agent or distributor is held by or for the ben- 
efit of the manufacturer. Where, however, 
there exist facts and circumstances which 
tend to establish the relationship of principal 
and agent between the manufacturer and such 
sales agent or distributor, such as proof of 
benefits accruing to the manufacturer other 
than through stock ownership or sales between 
the manufacturer and the so-called sales agent 
or distributor at prices which indicate some 
special relationship between the two or with 
further payments, the taxable sale is that 
made by the sales agent or distributor. The 
mere ownership, however, of the majority or 
all of the stock of the sales corporation by the 
manufacturer, without more, is not sufficient 
to establish the relationship of principal and 
agent. The same rule applies in the case of 
the so-called sales agent or distributor which 
owns substantially all the stock of the manu- 
facturing corporation. See articles 4 and 5 of 
these regulations. 
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American Fuller’s Earth Refining Co. 
Plans Big Expansion in 


Operations. 
LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Aug. 1919. 
Organization has been perfected and 


plans for the erection of a completely 
equipped plant completed by the Ameri- 
can Fuller’s Earth Refining Company, of 
this city, which was recently incorporated 
with $200,000 capital by some local men 
to develop the 560 acres of mineral lands 
owned or leased by the company in Sa- 
line county, Ark. The plant to be erected 
by the company will be located at Klon- 
dyke, Ark., and will have a capacity of 
50 tons daily. One small plant of the 
company now in operation is producing at 
the _— of 10 tons daily of refined fuller’s 
earth. 


The product at present produced by the 
company is largely in use for the refining 
of edible oils, while the company plans to 
install machinery for the turning out of a 
coarser grade for use in refining petro- 
leum products. Later the company plans 
to install a complete chemical and medi- 
cal laboratory for the purpose of develop- 
ing grades of fuller’s earth for use in the 
preparation of drugs. It also plans next 
year to mine and manufacture sulphate of 
aluminum from bauxite, fire clay and 
copper.

Non-Alcoholic Beverages Included in 
Special Freight Rate Class Asked 


by Producers’ Petition. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 1919. 


Flavored and phosphated non-alcoholic 
beverages are to be included in the com- 
modity descriptions in tarffs on beer and 
cereal beverages ifa petition just pre- 
sented to the Chicago Western Freight 
Traffic Committee is granted. The move- 
ment toward putting the “soft drink’’ in 
the beer and cereal class is just break- 
ing over in the traffic field. The petition- 
ers in this case are the Shipping Brewers’ 
Traffic Committee, but manufacturers of 
soda water flavors and non-alcoholic bev- 
evarges here are interested closely in the 
outcome of the hearing, which is set for 
August 14. 


The proposal is to change the rates on 
mixed carloads of cereal beverages, ginger 
ale, mineral water, etc., on all points in 
the Western territory of the United 
States Railroad Administration. 

The argument for change is to enable 
the brewers to utilize their manufacturing 
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plants since the advent of prohibition, 
and it is understood that the backing of 
the soda water manufacturers and allied 
industries will co-operate in the effort to 
establish the desired rates.

Cinchona Bark Exports From Holland 
to U. S. Totalled $1,775 in 
1918 Against $214,190 
in 1917. 


Exports of cinchona bark from Am- 
sterdam, Holland, to the United States 
in 1918 totalled only $1,755, as against 
214,190 in 1917, according to a report 
received by the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce from the American 


consul at Amsterdam, who added that 
large lots of the bark are shipped direct 
to the United States from Java. The 
island also sent large quantities to 


France and England in 1918, which ac- 
counts largely for the falling off shown 
in the figures of exports of cinchona from 
Holland to those countries. 

Large quantities of cinchona bark, an 
important product of the island of Java, 
are shipped to the Netherlands in nor- 
mal times. During war years, however, 
imports have been declining steadily. In 
1917 the imports were 24,126 packages, 
and during 1918 there were no arrivals 
at all. Of the 24,126 packages, or colli, 
above referred to, 20,440 came from pri- 
vate plantations, and 3,686 from govern- 
= plantations.

$0.46 per half kilo per unit. 


“‘American Storax” from the Red Gum 
Tree Now Produced. 


A gum which is in demand by the 
manufacturers of perfumes, tobacco, ad- 
hesives, and pharmaceutical preparations 
is produced by the red gum tree (Liquid- 
amber styraciflua) of the South, though 
few owners of this tree apparently are yet 
aware that the gum has any commercial 
value. The properties and composition of 
this “sweet gum,” as it is called, are sim- 
ilar to those of oriental storax, obtained 
from a tree (Liquidamber orientalis) 
which grows in Asia Minor. tCinnamic 
acid and cinnamic alcohol are two of its 
valuable components. 

Because the war curtailed the supply 
of the imported product, the United States 
Forest Products Laboratory this season 
undertook some co-operative experiments 
to develop methods of gathering “sweet 
gum” or “American storax.” Although 
the yield of gum from each tree is not 
large, a price of $2 or more a pound has 
made its collection attractive to many in- 
dividual operators, and a considerable 
quantity has been put on the market. 

The laboratory experiments will be 
completed in November, and it is hoped 
that they will provide some cost data 
which will indicate to what extent ‘“‘Amer- 
ican storax” can profitably compete with 
the foreign product when normal condi- 
tions return.

Record-Breaking Year in United 
States—Output 263,817 
Short Tons. 


All records for fluorspar 
marketed in the 
broken in 1918,

United States were 
according to statistics 
compiled under the direction of Ernest 
F. Burchard, of the United States Geo- 
logical Survey. During the year 263,817 
short tons, valued at $5,465,481, were 
sold, compared with 218,828 tons, valued 
at $2,287,722, in 1917. This represents 
an increase in quantity of 44,989 tons. 
or nearly 21 per cent., and in value of 
$3,177,759, or nearly 139 per cent. The 
increase was caused mainly by the in- 
creased demand for steel for use in the 
war, as most of the fluorspar marketed 
was used as a flux in making steel. 

Fluorspar is utilized principally in the 
metallurgical, ceramic, and chemical in- 
dustries. The bulk of the domestic out- 
put, mainly gravel spar, and practically 
all the imported spar is used as a flux 
in basic open-hearth steel furnaces, so 
that the demand fluctuates with the rise 
and fall in the production of steel. 





Hercules Powder Co. Extracting Algin 
From Kelp 


The Hercules Powder Company is de- 
voting a good deal of attention to the 
extraction of algin from kelp. Algin is 
a vegetable gum of extremely high vis- 
cosity. Its manufacture and use is on 
*a firm footing in Europe, but so far the 


industry has never become well estab- 
lished in this country, largely, it is 
thought, because of difficulties in the 


way of securing a uniform supply of 
fresh kelp at a reasonable cost. The ex- 
perience gained by the Hercules Powder 
Company in harvesting kelp for the man- 
ufacture of war materials has overcome 
these difficulties as far as this organiza- 
tion is concerned. Algin compounds in 
general give an_ exceedingly viscous 
solution, and for that reason their appli- 
cation as a sizing for textiles and paper, 
as a thickening for printing colors, and 
as a proofing for interior walls and ceil- 
ings, is at once apparent. The sodium 
compound of algin is soluble in water, a 
five per cent. solution thereof being so 
viscous that it can hardly be poured from 
a vessel. The compounds of the heavy 
metals with algin are insoluble in water, 
some of them being soluble in ammonia, 
which solvent is used in their applica- 
nen as a waterproofing material in tex- 
iles, 
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,OIL SEED ESTIMATES. 





Crops of India, Officially Estimated, 


Show Heavy Decline Probable in 
Expected Yield. 


The final general memorandum on win- 
ter oil seed crops for 1918-1919 has been 
prepared and issued by the Department 
of Statistics of the Government of India, 
according to word received from Consul 
General Smith at Calcutta, who reports 
that the season as a whole was not favor- 
able for the crops. Prolonged . drought 
prevailed from October to December and 
not only restricted the area sown, but ad- 
versely affected the growth of the crop 
practically everywhere. 

The total area under rape and mustard 
is reported to be 4,833,000 acres, which is 
32 per cent. below the finally revised area 
of last year. The total estimated yield 
is 758,000 tons, as against 1,153,000 tons, 
the revised figures of last year, or a de- 
crease of 34 per cent. The detailed figures 
for the provinces are given below :—

Peanut and Other Oils May Be 
Refined in Transit; Permission 
Granted by Committee. 





CHICAGO, Aug. 15, 1919. 
Refining in transit of peanut, soya 
bean, cocoanut, copra, palm kernel and 


other oils may be permitted at Chicago 
if a petition now_before the Chicago 
Western Freight Traffic Committee is 
granted. The hearing, which will be held 
August 20 before F. P. Eyman, chairman 
of the committee, was docketed upon 
petition by the A., T. & S. F. R. R._ The 
territory concerned is that coverd by 
points of origin shown in the T. C. F. B. 
tariffs 3-M, 2-N and 30-B, LC.C. 1038, 
1042 and 1051, to stations on the Soo line 
in Illinois and Wisconsin, also Duluth, 
Minneapolis, Transfer North St. Paul and 
St. Paul. 

The proposal to amend the A., T. & S. 
F. circular 2003, I.C.C. 6423 to permit re- 
fining of the above oils at Chicago is 
based upon the argument that through 
rates are now in effect via Chicago to 
the destinations shown, and refining in 
transit is permitted to destinations on the 
Chicago and Northwestern Railroad in 
Wisconsin and Minnesota, in accordance 
with freight rate authority 10329, pub- 
lished July 12. 


Peanut Oil and Allied Trades Urged 
to Form National Body to Get 


Congressional Recognition. 


The need of a national body to repre- 
sent the peanut oil and allied industries 
has been brought to the attention of the 
trade by various branches of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture as a result of the 
necessity for getting Congress to _make 
an appropriation for the continuation of 
the investigations and studies of the oils 
and fats industries through the Oil, Fat 
and Wax Laboratory of the department. 
This laboratory, which is connected with 
the Bureau of Chemistry of the depart- 
ment, together with the Bureau of Plant 
Industry, has done considerable work of 
great value to the industries. These have 
developed many well established projects 
designed for the betterment of the vege- 
table oil and allied trades and the carry- 
ing out of the projects has been held up 
for the lack of a definite appropriation 
from Congress is to carry them out. 

In order to get Congress to give any 
notice to the projects and the work of 
the bureaus it has been suggested, there- 
fore, that a body to be called the National 
Oil Millers be formed of firms and _in- 
dividuals engaged in the industries. The 
work of: the Bureau of Chemistry has 
resulted in a larger yield of peanut oil 
and other benefits, while that of the Bu- 
reau of Plants has resulted in the tak- 
ing of many steps designed to place the 
industry on a stable basis.

It is stated in the bill of complaint that 
about March 15, 1915, the plaintiffs entered 
into an agreement to be trustees to direct the 
business at Elizabeth under the name of the 
Midvale Chemical Works; that about May 29, 
1917, the plaintiffs entered into an agreement 
to sell certain real and valuable prpoerty to 
the defendant, and that on May 31, 1917, the 
defendant took over the property with liquid 
and working assets. It was also stated in the 
bill that he did not take the deed to the prop- 
erty owing to a defect in the title. The bill 
said that there was merchandise in the plant 
to the value of $45,494.68, an automobile 
valued at $1,185 and $130 worth of other 
goods. The bill also stated that the defendant 
had paid $5,500 on the deal, thus leaving a 
balance of $41,310.18, which, it is claimed by 
the plaintiffs, he will not pay. 

The bill then goes on to say that a fire oc- 
curred in the buildings at the plant and dam- 
aged them, and that aniline oil was made 
there and that this could become overheated 
while lying in stills in process of manufac- 
ture. The plaintiffs assert that in order to 
prevent such overheating and damage to the 
plant by fire the stills were provided, as the 
defendant was aware, with a device and safety 
eccok which, in case of overheating, could be 
used to draw off the contents of the stills, and 
thus avoid an explosion and a spreading of 
fire. 

It was also said that 
at the plant on July 16, 1917, the defendant 
did not use the device and safety cock; that 
an explosion occurred and that the still build- 
ing was destroyed, causing a loss of $2,000. 
This, the plaintiffs say, they want from the 
defendant. They also want damages of $25,000 
for destruction caused to the floors and iron 
walls in the nitration buildings, mirbau oil 
building and vara building by alleged negli- 
gence in the use of acids by the defendants.

It is also claimed by the plaintiffs that it 
had been agreed between the plaintiffs and 
the defendants that if certain litigation pend- 
ing in the New Jersey Court of Chancery 
should be against either of the parties the 
defendant would move from the plant, but 
that he did not do so after the court had de- 
clared in favor of the defendant.

On account of 
the condition of the company’s affairs at the 
time this contract was made Mr. Klipstein 
took over the plant and operated it on request 
of the Midvale Company before the title had 
been examined. When the title was found 
lefective the company sued Mr. Klipstein for 
specific performance of the contract in the 
New Jersey Court of Errors, and was beaten. 

The present suit, according to defendant’s 
counsel, is a further effort to compel specific 
performance, but it splits the assets of the 
company and brings suit for the personal 
property only. The claims for damages to the 
plant were characterized as fanciful by Mr. 
Seymore, who stated to a representative of the 
Reporter that all precautions usually taken in 
the case of the operation of chemical plants 
had been taken in the management of the 
Midvale plant.

FERTILIZER CAR SHORTAGE 


Tie-Up of Industry Threatened Next 
Month Unless Farmers Place 
Orders Ahead—Railroad 


Men Interested. 


BALTIMORE, Aug. 15, 1919. 
That the transportation situation, in 
so far as it affects the fertilizer trade, 


again has become serious is the opinion of 
members of the trade who are in a good 
position to know and_who have made a 
study of conditions. With a heavy move- 
ment of wheat and other crops in the 
West on, many cars have been sent to 
that section, leaving the East short, and 
this shortage has become further accen- 
tuated by the strike of the railroad shop- 
men and the freight embargoes decreed 
by various lines. Especially in the South- 
east did the strike have a bad effect upon 
the transportation problem, the strikers 
there having exhibited much obstinacy 
about obeying the order of the union chiefs 
to return to work. Any setback of the 
kind at this time, when fertilizer mixtures 
begin to move in large quantities, is all 
the more keenly felt than it would have 
been earlier, and such bodies as the Soil 
Improvement Committee of the National 
Fertilizer Association and others have 
deemed it pertinent to sound warnings 
against delay on the part of users of 
fertilizers in the placing of orders. 

A special committee of the National 
Fertilizer Association conferred this week 
with Railroad Administration officials at 
Washington, among them the chief of the 
ear service section, and at this confer- 
ence it was suggested that prompt and 
accurate information concerning the situ- 
ation at each loading point be furnished 
every day. By this means, it is thought, 
an adequate supply of cars may be ob- 
tained. It is stated that the car short- 
age threatens to assume proportions which 
will entail considerable financial loss, and 
it is declared to be a matter of urgent 
necessity that the method of co-operation 
suggested by the Railroad Administration 
be carried out. All information is to be

Potash Shortage “in Norway Opens 
Market in United States. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. ,1919. 


There is a shortage of potash for agri- 
cultural purposes in Norway, Trade Com- 
missioner Nels A. Bengston reports. He 
says that as not enough potash was ob- 
tainable for spring fertilization to meet 
the demands, strong efforts are now be- 
ing made by agricultural interests toward 
buying supplies for the autumn and for 
use next spring. The Nationen of May 
30 reported that the Potash Syndicate 
has announced that potash will only be 
delivered during the summer months and 
that the syndicate is not in a position 
to deliver potash for all of Norway for 
next season after August. The Depart-

ment of Agriculture has therefore asked 
the co-operative societies and the com- 
mercial fertilizer wholesalers to immed- 
iately send in their requisitions for pot- 
ash for next fall and spring. It is, of 
course, difficult and costly to obtain 
storage capacity for the large quantities 
which are involved and the department, 
therefore, asks the farmers to as soon 
as possible place their orders for the 
potash they expect to use during the ap- 
proaching autumn and spring and take 
it home as soon as it is available.

Received in Baltimore—First 
Big Shipment Since War 
Began. 


BALTIMORE, Aug. 8, 1919. 
The first large shipment of European 
potash to the United States since the be- 
ginning of the war arrived in Baltimore 
last Saturday on the steamer Caledonia. 
The material consisted of 1,300 tons of 
Alsatian kainit and 350 tons of muriate, 


and was consigned to H. J. Baker & 
Brother, who, as was announced in the 
Reporter at the time, have been appointed 
agents of the French Government for the 
shipment and who are to distribute them 
in this country. The importation is really 
the second to arrive in Baltimore, the 
first having consisted of 500 tons, also of 
kainit and muriate, and it is intended for 
disposal to local users. Another ship- 
ment is expected later this month, with 
further arrivals from time to time. 

News of the arrival of the shipment 
was received especially among the manu- 
facturers of fertilizers with much interest, 
and developments in the trade are being 
closely watched. Alexander Hoffmann, 
the local representative of H. J. Baker & 
Brother, of New York, has charge of the 
distribution. 


Limestone Use as Fertilizer for Acid 


Soils Being Developed in West. 
CHICAGO, Aug. 15, 1919. 


The use of limestone to counteract the 
acid soil of territory adjacent to Chicago 
in Indiana is coming to be adopted in 
a widespread manner, according to ad- 
vices received here recently from the De- 
partment of Conservation. Both in north- 
ern and southern Indiana there are exten- 
sive outcroppings of limestone, which it 
is proposed to quarry and crush for treat- 
ment of the soil. A great step in this 
direction has been the introduction of 
community stone crushers which will en- 
able farmers to crush the limestone found 
on their own land and take back the 
product for fertilizing their crops. A 
study which has been made of the effect 
of calcium compounds on the soil of In- 
diana has led to the discovery of much 
acid soil which needs neutralization by 
limestone. 





Glycerine and Lye Classifications to 
Be Changed to Official Basis for 
Such Freight. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 15, 1919. 


The fact that concentrated and spent 
lye are no longer being shipped and that 
crude glycerine is taking the place of 
these commodities has caused the Cen- 
tral Territory Freight Traffic Committee 
of the United States Railroad Adminis- 
tration to call for a change of classifica- 
tion from the old basis to the official basis. 
In other words, it is proposed to put 
crude glycerine on the official classifica- 
tion basis, and to shift the basis for soap 
lye from the old description founded on 
spent and concentrated lye to the official 
one.

FERTILIZER PROBE 


Of Increased Prices Proposed Under 
Bill by Flood, of Virginia. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. °%, 1919. 

Investigation of the increased price of 
fertilizers and farm machinery is pro- 
posed in a resolution introduced by Rep- 
resentative Flood, of Virginia, and re- 
ferred to the House Committee on Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce. The Fed- 
eral Trade Commission would do the in- 
vestigating if the Flood plan were car- 
ried out. 

The resolution recites in its preamble 
that the high cost of living is due largely 
to the increased price of fertilizer and 
farm machinery, and that the prices of 
these articles have increased out of pro- 
portion to the price of farm products. 
It is declared to be impossible to reduce 
farm products prices. The body of the 
resolution is as follows :-— 

Resolved, That the Federal Trade Com- 
mission is hereby directed to inquire into 
the increase in the price of fertilizers and 
all classes of farm machinery to ascertain 
the cause and necessity for the increase; 
to ascertain the manufacturers’ cost price 
and selling price and the retailers’ cost 
price and selling price, for the years 1918 
and 1919, and report to the House at the 
earliest convenient date the result of the 
investigation, with a view to having the 
House adopt proper measures to reduce 
the cost of these articles to the producers 
of food supplies. 





DRUG REPORTER 
TO STANDARDIZE INVOICES. 


National Association of Purchasing 
Agents to Adopt a Standard 


Invoice Form. 


Sales managers, auditors, systematizers, 
credit men and purchasing agents are in- 
terested in the movement on the part of 
the National Association of Purchasing 
Agents, through its Standardization Com- 
mittee, to adopt standard forms of in- 
voices, purchase orders, acknowledgements 
and notices of shipment. This association 


through the same committee last year 
adopted a standard catalogue size. ‘This 
catalogue size is to be pushed by the asso- 
ciation through the use of millions of 
poster stamps and printed matter. 

The size of the catalogue was arrived at 
after consultation with representatives of 
twenty-three associations of industry and 
ttades. The committee now has called a 
conference of individuals and representa- 
tives of associations to meet at the Belle- 
vue-Stratford Hotel, Philadelphia, Satur- 
day, September 20, at 10 a. m., to con- 
sider the subject of standardization of 
forms for invoices and related documents, 

The purchasing agents are vitally in- 
terested in the sizes of invoices and other 
papers in order that they may be filed 
conveniently. They are also interested in 
having certain information blanks printed 
on the forms. They desire this informa- 
tion to appear always in the same place 
on each form. The effect of this confer- 
ence will be far-reaching, and undoubt- 
edly the attendance will be correspond- 
ingly large.

Rolled Zinc Output Increased 
Quantity and Value in 1918. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15, 1919. 

Information on the production of rolled 
zine in the United States is set forth in 
the following extract from a recent Geo- 
logical Survey bulletin :— 
. In 1918 the United States Geological 
Survey, Department of the Interior, pub- 
lished for the first time the statistics 
of rolled zine, giving the output for 1915 
to 1917, inclusive. Through a misunder- 


in 


standing of the schedule, it has been 
found necessary to correct the figures 
then obtained. It should be borne in 


mind, however, that the sheet zine used 
by the government in shipping munitions 
overseas is not reported as exported 
Rolled zinc has always been quoted 
at so much per pound, with discounts 
and extras for different gages and special 
sizes and shapes. In 1915 the price be- 
gan at 8.75 cents, rose to 33 cents on 
June 9, fell to 15 cents August 23, and 
rose to 23 cents at the close of the "year. 
In 1916 the price reached 25.5 cents on 
April 22, but dropped to 15 cents on 
July 11, and at the end of the year was 
21 cents. In 1917 the base price of 
sheet zinc remained nearly stationary 
declining to 20 cents on April 25 and 
to 19 cents on April 26. On February 
15, 1918, the base price of zine sheets 
was fixed by the government at 15 cents

Wool Grease Research Work by 
Chemistry Bureau Proceeding 


Slowly. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 15, 1919, 

The wool grease investi atio ing 
conducted by the Departmant at * ee 
ture is necessarily a very slow proceed- 
ing, according to F. P. Veitch, of the Bu- 
reau of Chemistry. One of the depart- 
ment’s experts is devoting his entire at- 
tention to the study, and it is expected 
two or three others will be assigned in 
the near future. While the trade is co- 
operating in the way of furnishing infor- 
mation on the subject, it is said that no 
actual results can be shown for several 
months, perhaps a year, because of the 
great amount of uncertainty as to the ex- 
act composition of wool grease, which ne- 
cessitates extensive preliminary analytical 
work before the process of extraction of 
its constituents can be begun.

The material remained 
quiet at $2@2.25 per pound, according 
to quantity. Stocks are not overly 
large, but there is apparently enough 
material now in the country to hold 
prices steady.

JABORANDI.— Spot supplies are 
about wiped out, and with nothing to 
offer most sellers hold the market to 
be in nominal position at the close of 
the trading period.

LAUREL.-Stocks are in better 
shape and considerable selling pressure 
has been developed by offers from weak 
holders.

ACONITE.—Although spot stocks 
are at a low level and quotations are 
nominal at 52@55e. per pound, it may 
be stated that goods are on the way to 
the spot, and shortly will be offered 
on a to-arrive basis. 

ALETRIS.—Sales went throughout 
on the basis of 58@60c. per pound, and 
sellers are of the opinion that further 
advances will come if stocks are not 
replaced considerably within the near 
future. The primary market is not of- 
fering very much, according to sellers 
on the spot, and the price shows ad- 
vanee over shipment prices recently 
prevailing. 

GEISEMIUM. Demand sharpened 
during the veriod, and under impulse 
of the greater request sellers were able 
to command higher prices by the close 
of the trading period. Several good- 
sized transactions are said to have 
taken place. At the final quotation 
11@12c. per pound apparently was in- 
side on the spot. 

GOLDEN SEAL.—-The inside 
on spot was $5.50 per pound.

For 
example, one factor usually sending 
out 300 laborers has to date been able 
to secure but 50. The spot scarcity of 
supplies seems bound to exist for some 
time to come.

Mexican 
root is strongly held at $1.60@1.65 per 
pound, with little available and a de- 
mand in excess of the market’s ability 
to meet. 

All Mexican products are strong at 
the present time and for practically the 
same reason—gathering of the same 
in Mexico is circumscribed by lack of 
labor sufficient to keep shipment 
stocks to normal levels. 

TURMERIC—The spot market holds 
quiet without change. Stocks are 
fairly adequate and consumers have 
apparently taken on a line against 
their future requirements. This reduces 
business to a moderate volume and 
holds prices steady but unchanged at 
10% @l1l1c. for Madras, and 9@10c. for 
both Aleppy and China. Advices re- 
ceived from Calcutta, India, state that 
there is nothing doing for Europe and 
America. For local and country con- 
sumption and for outports' ready 
parcels are changing hands for speedy 
delivery ex-sellers’ godowns in town 
and suburbs on the “cash system” gen- 
erally.

Caffeine is firmer in 
some hands. Nitrate of silver ad- 
vanced. Santonine crystals are out of 
the market. 


ACETANILID.—The period of appar- 
ent weakness in this material has pre- 
sumably passed. Twice during the past 
week manufacturers named lec. per 
pound advances and established the 
closing quotations at 39@43c. per 
pound, according to quantity and pack- 
ing. This movement was outlined as 
likely to come some six weeks ago, 
when information reached the Report- 
er that improvement was certain. 
First hands report a large business, 
especially for export. Large orders 
have constantly reached the market 
from Japan, and the gross amount of 
business was such as to hold prices 
firm, if not cause them-to advance. 
Second hands have held considerable 
stocks, which depressed the market in 
some measure. However, it was the 
intention of certain factors to cause 
absorbtion of the outside holdings. 
Apparently it is thought this has been 
achieved to a degree large enough to 
warrant uplift in producers’ prices. 

ACETONE.—The material is quoted 
firm at 13%c. per pound in carlots. 
Producers have widened their margin 
on less than carlot business, and now 
quote from 14 to 15c. per pound, ac- 
cording to quantity. 

AGAR.—At the moment the _ spot 
market is in firmer position, due to the 
fact that the first and second grades 
of this material are in lighter supply 
and replacement in Japan is possible 
only at higher prices.

The 
market at the close of the trading 
period shows easier tendencies, and 
quotations are noted at 31@36c. per 
pound, according to quantity ard form 
of the material. 

RHODOL.—The material is now 
being offered on the basis of $16@22 
per pound, according to buyer and 
quantity. Production is being in- 
creased, and it is stated that produc- 
ers intend to lower prices as promptly 
and consistently as production and 
sales situation warrants. 

SACCHARIN.—There are said to be 
inquiries in the market for upward of 
300,000 pounds of saccharin, and pro- 
ducers are entering bids for the busi- 
ness. This would in many cases take 
up the entire annual production of an 
individual concern, and naturally pro- 
ducers are reluctant to tie up their 
business to that extent. Contracts now 
in force are being completed at as low 
as $3.25 per pound, but at the moment 
it is stated that there is no new busi- 
ness being written at less than $3.40 
per pound. 

SANTONIN.— Spot stocks are re- 
ported exhausted. Little or no oppor- 
tunity exists for securing replacements 
from Russia. Further, stocks of crude 
material in this country have been ex- 
hausted. On crystals the nominal quo- 
tation is $100 per pound. 

SODA BENZOATE.—Sales of mate- 
rial in second-hand sources were re- 
ported at 77c. per pound for material 
claimed to be of USP test. Manufac- 
turers hold ihe market to be in firm 
position at 95c.@$1 per pound. 

THEOBROMINE.—Demand is less 
and production has provided a larger 
supply which is being offered at lower 
prices. At the close of the trading 
period manufacturers were quoting 
$14@15 per pound. 

TERPINHYDRATE.—Owing to the 
high cost of turpentine, which is now 
quoted $1.65 per gallon, but limited in 
supply, terpinhydrate has been ad- 
vanced by some producers to 82@84c. 
per pound. Others late in the week 
had not changed their quotations from 
73c. per pour.d, but admitted that at 
the moment they would not accept any 
large oraer without thorough investi- 
gation as to the position of their 
stocks. 


ESSENTIAL OILS. 


The entire list is firm and under the 
influence of a steady consuming busi- 
ness throughout the period, the close 
of the period was steady.

CLOVE.—Spot prices remained un- 
changed and market conditions under- 
went little development during the 
period.

ASAFOETIDA.—This material in 
jumps was i1educed to the basis of 
$3.75@4 per pound during the period.

CAMPHOR. — The spot. situation 
varied but slightly during the period, 
Japanese refined goods being quoted 
spot at $2.85 per pound firm.

It is 
of interest to note that the pressure 
brought to bear by the American pro- 
ducers, probably acting through official 
sources has born a limited fruit.

This official order 
by the Government of Japan resulted 
from the embarrassment to which the 
American refiners have experienced 
because of the limited amount of crude 
shipped them. 

CHICLE.—Gum chicle is very strong 
and closed at $1.35@1.45 per pound. 
It is stated that factors in Mexico are 
experiencing difficulty in securing 
enough labor to gather the material.

Crude oil has, 
however, got a little weaker, white oil being 
quoted at 40 yen per picul, while red oil is 
quoted at 37 yen per picul. Japanese-made 
Borneo camphor is advancing again in sym- 
pathy with camphor. Canes, best grades, are 
quite rapid in advance, the price to date being 
up to 13.30 yen per kin, while the intermedi- 
ate grade is offered at 11.30 yen per kin.

CITROUS ACID—Is steadily advancing again 
as demand resumes its increase. The stock 
in the market is short in spite of manufac- 
turers’ attempt at increasing production.

COCAINE—Is readily following the general 
and improving tendency of the drug market 
and its price is higher. Cocaine hydrochloride 
is quoted at 22 yen per ounce, which figure 
is an advance of 1 yen on last Monday. 

HEROIN—Is falling away, apparently be- 
cause of the increase in the visible stock 
here. Heroin hydrochloride is quoted at 40 
yen per oz. f. 0. b. Yokohama. 


IODINE PREPARATIONS—Are a little 
steadier, but their prices remain on their last 
levels. lIodine is quoted at 7.50 yen per pound, 
while potassium iodide in quoted at 5.50 yen 
per pound. 


MENTHOL AND PEPPERMINT OIL—Are 
inquired after again by foreign buyers, and 
their market is active and strong. Menthol] 
canes are quoted at 16.50 yen per kin and 
peppermint oil at 4 yen per kin. It is ex- 
pected that these levels will soon be crossed, 
because the visible stock here is much more 
reduced now than at this date last year. 

MORPHINE—Is steady, but it is not yet 
strengthened enough to show any advance in 
the price. Morphine hydrochloride is halting 
at the last level, 48 yen per oz. f. o. b. Yoko- 
hama. 

QUININE—Shows no disposition to follow 
the general trend of the drug market for the 
present. It halts round the last levels. Qui- 
nine hydrochloride stays on at 2.30 yen per 
ounce f. 9. b. Yokohama. Quinine sulphate 
is quoted at 1.90 yen per ounce. The supply 
is quite plentiful. 

SANTONIN—Is once more on the advance. 
The price to date is 117 yen per pound. The 
stock here is fast falling off, partly because 
of foreign demand and partly on account of 
the restricted import from Siberia. 

WAX-—Is once more inquired after by foreign 
buyers and holders are hopefully waiting for 
price advances.

GETS PHYSICIANS 


Seven in Baltimore and ‘Three 
Druggists Nabbed by Fed- 
eral Officers. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15, 1919. 
It was learned today at the office of 
the internal revenue that the new 
narcotic regulations have been prac- 
tically completed and will be available 
for publication shortly after Septem- 
ber 1. 








BALTIMORE, Aug. 15, 1919. 
The biggest round-up of physicians 


and druggists charged with unlawfully 
supplying narcotic drugs to addicts ever 
made here was accomplished last Sat- 


urday, when not less than seven physi- 
cians and three pharmacists were taken 
into custody by Federal officials, includ- 
ing deputy United States marshals and 
internal revenue agents. The accused 
were afterward taken to the office of the 
United States marshal in the Postoffice 
Building and held for a hearing before 
Federal Commissioner Supplee. Along with 
the accused over a score of witnesses 
were apprehended in the offices of the 


physicians, all evidently having been pa- 


tients. These witnesses afterward _ were 
examined one by one by the Assistant 
United States District Attorney and 


other officials, some of them from Wash- 
ington, and they made statements which 
will be used against the accused.

Doctors Nurkin 
and Kuhn gave bail in the sum of $2,000 
each, and the others were released on 
$2,500 bond each for a hearing this week. 


The witnesses were dismissed with the 
admonition to appear when wanted. 
The arrests here are the result of an 


investigation extending over some time, 
the authorities having acted upon the 
information that this city was being 
made headquarters of the illegal traffic 
in narcotics. The extent of the traffic 
may be inferred from the fact that in 
one pharmacy alone not less than 90,000 
grains of drugs were dispensed on pre- 
scriptions within a year. 

At a conference Thursday morning be- 
tween officials of the Internal Revenue De- 
partment and Health Commissioner John 
D. Blake, of Baltimore, the latter was au- 
thorized to obtain a supply of narcotics 
and administer them scientifically to 
addicts, many of the latter having been 
reduced to severe straights by the stop- 
ping of other means of obtaining drugs 
as the result of the raid last Saturday. 
The plight of some is pitiable and they 
are becoming objects of charity. The 
city has no institution for the treatment 
of this class of persons and the estab- 
lishment of a clinic is being strongly 
urged. One woman has committed sui- 
cide because she could no longer obtain 
the narcotics she had been taking.

DRUG SELLERS CONVICTED 


Physician and Two Druggists Sen- 
tenced to Atlanta for Violating 


Harrison Law. 


Convicted of violating the Harrison 
narcotic law, a New York physician and 
two druggists have been sentenced to 
serve terms of two years each in the 
Federal prison in Atlanta, Ga. The de- 
fendants were Dr. Solomon Rothman of 
107 West 83d street and Louis and Will- 
iam Cohen, druggists, of 16 Amsterdam 
avenue. Sentence was passed by Judge 
Foster in the United States District 
Court. Counsel for the defendants ob- 
tained a stay of execution of the sen- 
tence pending the filing of an appeal. 
According to the testimony of Internal 
Revenue Agent Ralph H. Oyler, the de- 
fendants were known as “the dope kings.” 
The business of the druggists in illegally 
selling narcotics to addicts’ increased 
from $7,500 yearly to nearly $150,000 
a year after they had begun filling pre- 
scriptions issued unlawfully by the 
physician to the addicts. 

The conviction constitutes one phase 
of the determined fight being made in 
this city against unlawful drug sales 
and usage. Meanwhile the efforts of the 
City Health Department to establish a 
hospital for the treatment of addicts 
continues to meet with opposition from 
residents who do not want such an in- 
stitution near them. The latest protest 
has arisen from residents .of Staten 
Island over the plan of the Health Com- 
missioner to use the Sea View Hospital 
for the purpose. The hospital has al- 
ready been opened for the purpose, but 
the residents are talking of drastic ac- 
tion, among the plans proposed being the 
formation of a “vigilance committee? 
to wage a fight such as was successfully 
carried out by them against the location 
of a city garbage disposal plant on the 
island. 





Narcotic and Antidote Preparation 
Advocated by Retail Druggists’ 


Association Attorney. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 15, 1919. 
Eugene Brokmyer, attorney for the Re-

effects, if that be possible. 


Ramsey Memorial Fund Trustees 
Named—New Branch to Raise 
Chemical Science Fellow- 


ship Funds. 
LONDON, July 27, 1919. 

The following have consented to act as 
trustees of the Ramsay Memorial Fellow- 
ship Fund:—Sir George Beilby, Sir Hugh 
Bel, Bt.; the Right Hon. Lord Glencon- 
ner, the Most Hon, the Marquis of Crewe, 
the Right Hon. H. A. L. Fisher, Sir 
Donaid MacAlister and the Right Hon, 
Lord Moulton. The trustees will consider 
applications for fellowships not exceeding 
three in number. Each fellowship wiil 
be of the value of £250 a year, with an 
expenses grant not exceeding £50, and 
wiil be tenable normally for two years, 
with a possible extension to a third year. 
A new branch of the fund is being organ- 
ized in France and England to collect 
subscriptions for the foundation of fellow- 
ships in chemical science, to be tenable 
by french chemists, resident in the United 
Kingdom. Some £43,000 has already been 
subscribed to the general fund, and it is 
now uesired to raise another 1,000,000 
francs, primarily from British and Amer- 
ican residents in France, but also in Eng- 
land, for the execution of the new project. 
Contributions to this branch of the tund 
may be sent to the hon. treasurer, Lord 
Glenconner, at University College, London.

petitors of the respondent.

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The week has been a fair one in the 
market. While the summer

in the buying interest is still on 


slump 

to a considerable extent there has been 
a slightly better market in evidence 
during the week that was noted at the 
close of the former period. It is stated 
that sales are progressing in a fair 
way and that, while small lots for the 
most part are all that are being taken 
by the consuming industries, the total 
yolume of business transacted is by 
no means small, and prospects are 
good for a record season when the 
fall demand begins to be felt. 


Heavy chemicals are again the lead- 


ers of the list in activity. The pro- 
ducers state that they are doing a 
larger business than is usual at this 


season of the year, and that they feel 
that a record demand will be expe- 
rienced with the coming of the cooler 
weather. Offerings are being extended 
to the consumers by the producers, but 
there is little surplus with the present 
activity of the market in evidence, On 
this account second hands are put 
to it to secure any large supplies for 
their customers and goods in the hands 


of these dealers are not being offered 
very freely. In fact, only a few cars 
of eaustic or ash could have been 


picked up in the spot market during 
the week without going to the manu- 
facturers, and such offerings as were 
heard in second hands were usually 
held at high levels by those who had 
heen fortunate enough to secure them. 
Producers state that they are receiv- 
ing numerous demands for information 
what contracts will be held at 

the year 1920. In most in- 
they are very reluctant to 

this business. New cus- 
tomers are discouraged from coming 
into the market for futures so soon, 
and old customers who cannot be, de- 
nied are generally quoted on caustic 
at 2%c. per pound basis, 60 per cent. 
works, and on ash at 2%ec. per pound, 
basis 48 per cent. works. It is stated 
that in some quarters large contracts 
over the first six months of 1920 have 
been closed at practically these quota- 
tions. One factor quoted soda ash up 
to June, 1920, at $2.15 per cwt., basis 
48 per cent. works, The spot market 
remains firm and bleach, ash, and 
eaustic are being taken in good volume 
at high prices by consumers who are 
very anxious to secure supplies. 

Finer chemicals have also been in 
some request, although there has been 
less of an active tone to the market 
for most of these materials than has 
been the case in the heavy chemical 
group. The summer slackness is be- 
ing felt more in the market for the 
finer materials on account of the fact 
that these materials have been bought 
to a greater extent since the first of 
the year than have the heavy alkalies, 
with the result the consumers are fair- 
ly well stocked with them, where in 
the case of the heavy chemicals there 
are hardly any supplies in the ware- 
houses of the consumers. Trading in 
blue vitriol and the insecticide chem- 
icals has fallen off, and while there 
has generally been no change in the 
price of the former material on account 
of the cost of copper and the strong 
export demand, prices on the latter 
group are being reduced in some direc- 
tions. This, however, is a natural de- 
velopment which is always in evidence 
at the present season of the year. On 
the whole finer chemicals are being 
taken by the trade in small volume, 
but prices are generally unchanged on 
account of the fact that the producers 
of the materials realize that the present 
slump is the natural development dur- 
ing the summer season, and feel that 
a strong market will be in evidence 
during the fall and early winter. 

The export demand for the heavy 
chemicals continues to be received in 
large volume, principally from South 
America. Bleach and caustic are in 
g00d demand, but soda ash surpassed 
the other two items during the week, 
With sales of many tons to export 
traders and considerable direct trading 
by the United States Alkali Exporters’ 
Association. Prices are being firmly

in the market for ammonia alum since 
the last report. Prices are held at 
their former levels by the producers in 


spite of the fact that there is a very 
light demand. Sales on the basis of 
3%c. per pound for the lump grade 


were reported. Other grades are pro- 
portionally priced. Potash alum _ re- 
mains quiet at 8c. per pound, Chrome 
alums are in the same posftion as last 
week, and quotations are unchanged on 


the basis of 15¢e. per pound for the 
ammonia and 19c. per pound for the 
potash. 

ALUMINA SULPHATE.—The mar- 


ket remains fairly firm on account of 
the fact that there is a strong export 
demand for the material. It is stated 
that the domestic demand is negligi- 
ble and that small lots of either grade 
are all that are sought. Prices stand 


at $2.60 per ewt. for the iron free and 
$1.60 per ecwt. for the commercial. 
ALUMINUM HYDRATE.—The mar- 


ket remains in the hands of the pro- 
ducers, but there is little call from 
the consumers and prices are gener- 
ally rather weak at the levels noted 
a week ago. Sales of the heavy at 
7c. per pound and of the light 
at 1l4e. per pound were reported by 


prominent factors in the market. 
AMMONIA AQUA.—This chemical 
is offered by the producers in large 
volume and the buyers are appar- 
ently interested in small consuming 
lots only. Second hands are also 
quoting fair supplies of the materials, 


but they are unable to shade the pres- 
ent prices of the manufacturers. Sales 


are going through on the basis of 
64%c. per pound for the 26-degree test. 

AMMONIA CHLORIDE. — Salam- 
moniac is in fair supply but the de- 
mand for the lump grade, both dom- 
estic and imported, remains strong. 
The market on this account is very 
firm and prices are showing a slight 
upward tendency. Lump goods are 
quoted at 25c. per pound inside by 
prominent holders. The gray and 


white granular varieties are still to 
be had at about 12c. per pound in one 
or two directions. Other factors state 
that 14c. per pound is the inside price 
of these grades. 

ANTIMONY. Needle antimony is 
firmer and there is a better call from 
he consumers of the material than 
was the case a short time back. There 


are ample supplies of the material 
coming through the regular channels, 
but the strong demand has checked 


the downward tendency of prices and 
quotations lower than 9c. per pound 
for either the needle or the oxide are 
heard in the market. 

ARGOLS.—Red argols are offered 
in the spot market in some volume, 
but there is less of a surplus than was 


the case a short time back and low 
prices are not heard so frequently. 
The best price on actual business

BARIUM PRODUCTS. — Barium

basis of $75@80 per ton were reported 
during the week. The off-color ma- 
terial is not in much demand, and quo- 
tations are generally weak at $60@65 
per ton.

Binoxide of barium is in 
steady but quiet demand, and prices 
are fairly well maintained at the re- 
peated level of 224% @23c. per pound. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—The mar- 
ket remains in its former firm position.

BRIMSTON E.—Crude sulphur at the 
mines is generally quoted on the basis 
of $23 per ton.

Sales at 3c. per pound for the 60-degree 
test and at 2c. per pound for the 40- 
degree test were the best heard in the 
market. 

SODA SULPHIDE.—There is a fair 
demand for this material in the mar- 
ket at present and prices are said to 
be well maintained on the strength of 
the trading. There is little of the ma- 
terial in the hands of dealers and pro- 
ducers are apparently in full control 
of the situation. Prices stand gener- 
ally at the old levels, although one 
producer advanced his views fraction- 
ally during the week. Quotations on 
the 60 per cent. fused stand at 4%@

crystals are offered on the basis of 2c. 
per pound in most directions. 

SODA SULPHITE.—There has been 
a good demand for this material 
throughout the period, and prices have 
generally lost the weak tone which 
characterized them at the close of the 
former period. Advances have not 
been named, but quotations are rather 
firm at 3@3%c. per pound. 

SODA SULPHOCYANIDE. — There 
has been no change in the quotations 
of the leading factors, and sales are re- 
ported at $1.40 per pound. The market

Sales 
were made at this figure in one quar- 
ter, while some factors reported busi- 
ness as high as 12%c. per pound. 

ZINC SULPHATE.—The demand for 
sulphate of zinc remains very quiet, 
and while there is some small lot busi- 
ness coming through from the con- 
sumers, on the whole the market is 
weak and lifeless at the levels noted 
a week ago. There has been no change 
in the prices named by the leading fac- 
tors in the market, however, and the 
best price heard in the market up to 
the close was 3%c. per pound. Sales 
at this figure were made in car lots. 


ACIDS. 


There has been a fairly active mar- 
ket in the acid group during the trad- 
ing period just past. It is stated by 
prominent acid makers that the de- 
mand is very strong, considering the 
season of the year. Of course, some 
acids, such as citric, are in the most 
demand during the summer months as 
a regular occurrence, but the list as a 
whole is affected much as is the chem- 
ical market by the summer season. 
There is the usual summer slump in 
evidence, but producers state that it is 
hardly as strong in its effects on 
the market this summer as it usually 
is. This is no doubt due largely to 
the fact that consumers are not in pos- 
session of the usual supplies which 
they accumulate in the spring, and on 
this account have to come into the 
market for some supplies, even though 
they purchase in small lots for their 
immediate consumption only. 

The heavy acid group has been the 
most active during the past week, and 
on the whole a very satisfactory busi- 
ness was transacted, in spite of the 
fact that one or two of the items on 
the list are in hardly any demand. 
Muriatic acid is in excellent request, 
and the producers have in several cases 
withdrawn quotations on account of 
the fact that their production for the 
next two or three months is entirely 
taken up on contract. One leading pro- 
ducer is known to have purchased a 
large quantity of the 22-degree ma- 
terial to apply on his contracts on 
which he is somewhat back with deliv- 
eries. This merely illustrates the 
activity of the market and the difficulty 
of securing adequate supplies from any 
source. Prices are advanced in most 
directions to high levels on the higher 
tests of the material, and the low in 
sulphuric grade is practically out of 
the market. Some of the other acids, 
notably oleum and sulphuric, are also 
in good demand, but nitric remains 
very weak. There is hardly any de- 
mand for the material, and the surplus 
is so large that the surface is hardly 
scratched by the inquiries coming 
through from the consumers. 

The finer acids are generally not so 
strong as are the heavy materials. 
There is not the interest in any of 
them, which is to be noted in the heavy 
acid group, with the exception of citric. 
This acid, however, remains. very 
strong. There are free importations of 
the material coming through, and 
offers of goods to arrive are heard in 
the spot market as low as 98c. per 
pound. Spot goods, on the other hand, 
are firmly held at high levels by the 
fortunate possessors. There is little 
of the material in the hands of dealers, 
and usually $1.20 per pound is asked 
by these factors for such small lots as 
they are able to offer. Manufacturers 
are far behind in their deliveries, and 
their quotations, which are on the 
basis of 98c. per pound for the crys- 
tals, are nominal only, as they can 
promise deliveries no earlier than 
eight weeks in advance. Oxalic is 
rather weak, and othwr fine acids con- 
tinue to run alorg the same steady 
but quiet course. 

The export demand is taking large 
lots of muriatic and sulphuric regu- 
larly, and some nitric mm the form of 
mixed acid is also being turned over. 
Finer acids are not moving to any ex- 
tent for export. Prices on the acid 
group, as a whole, are being well main- 
tained, and the market displays a 
steady undertone. Detailed reports on 
the most important acids follow:- 

ACETIC.—Trading in glacial acetic 
acid continues to come through in bet- 
ter than the normal volume, and dur- 
ing the week the strong demand noted 
for the former period continued. There 
were, however, further releases of 
stocks on the part of second hands, 
and the situation was slightly easier 
than at the close of last week.

holding back their orders for some 
materials to a considerable extent. 
Naturally this week the potash situa- 
tion has come in for a great deal of 


discussion in the trade. Producers 
and handlers are disposed to take the 
yiew that the lifting of the ban on Ger- 
man potash is not going to have any 
effect on the market for a long time to 
come, except to make consumers some~ 
what more disposed to hold back 
orders. It is claimed that Germany 
will not be able to send any here for 
delivery this fall and very little in time 
to be used on American farms next 
spring. The fact that restrictions 
against German importations have 
been withdrawn has made American 
potash producers all the more active 
in urging the legislation by which they 
expect to protect their business. They 
claim that when Germany can ship 
here it will try to undersell until it 
runs American producers out of the 


pusiness, and will then advance the 
price. The sale of 30,000 tons of 
Nebraska potash, announced in the 


Reporter last week, relieves the situa- 
tion as far as the Nebraska producers 
are concerned, and it is expected that 
some of the plants which have been 
closed down for some time will now pe 
reopened. The California producers say 
that they are not offering anything 
just now because of the lack of de- 
mand, but that they are producing as 
rapidly as possible and stacking up 
the material in the firm belief that 
there will be a very active demand in 
the distant future. Next month will 
mark the season at which the demand 
for this material usually begins, and 
claims that American consumers will 
have to use domestic potash this fall 
or go without seem well founded. The 
big sale of Nebraska potash last week 
pretty well cleaned up the old stocks 
of the Nebraska product, and it was 
said this week that stocks were down 
so that there was only 20 tons in store 
in Baltimore. There seems little chance 
of the movement of Alsatian potash 
becoming heavy enough to change the 
situation in the immediate future. 

There has been a decided improve- 
ment in the demand for sulphate of 
ammonia recently. In fact sales have 
been so heavy that there has been a 
clean up of stocks, and it is becoming 
difficult to buy any for delivery be- 
fore October. The export demand 
for American sulphate of ammonia is 
increasing steadily. Not only has a 
good business in this material been 
put through recently, but there is also 
a steady and active demand for nitrate 
of soda. There seems little disposition 
to hold back orders for nitrate in the 
hope of a lower price later on. The 
stocks available for immediate delivery 
have been greatly reduced, and the 
undertone of the market is decidedly 
strong. In England nitrate of soda is 
being quoted at £22@£23 a ton. 

The producers of animal ammoniates 
continue to advance prices. Consumers 
consider them high, but stocks are 
small and it continues to be a sellers’ 
market. The big packing houses have 
the situation well in hand, and there 
seems little reason for expecting lower 
prices as long as the producers are 
able to get what they ask. The acid 
phosphate situation has not improved, 
and as the season draws near when 
the demand is sure to become more 
active, the question of an adequate 
supply is causing a great deal of con- 
cern. There has already been a num- 
ber of plants closed down for lack of 
raw material, and the situation seems 
to grow worse instead of improving. 
Just how the Florida rock producers 
are going to be able to replace the 
labor they have lost is a difficult ques- 
tion to solve. 

There continues to be an active de- 
mand for fish scrap, which is scarce 
and high. The price does not seem to 
check the demand, and wet acidulated 
IS Selling considerably higher than the 
quotations of a week ago. 

All indications are for a good fall 
demand for fertilizer, and it would 
seem that some attention is being paid 
to the repeated urgings of the rail- 
roads and the Agricultural Department 
Officials that everyone place orders us 
early as possible. The demand for 
fertilizer materials during: the past 
month or so has been better than had 
been looked for during the period, and 
next month there will naturally be a 
much more active demand. Taking 
the list from one end to another and 
prices are very high compared with 
What they used to be. This, however, 
is the case with everything else, and it 
does not seem that the prices are go- 
ing to hold down consumption either 
this fall or next spring.

NITROGEN FERTILIZERS. 


BLOOD TANKAGE.—Labor troubles 
and the freight situation have acted 
together in reducing the kill of the 
Chicago packers recently, and this has 
had the effect of making animal am- 
moniates very stiff in that market. 
Stocks of tankage in all centers have 
been small for some time, and the fact 
that some consumers are reported to 
be holding back orders in the hope of 
lower prices later on does not disturb 
producers in the least. Jobbers say 
that it is much more difficult to secure 
this class of material than to sell it. 
Ground tankage f. o. b. Chicago is 
quoted at $6.50 and 10c. per unit, and 
concentrated at $5.75. Tankage New 
York is nominally about the same as 
the Chicago quotation, but there is lit- 
tle to be had. 

DRIED BLOOD.—The scarcity of 
this material continues, in fact it is 
more acute than ever. The feeders 
have for some time past left but little 
of the western supply for the fertilizer 
trade, and stocks are so small that it 
is very difficult to place orders. Dried 
blood f. o. b. Chicago is quoted at 
$6.60 a unit, an advance of 10 cents 
over last week. At this time of the 
year in 1913 the price was $2.70. It is 
natural that an advance like this 
makes consumers think, but there are 
many other materials besides dried 
blood in which the advance during 
the same period has been just as great. 
The crux of the situation is that the 
producers are able to sell their goods, 
no matter how rapidly they mark the 
price up. 

FISH SCRAP.—There is just as 
good a demand for fish scrap as there 
is for packing house fertilizers. The 
prices asked are relatively as high as 
for tankage and blood, and are as well 
maintained. There is some improve- 
ment in the reports of the catch in the 
lower Chesapeake waters, but the total 
catch for the season is certain to be 
small. Dried scrap this week has held 
steady at $6.75 and 10 cents f. o. b. 
fish factories, and wet acidulated has 
advanced from $5 and 50 cents to $5.50 
and 50 cents per unit. Ground fish 
scrap is very scarce and what little is 
offering is held at $7.50 and 10 cents. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—There 
has been an active demand for sul- 
phate of ammonia this week. There 
has been an increasing demand for 
this material for 


some time, and 
stocks have been greatly reduced. 


Jobbers report that it is now difficult 
to secure deliveries this side of Octo- 
ber. There has been an advance in 
the price in double bags for export 
from $4.50 to $4.70 per 100 pounds. 
There is an increasing foreign demand 
for American sulphate and English 
producers are fighting hard to meet 
this competition. The business in 
England is controlled by the Export 
Traders’ Association, and of the situa- 
tion there a London publication says: 
“The export of sulphate has been 
rather better, but export prices are so 
far hidden from the public view. They 
vary, of course, according to the de- 
gree of power which the association 
possesses over the foreign buyer, and 
may be anything from £25 to £35 
per ton. There is no real market, and 
the trade is in the hands of the Export 
Traders’ Association. As a rough guide 
it may be said that the American ex- 
port price is now about £24 a ton.” 
It looks as if there was little chance 
for foreign producers to recapture any 
considerable portion of the trade in 
this country, and little or no foreign 
sulphate seems pointed in this direc- 
tion. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—There con- 
tinues to be a good demand for nitrate 
of soda, and stocks available for im- 
mediate delivery are being rapidly re- 
duced. The price remains at $2.95 per 
100 pounds for round lots, and there is 
a better undertone to the market than 
there was a short time ago. Nitrate 
of soda is one of the few commodities 
that is selling lower than during the 
period of active hostilities, so that the 
present price does not look as high to 
consumers as it otherwise would. 
Since the market became an open one 
on the first of July there has been a 
great deal of buying for distant de- 
livery, and there continues to be buy- 
ing for next year delivery, although 
most of the business comes from buy- 
ers who want delivery as soon as they 
can get it. 


PHOSPHATES. 


ACID PHOSPHATE.—There has 
been no improvement in the acid phos- 
phate situation, and some plants have 
had to close down for lack of raw 
material, with the prospect of more 
having to follow suit unless there is

PHOSPHATE ROCK.- There has 
been no change in the situation in this 
market this week. Trade is at a stand- 
still because Florida producers are not 
in a position to make offers of deliver- 
jes, and Tennessee producers are sold 
ahead for all they can produce for a 
long time to come. Just from what 
source the Florida producers are go- 
ing to secure the labor they need to 
get their mines producing again it. is 
dificult to guess, for this is an in- 
dustry that can not draw labor from 
any other industry. There is hope that 
enough old hands will drift back this 
fall to put the industry in better shape, 
put whether or not this will be the 
case remains to be seen. 


POTASHES. 


The American potash producers are 
not greatly worried over the raising 
of the embargo on German potash. 
What most concerns them is whether 
or not their bill for the protection of 
their industry will become a law. They 
believe that it will be a long time be- 
fore any German potash can reach this 
country, and for this reason do not 
think that the raising of the ban upon 
its importation has any bearing upon 
the immediate future of the market. 
According to the reports current in the 
trade it will be some time before Ger- 
man producers will be in position to 
resume active operations, but in point 
of fact there is little definite informa- 
tion at hand in the country as to just 
what is the situation in Germany. The 
Alsatian fields are still under the con- 
trol of the military authorities of 
France, and these fields are being great- 
ly advertised as even those of the old 
fields of Germany. The Alsatian fields 
are comparatively a new proposition, 
as they have only been worked about 
ten years, and half of the period has 
been wartime. There is some Alsatian 
potash coming in right along, and it 
is being sold at figures that look chea». 
Alsatian muriate still sells at $85 a 
ton, but of course the little that comes 
in is all sold to arrive, and there is not 
enough being received to make any 
impression on the market. American 
potash is still being held at $2.50 a 
unit, and since the sale of 30,000 tons 
of Nebraska potash, reported in this 
column last week there is not a great 
deal of American potash offering. This 
does not mean that there is any scar- 
city, for, while Nebraska production 
has been almost at a standstill for 
some time, California producers have 
been active and have not been push- 
ing their product. It has been going 
into storage and a large supply has 
been accumulated. The producers ex- 
pect an active demand beginning in 
September, and have no doubt but 
there will be a ready market for all 


‘the American potash obtainable. There 


is no chance of German potash being 
offered here at pre-war prices when 
it does begin to arrive. A report of 
Emil Sauer, chairman of the Rothen- 
berg Potash Corporation, that has been 
made public in England, says that on 
account of the increase in wages and 
the rise in the cost of materials and 
coal, the German potash industry wiil 
have to incur additional expenses of 
from £4,500,000 to £5,000,000 this 
year on a total income estimated at 
about £12,500,000. 

PYRITES.—There is a fair demand 
for Spanish pyrites, but owing to the 
competition of this material and 
American sulphur’ there is _ little 
domestic pyrites moving. There is a 
good deal of competition between 
American sulphur and foreign pyrites, 
and while the price of pyrites is nomi- 
nally unchanged, it is rumored that 
there is a good deal of price shading 
to obtain desirable orders. Importers 
of foreign pyrites believe that the 
movement to decrease the cost of food 
production will make it impossible for 
the producers of sulphur to secure the 
enactment of legislation placing a duty 
on foreign pyrites. 


BALTIMORE. 


BALTIMORE, Aug. 14, 1919 
There has been a decided increase in the or 
ders coming into the offices of the manufac 
turers of fertilizer mixtures during the last 
Week, and from having been in a rather dis 
couraged mood the trade has passed into a 
State of Satisfaction and even of optimism. 
The reversal that has taken place in the in- 
Guiry for mixtures is so pronounced as to 
yd real astonishment. For a long time 
the buyers held back, orders coming out in a 
decidedly desultory and intermittent manner; 
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but rather suddenly the situation has changed, 
and mixtures are being called for with much 
freedom, This experience is not confined to 
one of a few corporations, but can be regarded 
as general, enough calls for shipment having 
been received in the last few days to make 
the outlook decidedly favorable. For a week 
it looked as though the movement for this 
season would not come up to that of pre- 
vious seasons, and especially of last fall; but 
now there is said to be every indication that 
the total of a year ago will be exceeded 
Just why the buying has become so active 
all at once is not easily ascertainable, unless 
it is to be assumed that the buyers have 
awakened of late to the fact that there will 
be no reductions in prices and that the 
chances of delay in deliveries may leave many 
of the users of mixtures short It appeared 
to be the belief among the buyers that the 
war being over, they could drop back to the 
former practice of waiting until a short time 
before the stocks were wanted to send in their 
needs, the transportation facilities and fac- 
tory personnel being regarded as adequate for 
taking care of all requirements quickly and 
without delay. Evidently it has now come to 
be realized that the precaution exercised dur- 
ing the war, of ordering weeks and even 
months ahead, still has its pertinence, and 
that unless time is taken by the forelock it 
may easily happen that the buyers find them- 
selves without the mixtures essential to put 
ting in the fall and winter crops. The time 
for preparing the winter wheat soil, for in- 
stance, is near at hand, while the impediments 
in the way of prompt shipment are on the in- 
crease Apparently the strike of the rail- 
road shopmen, with the freight embargoes 
precipitated thereby, brought matters to a 
head and caused the users of fertilizers to 
realize that holding back may be fatal. But 
whatever the reasons, they have proved un- 
mistakably effective, much to the gratifica- 
tion of the manufacturers, who now see 
chances of the volume of business attaining 
proportions that should enable them to dispose 
of the stocks of mixtures which they may 
have on hand, Determined efforts are now 
being made to get out the shipments, which is 
by no means easy. From all directions comes 
information of a shortage of cars, the heavy 
Wheat movement in the West having caused 
a shifting of a great deal of rolling stock to 
that section, to the detriment of the East. 
There is every indication that the inquiry 
will keep up as long as there is reason to 
look for additional orders, for the buyers 
of mixtures have come to realize the gravity 
of the transportation situation, and calls for 
shipment are likely to be urgent. 

FISH SCRAP.—The improvement of the 
menhaden fishing down the Chesapeake Bay, 
noted in the previous week, has doubtless 
been arrested by the heavy rains and gales 
that prevailed yesterday, and the catch this 
week in all probability will not go above a 
very modest level. This naturally is cal- 
culated to stiffen the quotations on scrap, 
apart from the bullish tendency in animal 
ammoniates noted in the West, and some fur- 
ther marking up of the quotations is alto- 
gether likely. The ideas of the fish factories 
as to value have doubtless moved up around 
$6.90 or more basis Baltimore, and are around 
$6.70 and 10 down the bay. At that the 
supplies of scrap to ‘be had are small and 
the additions made later are not likely to be 
of such proportions as to cause a material 
easing off in the figures. What with the de- 
mand for mixtures active, there is every 
reason to assume that the range for fish scrap 
will remain steady at the prevailing range, 
with a prospect of some further marking up, 
unless the operations of the fishing fleet should 
be decidedly more productive than they have 
been so far. - 

TANKAGE.—The quotations on tankage con- 
tinue to go up, the latest figures being around 
$6.85 and 10 for 11 and 15 high-grade ground 
tankage, c. a. f. basis Baltimore. Even this 
is hardly up to the Western market, though 
it is also to be said that at the price approx- 
imating the Chicago quotations no business is 
being done here, and the figure could just as 
well be set at anything else. The demand for 
tankage here is quiet, the manufacturers of 
mixtures being as yet unable to determine 
to what extent, if any, they will fall short of 
their requirements for the season. The pros- 
pects now are that the supplementary orders 
will be more numerous than they promised to 
be not so long ago, but so far it has not 
yet been found imperative to make additions 
to the holdings, and the trade is therefore in 
a state of uneventfulness with regard to this 
animal ammoniate. 


GROUND BLOOD.—Along with  tankage, 
ground blood has also been marked higher in 
the last week, the latest quotations being 
around $6.77%, c. a. f. basis Baltimore. It will 
be noted, however, that blood is less buoyant 
than tankage, despite the far smaller supplies 
available, which suggests very decided quiet 
in the trade. Apparently the Western buyers 
who proved to be such a factor in the trade 
some months ago have provided fully for their 
wants, and the East is not disposed to take 
on considerable additional quantities of this 
ammoniate just now. The South, as the chief 
buyer of ground blood, is strongly inclined to 
hold back in the face of the figures that are 
being asked, and the necessities of the section 
will have to be far more pressing than they 
are to give the movement a more spirited tone. 


ACID PHOSPHATE.—Conditions in the acid 
phosphate trade have not been improved by 
the developments of the last week. So far 
the rock, mining concerns in Florida have not 
succeeded in reconstructing their working or- 
ganizations upon a basis that makes possible 
any considerable degree of efficiency, and cal- 
culations have been further upset by the strike 
of the railroad shopmen, which was especially 
troublesome in the South, and rendered more 
difficult the transportation problem. Of course, 
most of the rock is shipped by water, and the 
strike did not extend to vessels, but the filling 
of orders for acid phosphate was affected, so 
that as far as the fertilizer trade went it was 
no better off than before, and perhaps not as 
well. No further advances in the quotations 
are to be noted, but it is also to be said that 
there have been no recessions. The tendency 
is toward greater firmness in the market, 
though for the present the figures may be left 
at $15.75 for 14 per cent., and $18 for 16 per 
cent. acid phosphate. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—The situation with 
respect to nitrate of soda is about as it was 
last week, with the inquiry not especially 
active, and with spot stocks small. The quota- 
tions are a shade easier, being given as $3@ 
3.05 for immediate shipment, with nothing of 
fered for future delivery. The little spurt 
noted of late appears to have been satisfied, 
and the trade has dropped back to the un 
eventfulness of summer, which is not at all 
expected, 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA Pronounced 
quiet prevails also in the market for sulphate 
of ammonia. Whatever tendency there might 
be to place orders with greater freedom is 
checked by the uncertainty of the situation 
and the indefiniteness as to what the require 
ments of the manufacturers will be. The of 
ferings of the material seem to be sufficiently 
small to avert real pressure from the market, 
and $3.90 is still the quotation given. 

POTASH.—With a large cargo of potash from 
Kurope due in a day or so, the fertilizer trade 
is in a rather expectant mood regarding this 
material. For the present there is no change 
in the quotations, which continue around $21 a 
ton for kainit, and $85 a ton for muriate, with

in the near future. The demand for 
these materials has been very strong 


throughout the season and supplies 
offered by the manufacturers have 
peen well taken up by the inquiries 
coming through from the consumers. 
With a strong renewal of the demand 
in evidence during the week, the long 
predicted advances seem to be an im- 
mediate prospect and there are intima- 
tions that they will be announced dur- 
ing the coming week. The market for 
all of the items with the exception of 
Cresol remains very firm indeed and 
such offerings as are heard from 
second hands are usually held at high- 
er levels than those quoted by the 
producers. It is stated that supplies 
in second hands are very limited and 
that there will be no weakness of the 
market because of the second hand 
offerings on the spot. 

Intermediates were in direct con- 
trast with the crudes during the week, 
the only feature of similarity being in 
the fact that prices generally held 
steady and any changes which oc- 
curred were merely routine in nature. 
The seasonal slump in the demand is 
being experienced to some extent, and 
besides this there is the fact that the 
consumers of intermediates were in the 
market for such large supplies a few 
weeks ago that they are apparently 
well stocked up with the materials 
which they need for their present con- 
sumption. On this account trading is 
mostly confined to the matter of small 
additional lots for immediate use and 
there has been no large lot business in 
the market at any time during the 
past two or three weeks. In _ spite 
of this quiet market, however, prices 
on practically all of the items are be- 
ing well maintained and there have 
been few reports of any shading in the 
market during the week. One or two 
items such as picric acid are being 
offered at low prices by the holders on 
account of the fact that there is still 
a very large surplus of the material 
left after the stopping of work on mu- 
nitions. On the whole, however, there 
is little surplus on hand of any of the 
intermediates, and with crudes at their 
present levels and advances in their 
costs expected in the immediate fu- 
ture, there is little chance for bar- 
gains in intermediates and those buy- 
ers who are holding off seem likely to 
pay higher prices than those which 
obtain in the market at present. 

The color market seemed to display 
a slightly better tone during the week 
than was in evidence at the close of 
the former period. There were more 
sales reported during the period and 
while these were for the most part 
confined to small additional consum- 
ing lots, the total of business seemed 
to be considerably larger than has 
been the case for several weeks back. 
Swiss and other imported shades are 
rapidly reaching a nominal position so 
far as quotations on spot goods are 
concerned. There are only very small 
supplies offered in the market from 
time to time and the demand continues 
to be of such proportion that there is 
little goods left for spot trading from 
any arrivals which come through. In- 
terest among the textile mills in these 
colors is strong and this would lead to 
the belief that if German colors were 
permitted to enter in any volume they 
would speedily break the American 
market. Prices on these imported ma- 
terials have been advanced in some 
quarters, but the color list as a whole

Sales at $6.50 per pound were 
reported at the close of the week by 
one prominent factor. 

ACID BENZOIC.—This acid is mov- 
ing in the regular way and supplies are 
being offered by the producers in keep- 
ing with the demand. Prices are gen- 
erally steady in the market on the 
basis of 90c.@$1 per pound for the 
U. S. P. and 75@80c. per pound for the 
technical. 

ACID CRESOTINIC.—Prices are un- 
changed with a fair demand noted, and 
quotations on the basis of $1.30 per 
pound were the lowest heard in the 
market during the period. 

ACID CRESYLIC.—A very firm mar- 
ket is in evidence in this acid. The 
high test grades of the material are 
in strong demand and there is a con- 
siderable volume of export business re- 
ported by prominent sellers. to ~ this 
class of the trade. Supplies are not 
too plentiful and prices are generally 
firm on the basis of 85@90c. per gallon 
for the 97@99 per cent. and 75@80c. 
per gallon for the 95 per cent. dark. 
Second hands are not able to beat 
these prices in the open market. 

ACID H.—Offerings are rather few, 
but there is a good demand for the 
time of year and quotations are gen- 
erally reported as steady at the levels 
noted at the close of the former trad- 
ing period. Sales late in the week on 
the basis of $1.75@1.80 per pound were 
noted. 

ACID NAPTHIONIC.—There is little 
demand and the market is very quiet. 
Prices are steady on account of the 
fact that offerings are kept well in 
hand by producers. Sales at $1.20 per 
pound for the refined and $1 per pound 
for the technical were made during the 
week. 

ACID PHTHALIC.— Phthalic an- 
hydride is offered by several promi- 
nent producers on the basis of $1.80 
per pound. Other factors still refuse 
to shade $1.90 per pound on large lots 
of the material. The demand is rather 
light but prices are generally firm at 
the levels noted. The crude acid is 
quiet and there was little action dur- 
ing the week to establish a price as 
the basis of trading. Quotations at 
$1.50 per pound were most frequently 
heard. 

ACID PICRAMIC.—One _ prominent 
holder is offering supplies on the basis 
of 90c. per pound. Other factors quote 
$1 as the inside price. The demand 
is rather light and prices are gener- 
ally held at their present levels by 
the cost of the material. 

ACID PICRIC.—A contract at 25c. 
per pound was reported by a promi- 
nent first hand in the market during 
the week. This is considerably below 
the cost of the manufacture of the 
acid. Low prices are traceable to the 
fact that there is an enormous over 
production since no more supplies are 
required for munitions work. Prices 
lower than that quoted might have 
been secured in some directions on 
large contract orders. 

ACID SALICYLIC.—-The market has 
apparently established itself for the 
time being at the levels reached at the 
time of the recent advance in the quo- 
tations of the producers. The fact 
that phenol continues strong and sup- 
plies are limited makes for a good 
market in salicylic acid. Quotations 
lower than 40c. per pound for the U. 
S. P. and 30c. per pound for the tech- 
nical were not heard during the week. 

ACID SULPHANILIC.—The week 
witnessed little activity in the market 
for this material and prices were gen- 
erally unchanged on the basis of 27c. 
per pound for the technical and 37e. 
per pound for the refined. 

ACID 1:3:6:.—There has been no 
change in the quotations of the lead- 
ing factors in the market for this ma- 
terial since the report of a week ago. 
The demand is light and supplies are 
offered in sufficient volume to take 
care of it with sales reported at 80c. 
per pound in one or two directions. 

ALPHA NAPHTHOL, — Quotations 
stand at their former levels. There 
has not been much action in the mar- 
ket during the week and trading was 
by no means brisk. Prices remain on 
the old levels of $1 per pound for the 
crude and $1.35 per pound for the re- 
fined.

The British Dyestuffs Corporation, Ltd., 
has been registered as a public company 
by Messrs. Slaughter & May, 18, Austin 
Friars, k. C., with a nominal capital of 
£6,000,000 in £1 shares. Its objects are 
to take over all or part of the business, 
properties, assets, and liabilities of Brit- 
ish Dyes, Ltd., or either of them, and all 
or any of the shares in the capital of 
such companies, or either of them; with 
a view thereto to adopt, ratify and carry 
into effect agreements :— 

1. Between British Dyes, Ltd., G. P. 
Norton, Levinstein, Ltd., the Rt. Hon. 
Baron Armaghdale, H, Levinstein, and H. 
Allen. 

2. Between British Dyes, Ltd., Levin- 
stein, Ltd., G. P. Norton (as trustee for 
company), and the president of the Board 
of Trade (on behalf of the government), 
and to carry on the business of manufac- 
turers of and dealers in dyes, dyestuffs, 
chemicals, drugs, paints, varnishes, col- 
ors, ete. 

The original capital is divided into 1,- 
500,000 preference (No. 1 being the “gov- 
ernment” share), 1,500,000 preferred ordi- 


nary, 1,000,000 deferred ordinary, and 
2,000,000 which may be issued as pref- 
erence, preferred ordinary, or deferred 


ordinary, as the board may decide at the 
time of issue. The “government” share 
is to be held by two nominees of the gov- 
ernment (to be appointed by the Board of 
Trade), and the holders thereof may vote 
on any resolution involving the alteration 
of the articles of association, and shall 
have, for the purpose of voting against 
any such resolution, or against any reso- 
lution of the preference shareholders, the 
right to additional votes equal to half the 
number of votes possessed by the other 
persons entitled to vote thereon. 

The preference shares are entitled to a 
fixed non-cumulative preferential dividend 
at 7 per cent. per annum out of the profits 
available after making such provision for 
reserve, depreciation and contingencies as 
the board think fit. The surplus profits 
available (having regard to certain provi- 
sions as to reserve, sinking fund, and car- 
rying forward profits) are to be applicable, 
firstly, to the payment of a fixed non- 
cumulative preferential dividend at 8 per 
cent. per annum on the preferred ordinary 
shares, and, secondly, to the payment of 
a fixed non-cumulative preferential divi- 
dend of 8 per cent. per annum on the de- 
ferred ordinary shares, and the balance 
is to be applicable to the payment of a 
further dividend on the preferred ordinary 
and deferred ordinary shares.

An encourag- 
ing factor of this end of the trading is 
the fact that large lot orders are most 
in evidence and that sales of several 
hundreds of tons of the materials fail 
to attract attention as being out of the 
ordinary.

in heavy chemicals is also seen in the

Bichromates and 
prussiates are both advancing rapidly. 
It is true that these advances are 
caused by special circumstances in the 
market, but there is little doubt that 
Some advances would have occurred 
im spite of these circumstances. The 


€xport demand for chemicals is good 
and producers state that they are do- 
mg a heavy business with South 
American interests in bichromates and 
Tussiates. Supplies are not very free 
on most of the chemical items and the 
market shows a decidedly strong ten- 
dency With prices trending upward.

BICHROMATES.—There has_ been 
no further change in the situation in 
the bichromate group during the past 
week. Small offerings of spot goods

PHOSPHATE OF SODA.—Produ- 
cers are quoting prices on the basis of 
the cost of the material.

Sales 
at 3\4c. per pound for carlots were 


reported during the period. 
PRUSSIATES.—There is no relief in 

the situation in prussiates of potash. 

Spot goods are very scarce and high 


prices are named on the moderate 
offerings which are coming through 
from the holders. The demand is 


strong, and with only nominal supplies 
available prices are quoted at 45@50c. 
per pound for the yellow potash salt 
and 85@90c. per pound for the red ma- 
terial. Yellow prussiate of soda is 
quoted by the producers on the basis 
of 18c. per pound, but it is reported 
that there are only small spot offerings 
available. Second hands who have any 
of the material generally quote their 
supplies at 19c. per pound. 

SOLUBLE OI1L.—The demand is of 
fair proportions and producers state 
that present prices are well main- 
tained. Quotations from prominent 
factors in the market stand at 20c. 
per pound for the 85 per cent. and 
i5e. per pound for the 50 per cent. 
grades, respectively. 

TIN CRYSTALS.—The manufactur- 
ers report that there is a quiet con- 
suming demand and that small lots 
are being taken regularly by the users. 
Prices are generally unchanged and 
are rather weak on the basis of 47@ 
i74ec. per pound, according to quan- 
tity. 

ZINC DUST.—The quotations of pro- 
ducers vary according to the grade of 
the material, with the finer screenings 
bringing up to llc. per pound in the 
market. Goods, one-half through 350 
mesh, are offered at ¥%ec. per pound in 
some quarters. There is little demand 
and the market is rather weak at 
these levels. 


NATURAL DYESTUFFS. 


ALBUMEN.—Chinese egg albumen 
was brought in in considerable volume 


during the week and the market is 
slightly easier than was the case at 


the time of the last report. There are 
supplies in the market at $2.25 per 
pound, but offerings are slightly more 
free than at the close of last week. 
Blood albumen is offered by prominent 
factors in the trading at 60c. per 
pound. Imported goods of this type 
are rather scarce and it is doubtful if 
any large order for the imported ma- 
terial could have been wiiled during the 
week. Vegetable albumen is very 
quiet and offerings at 68c. per pound 
might be shaded in one or two direc- 
tions. 
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ANNATTO.—Annatto seed remains 
in the same easy position noted at the 
time of the last report. It is stated that 
free importations have lowered the 
price to its present level and that 
further decline would not be an unex- 
pected development. As yet the inside 
price heard on spot is 5%c. per pound. 
The fine variety is in good demand and 
small lots changed hands at 33c. per 
pound during the week. Quotations 
at 32c. per pound were heard for large 
lots of this grade. 

ARCHIL.—The market for archil ex- 
tracts is quiet and the demand is rou- 
tine only.

ings of Haitian wood is reported as be- 
ing improved. This is probably due 
to the fact that prominent handlers are 
now shipping goods bought after in- 
spection on the spot. Haitian logs are 
quoted at $25@27, Black River Jamaica 
at $35@40 and Mexican wood at $38@ 
40 per ton. Chipped woods are quoted 
at 3@5c. per pound, according to quan- 
tity.

NITRIC ACID—Has apparently reached the 
limit of their advance, although nitrate of 
soda still goes higher. Its price is staying on 
at 16 yen per 100 pounds 

PHOSPHORUS—Remains unaltered. Al- 
though the match market is active and strong, 
match manufacturers cannot increase their 
operations because of the difficulty to obtain 
sticks in Siberia, and their demand for phos- 
phorus and muriate of potash remains steady 
but non-expansive. Red phosphorus is quoted 
at 115 yen per picul, while yellow phosphorus 
is quoted at 135 yen per picul. 

SULPHATE OF COPPER-Is on the ad- 
vance again on account of the rapid recovery 
of the copper market in sympathy with the 
boom reported from London.

PALERMO, Sicily, July 22, 1919. 
Peace being concluded a general readjust- 
ment is taking place, though many of the 


obstructions created by the war still persist. 

3rimstone could not be supplied in sufficient 
quantities for the munition works and the ex- 
port was prohibited, except for the allies. 
Today’s quotations show an increase of about 
300 per cent. against the pre-war prices. This 
advance should have stimulated the output, but 
so far this was not the case. just 
like in England, the miners, higher 
wages now, are putting in shorter hours. 
Actually we have a yearly output of about 
200,000 tons, against 450,000 tons in 1906, when 
the Anglo Sicilian Sulphur Company gave up 
the management to the present Government 
Consorzio. The area where sulphur is found is 
limited; no large, new seams were struck, and 
the old ones are getting exhausted. Sicily has 
become secondary to the United States, whose 
output now exceeds 800,000 tons, and were 
it not for the fear of local troubles we might 
witness the anomally of Sicily importing Amer- 
ican sulphur for the local refining industry, 
which requires some 150,000 tons of raw brim- 
stone yearly to be transformed into refined 
and ground sulphur for the vines. The refin- 
ing industry became very flourishing during 
these last years; it will require many years 
of experience before it can be supplanted by 
the Americans. The restrictions on export 
having been removed, we quote:—

PETROLEUM PUMP DISTRIBUTION, 
THE PETROLEUM INSTITUTE AND 
THE FEDERAL TRADE COMMIS- 
SION—THE REAL PROBLEM IS MORE 
DEEP-SEATED. 





For months there has been pending a question of 
importance to both handlers and distributers of gaso- 
line—the legal status of the practice of distributing 
gasoline pumps to retailers and service stations, 
cither at a nominal charge or gratis. The sole desid- 
eratum in such distribution appears to have been the 
pledge of the retailer to the distributing company to 
sell no other brand of gasoline from that installation 
but that manufactured by the pump distributer. 
There was no objection to the ownership of several 
such pumps, presented by several different com- 
panies, by any retailer or local garage mah. 


To this practice the Federal Trade Commission 
objected in such form that several months ago four 
gasoline distributing companies were cited to appear 
before the Commission, on the ground that the practice 


of free pump distribution tended to stifle competition 
because many distributers did not have sufficient 
capital to compete with the larger distributing com- 
panies in pump installation, and, further, because 
many manufacturers of pumps do not sell gasoline, 
and therefore cannot afford to sell their pumps at an 
“unwarrantably low price.” 


It may be added that the trade itself is at logger- 
heads over the question, with opponents and_pro- 
ponents confined to no one particular group. The 
principal objection, no matter what the phraseology 
of the objector, resolves itself into this:—“If we 
were large enough we would be glad to give every- 
body a pump, thus stifling competition and getting the 
business ourselves. The big fellows instal more pumps 
in a territory than the business seems to warrant, and 
corral the business for themselves.” The pump 
manufacturer in many instances holds that the prac- 
tice interferes with his business in that in some terri- 
tories “it is impossible for tank salesmen to sell pumps 
and tanks because the large oil companies are fight- 
ing for business so keenly that if they find a merchant 
intends to buy a pump or tank they persuade him to 
accept such outfit for a dollar a year.” 

The principle of rebating has been declared unfair 
by the Government and the Federal Trade Com- 
mission, and the opponents to the free pump propa- 
ganda alike hold the practice little short of rebating. 

Advocates of the practice advance the logical 
argument that a proper container and distributing 
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plant is essential to the distribution of their products in 
proper condition, and, further, that the labelled 
pump is a guarantee to the purchaser that the gaso- 
line so bought is of standard quality and of depend- 
able brand. Distributer-owned tanks and pumps to 
the large vending companies are a really available 
means of insuring the distribution of their product 
without adulteration or substitution. 

On June 26 of this year a conference was held in 
Washington under the auspices of the American 
Petroleum Institute and attended by representatives 
of the pump manufacturers, the gasoline distributers 
and the industry in general. It was voted at that time 
—and such was held the importance of immediate 
action that questions in a proposed trade question- 
naire were drafted on the floor at the conference— 
that the American Petroleum Institute should be 
instructed to prepare a summary of the pump situa- 
tion within a week, the Federal Trade Commission 
in the meantime to be requested to defer further 
action against gasoline distributing companies until 
the trade should have been interrogated, and the 
results submitted to the Commission. 


The questionnaire to the industry, and the pam- 
phlet report of the Institute were made public during 
the past week—the Federal Trade Commission, 
after waiting for six weeks for action, returned cita- 
tions for pump practices against 31 additional gaso- 
line distriubters. These cases are due to be heard 


on September 5 and September 15. 
There is another side to the Federal Trade Com- 


mission investigation, however, that has developed 
during the week—the lack of funds on the part of the 
Commission to conduct the necessary proceedings and 
to make an adequate investigation of both sides of 
the problem. Congress is to be asked to appropriate 
sufficient funds for this purpose, but that is by no 
means a guarantee that the funds will be immediately 
forthcoming. 

The Reporter is convinced that there is more in 
this question of gasoline distribution than has 
appeared so far in the arguments of either the pro- 
ponents or opponents of the practice of pump 
presentation. 

The real problem and the real need from the 
point of view of the consumer—and we believe that 
this applies equally to the manufacturer and dis- 
tributer, although this latter group may not realize 
the importance of the reservation at this stage of the 
investigation—may be summed up as follows :— 


The trade-named gasoline pump at the service 
station is of value to the distributer and to the 
car operator alike because it is the only 
method now in use of identifying a gasoline 
product to the purchaser. 


The name of the product on the pump—when 
that product is recognized as dependable—is 
a guarantee to the purchaser to the extent 
that he recognizes the trade name of the 


product—and no further. 


In view of the war-time investigations by Federal 
and trade experts of the most effient flash point and 
gravity in commercial grades of gasoline, and the 
conclusions reached, we believe that the whole sys- 
tem of gasoline vending should be revised, or modi- 
fied, and that certain specification standards should 
be established, just as in vegetable oils, or in crude 
oil, with which the consuming public should be 
familiarized. 

We further believe that with the establishment 
of such ranges of standards—the Automotive Engi- 
neers favor one standard of gasoline for pleasure 
cars and one standard for heavy duty trucks—it 
would not only be feasible but for the best interest 
of producer and consumer alike to 

require the posting of the gravity and flash point 

of all gasoline sold at any and every garage or 

distributing station in the country, with proceed- 
ings to be pressed as under the Pure Food and 

Drugs Act in every case of adulteration or mis- 

branding. 

This would not interfere with the use of trade 
names on pumps— in fact, it would prove an addi- 
tional buying argument for standard types of motor 
fuel. The present pump distribution controversy is 


a symptom merely—the real trouble lies deeper, as 
we have indicated. The cure we have suggested.

JUNE PRODUCTION REPORT SHOWS 
INCREASE OVER MAY, AND OVER 
JUNE, 1918. 








The official figures for the production of crude 
oil for the month of June bear out the preliminary 
deductions made by the Reporter at the opening 
of the third quarter—the output of crude for the 
month was 1,900,000 barrels, or 614 per cent. in 
excess of the May totals, and 1,656,000 barrels, 
or 5.6 per cent. in excess of the production in June 
a year ago when every effort was being made to 
bring the output figures to the highest ever attained. 

There is a new feature this year in the decline 
of the consumption totals by 2,110,000 barrels over 
May—7 per cent.—and 1,091,000 barrels from 
the totals in June a year ago, or 4 per cent. In 
others words, the production of oil in June was 
31,239,000 barrels, and the consumption 27,758,- 
000 barrels, as compared with 29,583,000 barrels, 
~ sr barrels, respectively, in June, 

As was to be looked for under such conditions 
there was a gratifying increase in the amount of oil 
going into storage. Stocks at the end of June 
this year were 135,646,000 barrels, an increase 
of 3,481,000 barrels over May of this year, while 
they were 8,719,000 barrels less than in June, 
1918, it must be remembered that the period of 
greatest drain prevailed throughout the summer of 
1918, and that there has been no opportunity to 
regain even that normality. At the present rate 
of stock increase—and the draft has stopped in the 
Mid-Continent which was drained at the rate of a 
million barrels a month for more than two years— 
it can not be long before the stocks on hand in 
pipeline and field storage reach something more than 
a reasonable reserve. 

That this has been accomplished in the face of 
the present drain upon petroleum resources is a 
matter of congratulation, for the consumption of the 
country—including both domestic and imported 
mineral oil—reached 32,486,141 barrels in June, 
1919, as against 31,763,914 in June, last year. 
The May consumption—imported and domestic— 
totaled the surprising amount of 34,616,395 


barrels.

In other words, the greatest advances—enough 
to more than offset all losses elsewhere—were 
made in the comparatively new fields, while the 
greatest declines were registered iin the oldest fields 
in petroleum territory. It cannot be said, however, 
that the figures point to early exhaustion of available 
petroleum territory, and in view of the recent tremen- 
dous developments in the Texas fields, in the 
Ranger-Burkburnett-Panhandle and in. Wyoming 
there is a present indication that the totals for the 
year 1919 will be in excess of those for the periods 
just considered, despite the war-time efforts to 
increase the production last year to the greatest 
possible amount.

FIELD REPORTS SHOW CONTINUED 
ACTIVITY—TEXAS THE SCENE OF 
THE GREATEST OIL BOOM IN ITS 
HISTORY. 





Not so many years ago to mention petroleum was 

to think of Pennsylvania; today it means Texas in 
the minds of the average citizen. And this condi- 
tion is not all due to advertising, but to an increase 
in production in the Lone Star State, which has 
opened new territory in the Southwest, in the old 
Panhandle, along the Rio Grande, on the New 
Mexico border, and even into the channel of the 
Red River. 
; One by one the older fields of the East are reced- 
ing into the “‘also ran” class, although the decline 
as been one of steady exhaustion and not of spas- 
modic slump. On the other hand, Wyoming— 
which gained 3,617,000 barrels in 1918 over the 
Previous year—and the Texas group may establish 
hew output records for the country before the be- 
ginning of the holidays.

We present herewith our customary summary of 
the reports from our own correspondents in every 
large field in this country :— 


Eastern. 


Unlike the majority of the fields of the country 
the high-grade eastern territory has shown an “off’’ 
tendency for the week, with a decline of 28 in the 
number of completions and of 4,667 barrels in new 
output. There were few large wells, that is the 
answer; in fact, the average per well could not have 
been more than 50 per cent. of the average for the 
previous report. E-ven Kentucky, the bright spot in 
the Eastern division, showed eight less wells com- 
pleted and nearly 3,000 barrels’ less production 
than in the previous report. There are, however, 
a number of wells due to be brought in both in New 
York State and in Pennsylvania, and this should 
make the next report better reading to the consumer 
who wants the Pennsylvania grade crude. The 
completion total for the week was 164, as com- 
pared with 190, while the new production was 
4,270 barrels against 8,937 barrels. There was 
also a decrease of 20 in the number of gassers and 
of six in the number of dry holes. Outside of 
Kentucky, with 73 completions and 3,105 barrels, 
West Virginia was alone notable with 51 comple- 
tions—10 gassers and seven dusters—and 393 bar- 
rels. It was not a good week. Pennsylvania, with 
nine completions—one duster and one gasser—had 
a new oil output of 209 barrels. 


Canada. 


There never has been such general, Dominion- 
over, activity in Canada oildom as marks the present 
attempt to increase the output and enlarge the pro- 
ductive fields for crude petroleum. Activity is ap- 
parent from the Great Slave Lake to the Pacific 
and from Calgary to Cape Breton. In Western 
Canada alone several millions of dollars are being 
expended in exploration work. The geological sur- 
veying parties are ranging across Canada, from the 
49th parallel to the Arctic Circle, and while imme- 
diate results have not been extraordinary, oil territory 
has been unearthed of vast acreage, and many im- 
portant tests are now under way. There is no let- 
up in Ontario, either. 


California. 


There was a total of but ten new wells started 
throughout the entire California oil territory, which 
is less than the normal since the first of the year, and 
brings the total since January | up to 377. There 
were eight wells reported ready to be deepened or 
redrilled, as compared with 16 for the previous 
week. A number of good ones were brought in 
during the period, notably a redrilled well on Ride- 
out Heights, which came in as a gusher and threw oil 
over the surrounding landscape. 


Gulf Coast. 


The Texas section of the Gulf Coast made a 
rather poor showing for the period, with drilling 
operations of a routine nature, and one well of 1,500 
barrels’ capacity in West Columbia. There were 
two others that looked well, “‘but something hap- 
pened to them.”” Wildcat work is being resumed 
and the next report should be of more interest. There 
were 12 completions for the week, with 2,045 bar- 
rels of new oil, as against 15 completions and 4,305 
barrels for the previous week. There were 11 less 
rigs up and wells drilling at the end of the week, as 
compared with the 287 total of the last report. 
West Columbia, with three completions and 1,500 
barrels, led the list; Barber's Hill got one of 300 
barrels; and Goose Creek one of 100 barrels. The 
balance was scattering, with the emphasis on the 
scat—. The average daily production of the Gulf 
Coast is now 76,000 barrels. 


Mid-Continent. 


The Oklahoma section of the dual-headed Mid- 
Continent field is showing for better things, with a 
daily average production of some 220,000 barrels, 
and, what is of infinitely more importance, the end- 
ing of the draft on storage stocks, which has ‘aver- 
aged a million barrels a month for some time. 
Storage oil has been reduced 25,000,000 barrels 
in the Mid-Continent in two years, and there is now 
every prospect that the tide has begun to flow and 
that the ebb has ceased. Cushing now has an output 
of some 38,000 barrels a day; Healdton has about 
a thousand barrels less, with 37,000, and the other 
districts are producing 145,000 barrels. The daily 
output of Kansas holds to about 82,000 barrels 
daily. There is also a new pool in Oklahoma, 
which looks well—the Beggs pool—called also 
Black or Simons—in Okmulgee County, where large 
wells are proving to have desirable stamina or stay- 
ing qualities. This is a 2,8QQ-foot sand, yery pro- 
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ductive, and the daily production of 6,000 barrels 
is expected to be doubled within a few weeks. 
Usually the wells are allowed to flow from the top 
of the sand. The Elbing-Peabody district is the 
interesting sector of Kansas just now, with the Eye- 
stone farm development the center of activity. A 
pipeline is being constructed from El Dorado to the 


new pool. 
Mexico. 


There was another good one in the Panuco pool 
in Mexico, with an initial output of 5,000 barrels a 
day. Otherwise field work is quiet. The seamen’s 
strike, the scarcity of tankers and other causes led 
to a temporary loss of activity at the export termi- 
nals, but work in the completion of storage facilities 
and sea-loading lines continues. Millions of dollars 
have been and are being expended in preparation for 
e still greater impetus to the exportation of Mexican 
crude than marked the war period, and that estab- 
lished records for Mexico, despite all the internal 
complications. 


North Central Texas. 


The biggest oil reservoir of the country—Texas— 
is dotted with derricks, from Mexico to Oklahoma 
and then ‘“‘cross lots,’’ yet with all the excitement 
over prospects and production, derricks and disaster, 
pipelines and possible prosperity the North Central 
district holds the center of the stage. It is believed 
now that the production of the State should reach 
94,000,000 barrels this year—in 1918 it was 
38,750,031 barrels, as compared with 32,413,287 
barrels in 1917. The total output of oil in the 
entire north part of the Lone Star State in the latter 
year was 10,900,646, which increased to 17,- 
280,612 last year. Today the average daily pro- 
duction is in excess of 230,000 barrels, and there 
is every reason to believe that this may be doubled 
before the end of the year. Taking the increase in 
output for the year by quarters and allowing the 
same ratio for the last two as for the second over the 
first quarter and the three months ending September 
will show 20,000,000 barrels, while the last quarter 
should be around 30,000,000 barrels. This would 
bring the year’s output to 72,000,000 barrels, plus 
the heavy oil production at the same rate as last 
year—22,000,000 barrels—and the estimate of 
94,000,000 barrels will be found too low, if any- 
thing. With a new railroad to be built, new pipe- 
lines and new storage, who shall say where the pos- 
sible end lies? The report for the week shows 
231,660 barrels’ daily average output, a gain of 
2,100 barrels over the previous report; 95 com- 
pletions and 90,180 barrels of new crude, as com- 
pared with a daily average of 229,570 barrels; 105 
completions and 83,555 barrels of new production. 
Burkburnett had the most completions and the great- 
est new output; Eastland and Comanche County 
had the biggest wells. 


North Louisiana. 


There were two features of the report of the 
Northwest Louisiana field for the period:—The 
bringing in of a gusher in the Claiborne field, rated 
at from 4,000 to 6,000 barrels, and which flowed 
at the rate of 30,000 barrels a day when first 
brought in; and the completion of the pipeline be- 
tween the Bull Bayou field and the posting of prices 
for Bull Bayou crude, ranging from 75 cents a 
barrel for the 32 gravity or under, up to $1.90 for 
the 38-degree and above. Some relief is expected 
also in the Pine Island field by the announcement 
of a large carrier that it will take 10,000 barrels 
a day from that field at the rate of 75 cents a barrel. 
Another company has been taking to the extent of 
connections at 60 cents a barrel. The production 
of the North Louisiana field for the week averaged 
44,800 barrels a day, as compared with 45,800 
barrels for the previous report. There were five 
completions for the period, with an accredited total 
of 1,600 barrels of new oil, but this does not include 
the big gusher production. 


West Texas. 


The wildcatter and the explorer are busy in prac- 
tically every county of Texas, from the T. & P. 
RR. to the Rio Grande, and there are derricks up 
in practically every county in the wide area. The 
counties involved to the greatest extent are Tom 
Green, Sterling, Coke, Nolan, Runnels, Concho, 
Sutton, Irion, Crockett, Howard, Edwards, Pecos, 
Kimble and adjacent counties. San Angelo, a 
flourishing city of 16,000 people, is the center of 
this territory and a good part of the most effective 
work has been within a score of miles of this center. 


REFINED PRODUCTS. 


The good position evidenced by the market for 
refined petroleum products generally in the previous 
week continued in the past week and is still prevalent.

Stocks are not being let go with any show 
of eagerness to part with them, and the result is that 
all grades of illuminating oils have a tendency to 
advance, though there has been no price change 
within the week. ; . 

Similarly there is strength in the market for lubri- 
cating oils of all kinds. This group continues to 
receive an unusually heavy call from export sources, 
while at the same time domestic consumers are large 
purchasers. The demand has increased, if anything, 
during the last week, but this increase has not had 
the effect of pushing quotations any higher. That

ever, not had the effect of causing any pronounced 
change in the price lists, though it is probable that 
bona fide buyers could shade the quoted figures for 
actual business of a desirable nature. 

Cylinder stocks are in large demand for export, 
and the result is that prices are well maintained and 
the market’s tone keeps fairly strong all around.

The editor of The Lamp has asked me to send a message to you in this 
number, which is concerned chiefly with what the Standard Oil Company has 
done to help win this war.

OBITUARY. 


JOSEPH MANNING. 


Joseph Manning, a life-long resident of 
Oil City, and one of the most well-known 
oil men, died last week, after an illness 
of several months. 

Mr. Manning was born in County Gal- 
way, Ireland, June 15, 1851, and remained 
in the land of his birth until the year 
1867, when he came to America, arriving 
in May of the same years. He at ence 
secured employment in the oil business 
and began to drill for himself in 1871, and 
was considered a good driller. 

In the same year he, together with 
George W. Darr, purchased two lots in 
the city on Plumer road, in the vicinity of 
what is now Manning street, Oil City. 
Several wells were sunk, and although 
they were not large producers they net- 
ted a steady income to the producers. 
Later he bought Mr. Darr’s interests and 
conducted the business himself. Shortly 
after this he purchased six or more lots 
in the same region and drilled several 
wells that are still producing to this day. 

Following his first humble venture, 
slowly but with great care he laid the 
foundation for his extensive o,erations in 
the Venango, Bradford and Allegany (N. 
Y.) field In his operations in this field 
his brother, Richard Manning, was his 
partner until his death in 1917. 

In 1877 Mr. Manning was married to 
Miss Catherine Falvey, of Boston, Mass., 
who died in 1901 Later he married Miss 
Josephine Donnelly, who, together with his 
four daughters, Misses Mary, Margaret, 
Elizabeth and Mrs. Fred Ginkel, all of Oil 
City, survive him.

i ae instructed to state that should 
the lives of American citizens continue to re- 
main unsafe and these murders continue by 
reason of the unwillingness or inability of the 
Mexican Government to afford adequate pro- 
tection, my Government may be forced to 
adopt a radical change in its policy with re- 
gard to Mexico

Mexican Reply. 


The Mexican reply, dated July 28, 
signed by Salvador Diego-Fernandez, in 
charge of the Department of Foreign 
Relations, and dated July 28, follows:— 
Mr. Charge d’Affaires:—The note which your 
honor was pleased to send me on the 22d inst., 
advised me of the instruction which you had 
received to notify this department that if the 
lives of the citizens of the United States in 
Mexico continued in a state of insecurity, and 
if murders shouid continue because of the 
unwillingness or inability of the Mexican 








Government to give adequate protection the 
Government of the United States would be 
compeiled to adopt a radical change in its 


policy with regard to Mexico. 

In reply I have the honor to state that the 
fact that offenses against the lives of citizens 
of the United States have occurred in the 
territory of the Republic cannot be notorious.y 
attributed to unwillingness to give protection. 
The willingness to furnish this protection has 
been expressed repeatedly and the material 
difficulties in the way of fulfilling a promise, 
supposing that it is not fulfilied, should not be 
confused with unwillingness to do s0, espe- 
cially as this willingness had been demon- 
strated by acts. 

Moreover, if we consider the protection of 
human life in absolute terms, that is to say, 
if in every cage and wherever a citizen of the 
United States may be within Mexican terri- 
tory he should enjoy special and effective pro- 


tection to a degree such that his life may 
never be piaced in danger, it is not possible 
for the Government of Mexico to do this, be- 


cause so perfect a condition of security exists 
nowhere; with all the more reason is this 
true, considering the great territorial extent 
of the Republic, its scanty population and the 
difficult conditions which prevail after a long 
civil war. 


Action by Mexico. 


The Government of Mexico has always en- 
deavored as far as possible to give full se- 
curity to the lives of foreigners, as well as 
of its nationals, but the fact is that foreign- 
ers, through ignorance, the lack of prudence, 
or rash eagerness for profit, venture to remain 
or to travel in dangerous regions, thereby in- 
curring the risk of becoming the victims of 
offenses and even trusting to escape offenses 
because of their being foreigners.

This correspondence was given out today, as follows: 


It should be remembered, moreover, that al- 
ways when the Government of Mexico has had 
knowledge of an offense it has pursued the 
presumably guilty parties. The pursuit in 
such a case surely is not the same as that 
ordinarily made in cities in the case of ordi- 
nary crimes, because the circumstances are 
different in a populous community. In the 
latter it is relatively easy to identify the 
guilty party, while in uninhabited places the 
band which committed the offense is located 
and pursued, is overtaken and as many as 
possible are killed without generally being 
able to identify the really guilty party, because 
even within the band of offenders itself it is 
impossible to determine as might be supposed 
which projecti.e of a volley caused a murder. 
The recent Correll case proves that the Mexi- 
can Government, following this procedure, 
which is the only possible one, is displaying 
the greatest activity, because, immediately 
after this murder it was reported forces left 
in pursuit of the band and killed four of the 
Villains. 


Preoccupied by Rebels. 


The Mexican Government has been constantly 


preoccupied with the pacification of the re- 
public, and as a first step has destroyed the 
principal rebel groups and has conquered the 
most notorious leader, as is demonstrated by 
the conclusion of the recent Villa movement, 
the death of Zapata, of Blanquet, and Inez 
Avila, without mentioning the operations 


against groups of minor importance. A neces- 
sary consequence of this progress in the labor 
of pacification is the existence of some bands, 
the weak remains of the large groups. 

The Mexican Government has been, and con- 
tinues, animated by the best of intentions to 
eliminate all those difficulties which might 
disturb its good relations with the Govern- 
ment of the United States, and has so proven 
on repeated occasions. If the Government of 
the United States wishes its citizens to enjoy 
greater protection, the Mexican Government, 
anxiously desiring as ever a good understand- 
ing between both governments, suggests the 
desirability that citizens of the United States 
concentrate in the populous places where com- 
plete guarantees may be offered them, and that 
these citizens, when they find it necessary to 
visit the dangerous zones, request sufficient 
forces for their protection, which will be fur- 
nished by the Mexican authorities. 


Paymasters Refused Escorts. 


In the Tampico region the paymasters of the 
petroleum companies have been offered escorts 
to accompany them for the safe transportation 
of funds, and the companies have refused on 
the pretext that the presence of the escort 
precipitates the attack of the rebels, or that 
the individuals of the escort do not conduct 
themselves properly. These are unfounded as- 
sertions. Moreover, the relation which has 
existed between those same petroleum compa- 
nies and the rebels is notorious, it being also 
suspected that there may have been cases in 
which the paymasters were in accord with 
the supposed assailants. The Mexican Gov- 
ernment, in order to demonstrate once more 
its willingness to furnish complete protection, 
has already formally promised to reimburse 
the sums which might be taken from the pay- 
masters, notwithstanding the presence of the 
escort, and if this last offer is not accepted the 


consequences will be the exclusive fault of 
those same interested parties. 
I believe I have made clear the true situa- 


tion and the possibility of the Mexican Gov- 
ernment giving daily increasing means of pro- 
tection to life and property as it evidently has 


done and its undeniable desire to secure every 
class of guarantees within the national terri- 
tory. In view of these facts, the menace em- 


braced in your note has surprised the Mexican 
Government, all the more so since it seems 
strange that it should be exacted that even in

FALL COMMITTEE TO INVESTIGATE

The Fall sub-committee of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee that was 
named to investigate the Mexican situa- 


tion has not yet organized, its chairman, 
Senator Fall, said today, but in a general 
way its work has been outlined, so far as 
the ideas of the Senator are concerned. 
The program contemplates a very thor- 
ough investigation of developments in the 
Mexican situation since the days of Por- 
firio Diaz. The work will begin when the 
sub-committee names a secretary and 
when other preliminaries have been at- 
tended to. The sub-committee has been 
conferring with the full committee on 
some of these matters. 


_it is Senator Fall’s idea that the inves- 
gation should be constructive and in- 
structive to Americans who do not know 
much generally about conditions south of 
the Rio Grande. The committee will make 
recommendations for action based upon 
the information it gathers. The main 
point in the mind of Senator Fall is that 
American interests should be protected. 
If this can be accomplished by peaceful 
procedure, well and good. If not then the 
use of force will be urged. 


Interpreters and other assistants will

plans to go to the border in carrying on 
S$ work.

The Fall sub-committee had before it a 


copy of a decree recently issued by Presi- 
dent Suarez, of Colombia, providing for 
the nationalization of petroleum deposits 
and prohibiting the owners of land sur- 
face from negotiating oil leases. 

It was also reported to the sub-commit- 
mittee by American oil men at Paran- 
quilla that officials of the Colombian Gov- 
ernment were negotiating with the Pear- 
son syndicate, a British concern, which 
might have resulted in transferring 
American oil properties in Colombia to 
the Pearson interests. Another report was 
that an Anglo-Colombian combine was of- 
fering $1,000,000 for a blanket petroleum 
concession that, it is said, would have 
forced American oil interests out ot the 
Colombian field. 





HOW TO OBTAIN PERMISSION FOR EXPLOITA- 
TION OF MEXICAN PETROLEUM DEPOSITS 








For the purpose of clearing up the mis- 
understanding regarding the necessary 
steps for exploring and exploiting the de- 
posits of petroleum, pending the enact- 
ment of an organic law covering the 
whole question, President Carranza has 
authorized the following :— 


Circular No. 9 


Taking into consideration that the 
various companies and private persons in- 
terested in the petroleum industry have 
not understood the liberal idea that ani- 
mates the Federal Executive in issuing 
the decrees regarding the taxes on pe- 
troleum lands and on_ petroleum con- 
tracts, neither do they understand the ad- 
vantage that it would mean for them in 
the presentation of the manifestations 
that are directed in the decree of the 31st 
of July, 1918, issued with the view to 
protect the rights acquired before the 1st 
of May, 1917, therefore they did not 
present such manifestations (reports of 
lands owned or leased). 


That, as a consequence of the failure 
in the presentation of the manifestations 
ordered, the parties interested were de- 
prived, in accordance with the Article 
No. 4 of the decree of the 12th of August, 
1918, of the right to proceed in making 
new works, in relation to the exploration 
and exploitation of their petroleum lands 
in property or under lease. 

That, for the same reason, they cannot 
comply with their commercial engage- 
ments contracted previously, as they have 
manifested continuously before the Sec- 
retary of Industry, Commerce and Labor; 
and that it having always been the idea 


of the Federal Government 


to encourage 
the development of the national petro- 
leum industry; the Citizen President of 
the Republic has deemed it proper to de- 
clare that :— 
The proprietors of land or the holders 
of leases for the right of exploitation, 
who have not yet presented the manifes- 


tations (reports) prescribed in 


the decree 
of the 31st of July, 1918, 


regarding the 


taxes on petroleum lands and on petro- 
leum contracts (leases) they can in the 
future undertake works of exploration 


and exploitation of petroleum, according 
that, soliciting the corresponding per- 
missions from the Federal Executive they 
obligate themselves to respect the pre- 
cepts of the organic petroleum law, which 
will be expedited by the Congress of the 
Union. 

The permissions granted by the Secre- 
tary, Department of Industry, Commerce 
and Labor, in compliance with the 
previous decree, will have the character 
of being provisional, and they shall be re- 
validated in accordance with the organic 
law on petroleum, when that law shall 
be expedited. 
_To obtain the permissions of explora- 
tion and exploitation the solicitors will 
present before this Department of Indus- 
try, Commerce and Labor, the documents 
that demonstrate the possession of the 
land in which the said permissions are to 
be utilized. 

The foregoing is put in the knowledge 
of the interested parties, for their com- 
pliance therewith.

Scope of the New Oil Laws—Secretary Pani Explains Some of 
the Requirements Established Under the New Constitution. 


A statement with reference to the new 
laws governing the exploitation of pe- 
troleum in Mexico has been made by Ing. 
Alberto Pani, Secretary of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Industry, and is 
published in the local press. Mr. Pani 
emphasizes the declaration that there will 
be no taking over of property without 
full compensation, and that there is no 
basis for alarm on the part of land own- 
ers and exploiters of oils as to the appli- 


cation of the new law. He says:— 
“Land owners have alleged that they 
are to be deprived of their wealth, but 
this is not so. Article XXVII. of the 
Constitution is final, clear, and admits 
of no modifications, and it is to it that 
the question of petroleum must neces- 


sarily be submitted. It is open to discus- 
sion whether the owner of a piece of land 
is also the owner of everything under 
it, in which no one knows the treasure 
which may be contained. 

“All operations of exchange and trans- 
fer of ownership, as also the recovery of 
taxes are made upon the surface. 

“From the times when Mexico 
Spanish colony there existed 
to this effect contained in what is known 
as mining ordinances in which it was 
stated that gold, silver, and the ‘bitumens’ 
of the land belonged to the king. 

“Once the national independence was 
archived this law continued in force, that 
which had previously pertained to the 
Spanish monarch passing to the dominion 


was a

“The Constitution of 1857 did not 
destroy its observance, but in the time 
when Gen. Manuel Gonzalez governed 
this country it was decreed, without ap- 


proval of Congress or any constitutional 





reform, that the proprietors of lands 
should also be proprietors of subsoil 
“It is impossible that there should be 
transactions in unknown wealth; the 
most curious thing about it is that the 
owners of land whose subsoil contains 
petroleum raise a cry to heaven when 


mining, which is business very adventure- 
some and uncertain, is regulated by cimi- 
lar laws expropriating the areas which 
are to be exploited. 

“It is a matter of record that almost 
never have proprietors of lands been the 
exploiters of subsoil, and it is not to 
them to whom the development of extrac- 
tive industries is due. 

“Moreover I am able to assure that 
there is neither basis for raising alarms 
of any kind nor for land owners cherish- 
ing fear’ that they will be displaced by 
the new petroleum law. for all area 
which is to be occupied for the purpose 
of such extraction or exploitation will re- 
ceive the indemnification due the owners 
by whom the business was undertaken. 

“Furthermore payment will be made 
to them for damages which they may re- 
ceive in this connection. 

“When the question is considered from 
the other point of view it is found to be 
a fact that owners of land explored or 
exploited received very much tinecreased 
sums of money which would probably not 
have been produced in crops or cattle 
raising. Those who have put out large 
sums to start these enterprises and to 
put them in operation have, therefore, 
the right also to receive the fruit of their 
labors, for they have paid the. govern- 
ment the fees for exploitation 

“The contracts which have been en- 
tered into previous to the date on which 


the new law goes into effect certainly 
will have a point in that same _ thing 
which will assure them consideration to 


the end that no damage be done to in- 
terests legitimately acquired. 

“Furthermore there should be no lack 
of confidence created by those who have 
undertaken explorations as to investing 
sufficient money to exploit these fabulous 
national riches 

“That which has to do with taxes upon 
exploitation of mineral oil is a subject 
for the Secretary of the Treasury and 
Public Credit.”

State Department Announcement 


The State Department’s announcement 
(Oe Mexico City press Tuesday pub- 
lished a ‘circular issued by the Mexican 
Department of Industry, Commerce and 
Labor on August 1, 1919, setting forth 
conditions under which certain owners of 
oil properties may operate under the or- 
ganic petroleum legislation pending in the 
Mexican Congress. The circular  fol- 
lows :— 

Whereas a number of companies and tIndi- 
viduals interested in the petroleum industry 
have failed to understand the liberal spirit 


animating the Federal executive in issuing the 
decrees regarding taxes on petroleum lands 
and leases and the advantage of exhibiting the 
statements required In the decree of July 31, 


1918, enacted to protect the rights acquired 
prior to May 1, 1917, and therefore failed to 
said statements That as a conse- 


oe of the failure to present the statements 
required the interested parties were deprived 
by article IV of the degree of August 12, 1918, 
of the right to perform new works of petro- 
leum exploration and exploitation on their own 
Jands as well as on lands leased by them, and 
therefore they are not able to fulfill their pre- 
viously contracted commercial obligations, as 
it has been repeatedly communicated by them 
to the Department of Industry, Commerce and 
Labor. As the constant tendency of the gov- 
ernment has been to promote the development 
of the national petroleum industry, the Presi- 
dent of the republic has ordered that the 
owners of concessionaires of rights of exploita 
tion who failed to present the statements pre 
scribed in the decree of July 31, 1918, regard 
ing taxes on petroleum lands and petroleum 
leases be allowed to undertake works of petro 
jleum exploration and exploitation; provided 
that, upon the application for the necessary 
permits from the ederal executive said own 
ers and concessionalres bind themselves to 
accept the precepts of the petroleum organic 
law which may he issued by the National Con- 
gress. The permits granted by this depart- 
ment in compliance with the foregoing order 
will have a provisional character and must be 
revalidated in accordance with the petroleum 
organic law when it is enacted.

The Secretary of Industry and Com 
merce, at the suggestion of the Petroleum 
Department, has decided to send a com 
mission of geologists to the State of Mich- 
oacan, in order to make an investigation 
of the existence of petroleum deposits in 
that region. It is believed that such de- 
posits exist beyond any doubt, and vari- 
ous private individuals have at times in- 
vestigated the indications in the coast 


regions. Now a scientific search will be 
made and a report made thereon. 
Announcement is made that the com- 


pany of Cochrane, Herper & Co., of Bos- 
ton, has negotiations well under way with 
a number of the prominent o'l companics 
of this country to supply American rail 
ways with oil to an immense amount 
The concerns interested are said to be the 
Aguila Company, the Waters-Pierce Com 
pany, the Huasteca Company, the Penn. 


Mex. Company, as well as several smaller 
ones. By the end of six months it is said 
these companies wll be prepared to de- 
liver 50,000,000 barrels of crude oil for

Notes of Petroleum Development. 


A company has been organized in Lon 
don under the title of the Mexican British 
Vetroleum Company, with a capital of 
over £2,000,000, which, as its name indi- 
cates, will engage in the development of 
oil deposits in this country. 

The Mexican consul at San Miguel, in 
the Azores, reports that those islands af- 
ford a promising market for petroleum 
for use in vessels operating with that fuel 
and which make that locality a favor te 
calling point for supplies. 

The new oil companies have recently 
filed their registration applications with 
the Secretary of Industry and Commerce. 
One has been organized in this ety un- 
der the name of the Mexican Island Re- 
fining Company, and the other in New 
York under the title of the New York 
and Mahuaves Company. These new com- 
panies are respectively numbered 363 and 
364 in the department records. 

Permission has been granted to an ap- 
plicant for the exploitation of 340 acres 
of supposedly petroleum lands in the dis- 
trict of Mapimi, State of Durango, where 
petroleum indications have been known 
for some time to exist. The permission is 
provisional. 

The Mexican Petroleum Region Com- 
pany has been granted permission to con- 
struct a pipeline from its well No. 4 to 
the storage tanks of the Mexico Loston 
Leasing Company, in Panuco, Ozulama, 
Vera Cruz. 

Permission has been asked and given to 
the Aguila Company to continue the work 
of drilling its well Sarlat No. 20, in 
Macuspana, State of Tabasco. 

A group of experts from Spain is now 
investigating the Tampico petroleum 
region with the purpose of engaging in 
the development of that industry on their 
own account. It is proposed to sink wells, 
construct a large refinery, and engage in 
all branches of the business. The enter- 
prise is supported by an abundance of 
capital.

tEDERAL TRADE COMMISSION. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 15, 1919. 


Shortage of funds will delay prosecution of the gasoline price and 
oil investigation of the Federal ‘Trade Commission unless Congress soon 
makes the necessary appropriations. ‘The Commission receatly asked for 
half a million dollars to enable it to make inquiries into the oil situation 
and into other matters that are involved in the problem of the high cost of 
living. ‘The House Committee on Appropriations will soon take up the 
estimate of the Commission with a view to reporting out a special bill cover- 
ing it in whole or in part. 

E.. E.. Grant, secretary of the Independent Oil Men’s Association, 
early this week conferred with Federal Trade Commission experts about the 
complaints filed by the Commiss‘on against various oil companies, alleging 
unfair competition because of their practice of leasing pumps and tanks to 
sellers of gasoline and kerosene for nominal sums. 

It was learned at the Commission headquarters that the results of the 
referenduin being taken by the American Petroleum Institute on this 
problem are intended largely for consideration in connetion with Com- 
miss:on corplaints against independent oil concerns, which cases are in 
comparatively early stages of development.

With Loss of 10 in Completions New Production 
Jumps 6,600 Barrels—New Railroad to Be 
Constructed—New Town for the 
Desdemona Pool. 


FORT WORTH, Texas, Aug. 14, 1919. 
The mammoth State of Texas is 
seething with petroleum excitement and 
it is growing so rapidly that within a 
short space of time nearly every coun 
ty in the State will be tested out for 
the golden fluid. Development work is 
gaining by leaps and bounds, and there 
are more driling wells) and rigs up 
ready to drill than in any other four 





States in the Union. 

The total oil production of Texas for 
the year 1919 should reach 94,000,000 
barrels, worth $184,000,000, according 
to an estimate recently made by experts 
who based their calculations on the pro- 
duction recorded for the first half of the 
year. Fairly compiled figures show that 
for the first six months of 1919 there was 
produced in Texas 34,187,850 barrels, of 
which 10,786,990 barrels were heavy oil 
produced in the Gulf Coast region and at 
Corsicana und 23,400,860 barrels were 
light, produced in the North Central and 
West Texas field Figures, except those 
for June which were estimated, were 
based on pipeline runs, tank car and 
water shipments and sales to local con- 
summers, 

There was an increase of only 1.4 per 
cent. in the production of heavy oil in 
the second quarter of the year over the 
first quarter, while the increase in the 
production of light oil in the same _ pe- 
riod was 45 per cent

slight increase in the production of heavy 


oil is anticipated. It is believed that the 
new flush production in such fields as 
Hull and West Columbia will offset the

The actual production is now 
more than 220,000 barrels, and it is confi- 
dently expected that this will be doubled be 
fore the year is over The extension of the 
Burkburnett pool and the constant opening 
up of new areas in Eastland and Stephens 
counties make it hazardous to estimate what 
the ftle:ds will produce 

For present purposes the estimate is based 
on the ratio of gain shown by a comparison 
of the first and second quarters of the year, 
or 45 per cent. On this basis the output for 
the third quarter should not be less than 
20,000,000 barrels and for the fourth quarter 
about 29,000,000 barrels. This would make a 
grand total for the year of 72,000,000 barrels 
of light oil 

Adding the estimated production of heavy 
oll—-22,000,000 baurrels—the entire output for 
the year would be 94,000,000 barrels At the 
present price of $1 per barrel for heavy crude 
and $2.25 for light, the oil would have a mar- 
ket value at the wells of §154,000,000 This 
would pay the State, through the new occupa 
tion tax of 1% per cent. on the gross value 
of marketed oil, more than 93,000,000 for the 
year 
Wildcatting Paved the Way. 

Zoological experiments in Texas of late have 
been confined large.y to the wildcat tribe, 
and while the animals are found in great 
numbers in North Central Texas, their fe 
rocity is not great At the outset it might 


be said that no less an author than Cato Sells, 


Commissioner of Indian Affairs, who has had 
charge of the leasing of thousands of acres 
of valuable Indian lands for oil driling,

the tentative drafts of petitions prepared 
for Oklahoma and Texas. The big question 
of all is as to the legal boundary between 
States, and it is expected that the gov- 
pa oe will require a specific study of that 
point before the suit is started by Fain. 

Fain has been in Washington for some 
time conferring with the Department of 
Justice and the Department of Interior on 
points in the controversy. Meantime Major 
Herbert W. Peck, recently discharged from 
the United States Army, has been sworn in 
as Assistant United States District Attorney, 
and he will have charge of the case for the 

ent. 
oorvillard Bleakmore, Assistant Attorney 
General of Oklahoma, has been assigned to 
the service of the commissioners of the Land 
Office, who recently leased a portion of the 
land in-controversy for oil and gas purposes 
and guaranteed title to the lessees. Bleak- 
more already has made an investigation for 
the State in the department at Washington. 

Cases are now in lower courts and pending 
before the United States Land Office at 
Guthrie involving all phases of the big con- 
troversy. Those in the Land Office involve 
the supposed rights of claimants under the 
mineral laws of the United States. One in 
a district court touches the rights of tres- 
passers on lands held by squatters. Other 
cases in United States courts involve the 
rights of oil and gas lessees, such as the 
Sinclair Gulf Oil Corporation, which is seek- 
ing to hold title to leases over the river 
obtained in the State of Texas. 

There has been a notable decrease in the 
number of transfers involving disputed lands 
Some transactions recently prescribed the 
guarantee of title delivery or no trade. Dur- 
ing the last few months much trading was 
done on this acreage, particularly that which 
is claimed under the mineral laws. 

A suit is threatened against the commis- 
sioners of the Land Office by disappointed 
bidders at the recent sale. Violation by the 
commissioners of the published rules and 
regulations governing the sale is charged.

Big Oil Company Planned. 


Judges Morton and Mackey, of Breckenridge, 
well-known attorneys, announce that tenta- 
tive plans have been agreed upon for the or- 
ganization of a very large company to de- 
velop oil, with a capital of $25,000,000 This 
organization, it is announced, will be com- 
posed of the foremost oil men of the United 
States, and the scope of Its activity will be 
far reaching. Besides the production of oil, 
it will own and operate its own refineries, 
pipelines, tank cars and base port wharfage, 
besides operating boats for the exportation of 
its products to Europe. It will maintain of- 
fices in Breckenridge and New York city 

At a meeting called for August 15, at Min- 
eral Wells, final completion of the organiza- 
tion will be had, the directorate and personnel 
of the association announced. The vest extent 
of the Breckenridge pool and the importance 
of Stephens county generally as an oil produc- 
ing area has attracted the attention of the 
big men in the game, and this corporation ts 
the result of their faith in its possibilities. 


All Over Texas. 


act providing that owners of soil of 
State lands sold with mineral rights reserved 
shall be allowed one-sixteenth royalty on oll 
and gas production, was signed by Governor 
Hobby. The act revising mining laws as they 
apply to hard minerals to make them conform

with Federal mining laws was also signed 
by the Governor. 
A contract has been closed through the 


Chamber of Commerce of Quanah, Texas, by 
which the Four States Oil and Refinery Com- 
pany agrees to build a 2,000-barrel refinery at 
Quanah. The Jeff Rogers tract of land, just 
north of the railroad tracks, was chosen for 
the site of the plant. 

The Stamford Oil and Gas Company has 
purchased leases from Kramer & McGinley 
on 2,500 acres, about nine miles southeast of 
Stamford, with a well now down about 1,200 
feet. The Texas Central Oil Company is plac- 
ing derrick material on its lease south of 
Sagetown. The Texas-Cushing Oil and De- 
velopment Company has just brought ten ex- 
pert drillers and tool dressers from the Okla- 
homa fields to Stamford. 


An announcement of importance in North 
Louisiana oil field activities is to the effect 
that the Sinclair Corporation has acquired 


thirty-two acres in the Claiborne field for a 
consideration of $32,000. The land is near the 
Lowenberg tract, on which the Standard Oil 
Company of Louisiana has drilled in two wells. 

The Texas Independent Pipelines Company's 
refinery at Abilene expects to be running 
within a very few days. 

A block of 5,000 acres of oil leases has been 
secured by men of Bowie in the vicinity of 
Queen's Peak, five miles north of Bowie, and 
a company is being formed to drill a deep test. 

Dr. W. M. Lang, of Long Beach, Calif., and 
associates will build a refinery in Vernon ac- 
cording to recent announcement. Plans call 
for an initial capacity of 500 barrels daily, 
which will be increased later to 2,000 barrels 
as a’ maximum. The concern will be known 
as the Askea-Lang Oil and Refining Company, 
and will have a capitalization of $200,00v. 

The Texas Company is stringing a line to the 
tanks of the Home Oil and Refining Company 
on the Home Company’s lease in block 818, in 
the northwest extension to the Burkburnett 
field, and will take care of the oil until the 
Home Company has its line finished from 
Burkburnett to Iowa Park, where the com- 
pany will have two 55,000-barrel stock tanks. 
from lowa Park the crude will be shipped to 
the Home refining plant at Fort Worth. This 
refinery will start running some time during 
the present month, and to meet immediate 
needs the company is laying a line from the 
Gulf tank farm on the north side at Fort 
Worth to the plant, southwest of Fort Worth, 
a distance of about eight miles. This will 
give the plant crude to operate until its own 
production is available. 

Sixty-six oil and gas leases on approxi- 
mately 9,000 acres near Sadler, in Grayson 
county, have been filed at Sherman. 





The Nacona Oil and Gas Company's well 
near Nacona, in Montague county, struck a 
heavy gas pressure, estimated from 2,000,000 


to 4,000,000 cubic feet, and caused much ex- 
citement thereabouts. Many of the oil scouts 
of the State are looking the prospects over. 

A showing of oil has been found in the Texas 
Elkhorn Oil Syndicate’s well on the Richard- 
son ranch, thirty-five miles northwest of San 
Angelo, at a depth of 3,865 feet. 

It is announced that the Associated Petro- 
leum Company has disposed of holdings in 
284,702 acres of leases in twenty-nine counties 
of Texas and twenty-nine wells to the Key- 
stone Ranger Development Company for a re- 
ported consideration of $1,000,000. 





WEST TEXAS WILDCATS. 





Virtually Every County from T. & P. R. R. to Rio 
Grande Now Has Derrick Up—Greatest 
Activity in History of Territory. 


SAN ANGELO, Texas, Aug. 14, 1919. 

Never since the first test for oil in the 
San Angelo section of West Texas was 
begun back in 1917, has activity extend- 
ed over such a wide area, nor has it been 
pushed with such vim as at present. 
Virtually every county from the Texas 
and Pacific Railroad to the Rio Grande 
now boasts of a derrick, or has land 
leased to companies which before the end 
of 1919 will begin boring for liquid gold. 

This is revealed by a resume of opera- 


tions in Tom Green, Sterling, Coke, 
Nolan, Runnels, Concho, Sutton, Irion, 
Crockett, Edwards, Kimble, Pecos and 


adjoining counties. And for all this vast 
region, San Angelo is recognized as head- 
quarters for oil men and oil well supplies 
and its prestige in this regard is steadily 
increasing. 

That Totn Green county is keeping abreast 
of the progress elsewhere in its territory is 
proven by the existence of two deep tests that 


are now drilling, two others on which work 
is about to be resumed, and a couple of shal- 
low we'ls where oil sands have been struck. 
This docs not include contracts for three or 
more wells that are due to spud in by fall. 
The deepest well in the county is that of the 
Whitesides Oil and Gas Company, of Musko- 
gee, on the Door Key ranch of J. Willis 
Johnson, cattleman and banker. The site is 


about sixteen miles southwest of San Angelo. 


The underreaming of six and five-eighths inch 
casing at 2,80 feet has been in progress for 
several weeks. L. F McCraley is in charge 
About six miles southwest of this well, Wyvell, 
Yancey & Given, of New York, have sunk a 
test to 300 feet on the Wylie Jemeyson ranch 








and have been waiting on a drilling crew to 
resume operations, Work which had _ been 
suspended for about three weeks has been 
started again.

Further up the South Concho River Valley

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Wage and Hour Decision Not Yet Reached—Good 
Gusher at Rideout Heights—More New

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Aug, 11, 1919. 

Operators ¢re_ eagerly awaiting the 
outcome of action started by Senaté Pub- 
lic Lands Committee. Amendments have 
already been taken up to the leasing sec- 
tions suggested by Gillette. No attempt, 
however, has been made to do anything 
with relief sections. The committee, al- 
though it has not heard from Daniels or 
Palmer, proposes to make up the_ Dill 
and pass it and send it to the President. 

According to the papers submitted to 
the Senate Committee ‘on Public Lands, 
the 13 oil companies having claims in 
the naval reserve in California at the 
time the reserve was created in 1912, 
had spent $7,070,000 in development 
work. These expenditures were all made 
before the reserve was created in 1912. 
Since that time millions have been spent, 
so the total investment is somewhere be- 
tween $10,000,000 and $15,000,000. 


No Wage Controversy Progress. 


There is in prospect at the present writing 
a conference at Santa Barbara between rep- 
resentatives of oil operating companies and 
the President’s Mediation Commissioners. This 
will be the final meeting, and the outcome will 
have a definite bearing on whether or not the 
oil workers will receive a $500 minimum or 
otherwise. The decision is very weighty and 
means much either way. 


Big Gas Fire Out. 


The problem presented to the Standard Oil 
Company of extinguishing the flame produced 
by a gasser belching forth approximately 75,- 
000,000 cubic feet of gas was solved last week 
when this gigantic blaze was put out. For 
ten days the flame was battled, and the effect 
of twenty boilers, the steam from which was 
played on the flames, and mud pumped from 
fifteen rotary mud pumps, together with chem- 
icals, had very little effect upon the fire. 

Dynamite finally did the work, in conjunc- 
tion with the rest of this fire fighting appa- 


ratus. A sand line was strung from two der- 
ricks passing over the heart of the fire. By 
means of a pulley a load of 150 pounds of 


dynamite and nitro-glycerine was lowered into 
the blaze, while the steam, mud and chemicals 
diminished the force and was exploded. The 
blaze was snuffed out like a candle. The prob- 
lem now of capping this enormous fiow of 
gas is just as hard as was that of putting out 
the flames, due to the fact that three joints 
of casing were blown from the top of the hole. 
The top of the casing is therefore about fifty 
feet beneath the surface of the earth. 

One court decision has been made by Judge 
Bean in favor of the Rock Oil Company. As 
a result, resumption of operations by the Rock 
Oil Company on section 23-31-22 is looked for 
very soon. The revenue from seven wells, 
producing 17 gravity oil, now amounting to 
about $95,000, has been impounded for the past 
three years, pending the litigation instituted 
by the government which claimed fraudulent 
entry. This, no doubt, will be the result 
throughout the various properties which are 
being held up by litigation with the govern- 
ment. Undoubtedly when the cases are de- 
cided there will be a big stimulated action for 
new work. 

The Santa Fe is drilling a new well on sec- 
tion 9-29-28, near the foot of the Chino Grade. 
The company’s old well on this section drilled 


years ago is to be redrilled and put on the 
pump, but before doing this it has been de- 
cided to drill again in order to get more 
definite data as to water strata, and thus avoid 
the possibility of injury. The new well is 
down about 1,250 feet, which is somewhat 
deeper than the bottom of the old well. 

The Premier, southeast quarter of section 
24-20-14, is just drilling out cement in its 
sixteenth well, No. 26, located in the south- 


east quarter of the quarter section operated. 
Another well will be commenced when this is 
finished. The Premier is now getting between 
9,000 and 10,000 barrels a month. 


Rideout Well Gushes. 


During the past week the Whitley well on 
Rideout Heights was being redrilled and deep- 
ened, and soon after the boiler was run the 
well threw oil high over the crown block, and 
for a considerable distance on all sides. The 
well’s sudden action has necessitated the fill- 
ing with water in order to hold the oil and 
gas back while the drilling is going on. On 
the Strong property, adjoining the Whitley, 
No. 1 is now drilling and shows some 500 feet 
of hole. 

The Whitley well has created much interest 
in property in that part of the country. The 
Commonwealth Petroleum Corporation hag 


purchased the interests of a number of small 
leasers in the vicinity of and surrounding the 
Whitley well. The leases do not include the 
Whitley well, and then purchases were made 
in such a way as to secure sixty acres in one 


tract. This is the nucleus of oil producing 
property the corporation is going to accumu- 
late and operate in California in its own 
name. 

The Mascot Oil Company having acquired 


a lease on the Gregg ranch, a property adjoin- 
ing the Whitley well now showing up _ so 
strongly, has started preparations for drilling 
a well, and will commence drilling as soon as 
the rig and rigging up work are completed. 

The chances for the Union Oil Company get- 
ting a producing well on the Meyer lease at 
Santa Fe Springs is increasing. The well has 
started to flow again in spite of the fact that 
the water ‘is not entirely shut off and produc- 
ing conditions not very favorable. While at- 
tempting to shut off the deep water a boiler 
of cement was dropped to the decided depth, 
and the cement was dumped. From all indi- 
cations the attempt was successful and a 
pumping test will be made within a few days. 
Tubing is now being put in, and the well is 
making 100 barrels a day of oil coming through 
water some 4,590 feet and flowing through a 
quarter-inch opening. 

At Richfield the Chapman producer of the 
Union continues to increase its output. At 
the first of the week the production rose from 
4,600 to 4,793 barrels, and from all present 
indications the 5,000-barrel mark will soon be 
reached. The increased output of oil is hold- 
ing its gravity, and no sand or water is com- 
ing with this tremendous flow of black wealth. 
Three weeks ago this well was making 2,700 
barrels, and since that time has increased at a 
phenomenal rate.

More New Work at Fullerton. 


There was a total of but ten new wells 
started during the past week throughout the 
various California fields, which is less than 
the normal weekly average. This makes the 
total number of new wells started since the 
first of the year 377. There were eight wells 
reported ready to be deepened or redrilled, as 
compared to sixteen the previous week. 
Twenty wells were ready for water shutoff 
test, against seventeen the week previous. 
None was abandoned. 

Of the total of ten new wells, four were 
started around Fuilerton. The Petroleum- 
Midway is starting two new wells—one on 
section 2-2-12 and one on 31-1-11. These wells 
are in the Montebello field. The Union is 
ready to start drilling on section 29-3-9, at 
tichfieid, where already it has much devel- 
opment under way. The San Fernando Oil 
Company has siarted its first venture on sec- 
tion 32-3-15. 

During the 





week the Shell Company started 


two new wells at Coalinga—one on_ section 
34-19-15 and one on section 14-19-15. The 
Pan-American is also credited with two new 


wells—one on seciion 34-3-18, at Simi, and one 
at Casmalia, on the coast.

Covered in Dominion—Greatest Period of 
Development in Canadian History. 


CHATHAM, Ont., Aug. 12, 1919. 

A comprehensive survey ‘ndicates that 
Canada is now experiencing the greatest 
period of oil development in the country’s 
history. More money is being spent 


exploration work by the Dominion and 
provincial governmen'ts and by private 
corporations and individuals than ever be- 
fore. In Western Canada between $1,000,- 
000 and $2,000,000 is being spent in this di- 
rection, the appropriation’ for development 


in 





work of the Imperial Oil Company alone 
being $1,000,000. Operations in the West 
are centered in the province of Alberta, 
though British Columbia to the west 
and Saskatchewan to the east are receiv- 
ing attention. 

The results so far have not been sufficient- 
ly definite to warrant extravagant claims. 
Favorable indications have been encountered 
in some parts of Alberta, and the Imperial 
Oil Company, which has already conducted 
exhaustive surveys, has felt justified by the 
preliminary indications in increasing its 
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usual annual appropriation of to 


four times that sum. 


Extends to Arctic Circle. 


The scene of prospecting activities in the 
West extends from close to the 49th parallel 
as far north as the Arctic Circle. Within 
this vast stretch of territory numerous pros- 
pecting parties are at work. So vast is the 
area, however, that years -will be required 
to test it thoroughly; though there are 
prospects that a great deal of definite in- 
formtion will be secured before winter. 
There are a number of wells now drilling 
that should be completed within the next 
three months, and the results secured in 
these tests should throw a lot of light upon 
oil prospects in the West 


The indications are that more intelligent 
exploration work is being carried on this 
season than heretofore. In the Calgary ex- 
citement several years ago tests were need- 
lessly duplicated, and many tests were start- 
ed by companies that had not the funds 
for the required deep drilling. The present 
operations are being carried on very sys- 
tematically and scattered over a wide area, 
and there seems to be little, if any, duplica- 
tion. The Geological Survey of Canada is 
keeping in close touch with development 
work, and as a result of several years of 
persistent and careful research is in a posi- 
tion to give a great deal of helpful assist- 
ance to intending prospectors. 

In the West the principal theaters of 
activity in Alberta and British Columbia 
are seven in number, although a number of 
other localities are being investigated. 


Surveys in Boundary Belt, 


In the belt between Calgary and the in- 
ternational boundary in the western part 
of Alberta two wells are being drilled, and 
geologists are making further surveys. The 
formations are considered encouraging s0

far. There are no activities in the imme- 
diate vicinity of Edmonton, but some dia- 
tance to the east, near the C. P. R. line at 


Czar, a promising formation has been lo- 
cated and large claims have been staked 
by the Imperial Oil Company. Drilling is 


now proceeding, and it is proposed to con- 
tinue operations through the winter months. 
In contrast to the comparatively level coun- 
try around Edmonton the territory about 
Czar is quite hilly, revealing numerous out- 
croppings which throw considerable light 
upon the underlying formations. 

The most active area in the west is prob- 
ably that at Peace River, where seven out- 
fits are at work, and decisive results should 
be secured before the snow flies 


In British Columbia there are two areas 
receiving more or less attention. The 
Fraser River valley is being explored in the 
south, and several outfits are at work. In 
all some six or seven tests are drilling or 
projected in this area. 

In the northern part of the province the 
British Columbia section of the Peace River 
district is now regarded as potentially petro- 
liferous. It is here that the D’Arcy Develop- 
ment Company, a subsidiary of the Anglo- 
Persian Oil Company, applied for an exten- 
sive concession. The provisional government 
is reported to have finally refused ‘the re- 
quest, but the provincial authorities have 
undertaken preliminary exploration work on 
their own account, and this is now in prog- 
ress under the general direction of Prof. 
J. C. Gwillim. 


Two Areas in Far North. 


In addition to these five areas within easy 
access of civilization, there are two areas 
in the far north being tested by the Impe- 
rial Oil Company. Two parties were sent 
north early this summer with drilling out- 
fits, one to put down a test near Great Slave 
Lake, and the other to drill several hundred 
miles further north, near Fort Norman, on 
the Mackenzie River. The route taken by 
rail was to Peace River and thence by 
barge up the Peace and the great water- 
way system of the north to their ultimate 
destination. Two portages were found neces- 
sary in the northward trip, and part of 
the equipment is reported to have been car- 
ried away by high water. 

The latest reports are that good progress 
has already been made with the test at 
Great Slave Lake. The drilling crew is ex- 
pected to return to civilization some time 
in October, by which time definite results 
are fairly anticipated. According to recent 
information the drilling party destined for 
the test at Fort Norman on the Mackenzie 
have reached their destination, and are 
now at work getting their test under way. 


The last boat leaves for the south toward 
the end of August, after which the party 
will be cut off from the outside world till 


next spring. The outcome of the test will 
not be known till sometime in 1920. 


Peaee River Operations. 


Further south, in the Peace River district, 
the drilling on the part of a number of opera- 
tors has settled down to a struggle with tne 
famous ‘‘salt water vein,’ which in 1917 and 
1918 forced the abandonment of the two plo- 
neer tests in this field. So far every well that 
has reached the second sand between 965 and 
1,125 feet in the area north of Peace River 
town has encountered the same oil bearing 
formation. Underneath this oil sand, how- 
ever, is a salt water formation with a heavy 
pressure of wet gas. The Peace River Oil 
Company's McArthur No. 1, section 31-85- 
20-5, after drilling through the second oil 
sand hit this salt water and had to be aban- 
doned early in 1917. McArthur No. 2, sec- 
tion 24-85-21-5, got the oil sand at 962 feet, 
with indications of a 50-barrel well, but in at- 
tempting to drill below the sand the salt water 
was struck at 1,085 feet. It is claimed that 
this well showed 4,000,000 cubic feet of wet 
gas in the same salt formation. Ultimately the 


test was abandoned through inability to shut 
off the water. 
The later drillers have handled the water 


problem with exceeding care, and it was at 
one time intended to finish the wells in the 
second sand rather than take chances on 
spoiling them in an effort to secure a larger 
production lower down. However, the second 
sand generally is not a very big proposition. 


There has been a lot of talk of 200-barrel 
wells in this formation, but if ever these 
wells are put on the pump they are likelier 


to test between 10 and 50 barrels a day, and 
heavy asphaltic oil at that. The belief, how- 
ever, is strong that deeper drilling, if the salt 
water can be controlled, will result in larger 
oil production and higher grade crude. 

Two tests are now reported to be overcoming 
the water trouble and actually drilling below 
the salt. McArthur No. 3, section 4-85-21-5, 
is some five miles north of Peace River on the 
west bank of the Peace River and several 
miles upstream from the earlier tests. This 
test has encountered conditions identical with 
those in the earlier McArthur wells, but has 
shut off the water and is now drilling at 1,200 


feet. The Tar Island Oil and Gas Company, 
section 12-85-21-5, is on the west bank of the 


Peace River, almost opposite McArthur No, 2. 
Here salt water troubles were encountered in 
the fall of 1918, but this spring the drillers 
were able to shut off the water, and are now 
reported drilling into the lower formations. 
McArthur No. 3 and the Tar Island test are 
pretty close to the same depth. 

On the east bank of the Peace River, section 
12-85-21-5, is the Three Creeks Oil Company’s 
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test, a few miles downstream from 
in the spring it was reported, to have got belo 
No. 3.

Lightning Hits Tank. 


The East Coast Oil Company had a lucky 
escape from losing another storage tank last 
Sunday night when lightning struck a_20,000- 
barrel tank belonging to them at Panuco. 
The roof of the tank was damaged, but a 
heavy column of steam in the tank formed 
a cushion over the twelve feet of oil that the 
tank contained, and this successfully blanketed 
the oil and gas from being ignited. The roof 
of the tank was set on fire, but the crew at 
the station promptly brought the hose to bear 
on the blazing roof and put it out. ; 

It long has been the custom of the East 
Coast Company to turn steam into its tanks 
when electrical storms approach, and _ this 
precaution sometimes serves the purpose in- 
tended, as is evidenced by the saving of this 
ank. 

the Mexican Eagle Petroleum Company has 
built a new pumping station at Ojito, trans- 
ferring it there from La Ceiva. They have 
constructed an ice plant at Potrero and a new 
ice plant will be built at Los Naranjos. A 
pumping station will be built at San Lorenzo 
also. All the pumps mentioned have a capac- 
ity of 35,000 barrels each and are of the duplex 
compound type.

Tampico has been pretty much isolated from 
the world during the last two weeks. Few 
ships have come into port and there has been 


no railway communication with the United 
States, due to the heavy rains that have 
caused serious washouts on the railroad line 


between Monterey and Laredo. No mail from 
the States has been received here during this 
period and no newspapers, except the Spanish 
language newspapers from Mexico City. 

The salt water that developed in some of 
the wells in the lower country last spring is 
encroaching upon other properties and causing 
serious concern to some of the principal oper- 
ating companies. Up to the time Potrero de 
Llanos turned to salt water the Mexican pools 
appeared to be inexhaustible. This was a 
serious setback, promptly followed by two 
more wells going bad and the taint of sus- 
picion cast on other parts of the fields. 


Little Work in Fields. 


There is little work going on in the fields. 
No new permits have been issued for several 
months, and but few tests are being drilled.

Chicago-Canada Freight Rate Snarl to 
Be Untangled at Hearing at 
Chicago, August 19. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 15, 1919. 
Freight rates on petroleum and _ pe- 
troleum products shipped from Chicago 


and points in the Chicago switching dis- 
trict to Canada are to, be removed from 
their present tangle by a hearing before 
the Chicago Eastern District Freight 
Traffic Committee on August 19. Upon 
the petition of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad, a change is proposed on pe- 
troleum from the present commodity 
rates to fifth class rates as per the offi- 
cial classification.

Herewith is a comparative summary of 
the quantity of crude petroleum produced 
and marketed, imported, consumed, ex- 
ported, and held in storage in the United 
States in June and May, 1919, and in 
June, 1918, prepared by C. C. Osbon, of 
the United States Geological Survey. The 
statements with regard to fields east of 
the Rocky Mountains are based upon re- 
ports filed by about 200 pipeline, mar- 
keting and refining companies, only such 
refineries being included as receive crude 
oil by private pipelines or tank cars di- 
rectly from the wells. Statistics relating 
to California and to imports and exports 
were compiled from secondary sources. 
This statement indicates the general trend 
of conditions in the crude petroleum in- 
dustry of this country. 

The quantity of crude petroleum run 
from wells and producers’ field storage 
tanks and delivered to pipelines, market- 
ing companies, refineries, and other con- 
sumers in the United States in June, 1919, 
amounted to approximately 31,239,000 
barrels, an increase of 1,900,000 barrels, 
or 6.5 per cent., compared with May, 1919, 
and of 1,656,000 barrels, or 5.6 per cent., 
compared with June, 1918. The average 
daily rate in June, 1919, was 1,041,300 
barrels, a quantity greater by 94,881 bar- 
rels, or a little more than 10 per cent., 
than the average daily rate in the preced- 


ing month, and by 55,200 barrels, or about 
5.6 per cent., than the average daily rate 
in the corresponding month of last year. 


Mid-Continent Divided. 


The mid-continent region has been so 
divided in this summary as to show pro- 
duction separately in Oklahoma-Kansas, 
Central and North Texas, and North 
Louisiana, Data are not available to 
show the quantity of crude oil brought 
to the surface in May, 1919, in Central 
and North Texas, to which the petroleum 
industry is looking to offset the decline in 
some of the older fields. However, the 
quantity produced in Central and North 
Texas in June, 1919, was 5,630,000 bar- 
rels, an increase of 4,516,000 barrels, or 
a little more than 400 per cent., compared 
with the production in June, 1918, which 
was only 1,114,000 barrels. It is note- 
worthy that more petroleum was brought 
to the surface in June, 1919, than in any 
preceding month. Credit for the great- 
est increase in June over May, 1919, is 
due to Central and North Texas. 

Approximately 98 per cent. of the oil 
included in the following table was actu- 
ally brought to the surface in the United 
States in the months specified, the remain- 
ing 2 per cent. consisting of runs or tank 
car shipments from field storage Data

Liquid Asphalt Decision. 


Lord Sterndale, in the British Prize 
Court, has condemned as prize 12,809 bar- 
rels of “liquid asphalte” shipped by a 
Texas company at the beginning of 1916 
on the steamship Avra, and consigned to 
the Isontelius Handels Kompany of Stock- 
holm, and the question of the utility and 
nature of the “liquid asphalte” was raised 
by the problem of contraband. Dr. Wynd- 
ham R. Dunstan, director of the Imperial 
Institute, said the samples were found to 
consist of crude petroleum from which the 
lower boiling fractions had been removed 
by distillation, leaving a product which 
was suitable for use as fuel, particularly 
in certain types of heavy oil engines. This 
so-called liquid asphalte came within the 
description “‘mineral oils,” including ben- 
zine and motor spirits, included in the list 
of absolute contraband dated October 
14-15. 


French Oil Monopoly. 


A government bill (No. 63212) was in- 
troduced into the French Chamber of Dep- 
uties last month to institute a complete 
government monopoly in the purchase and 
importation of refined oils and petroleum 
spirit in France, Algeria, and the French 
colonies, through the medium of a central 
office attached to the Ministry of Finance. 
Further measures are also foreshadowed.

HELD “CLASS LEGISLATION” BY OIL MEN 





All Big Companies as Well as Jobbers Take Legal Steps to Secure 
Protection—Drastic Provisions in Re Oil From 


Outside State. 


ST. LOUIS, Mo., Aug. 15, 1919. 


Unaccountable delay in the enforce- 
ment of the Missouri State oil inspection 
laws, which were to have become effec- 
tive beginning July 1, 1919, has resulted 
in a rather chaotic condition in the pe- 
troleum markets throughout this section 
of the country. The law, which reduces

by one-half the fee for the inspection of 
gasoline, oil, and other petroleum prod- 
ucts, is the direct cause for the wide 
differential in the prices of filling sta- 
tion and tank wagon gasoline that is 
agitating oil interests throughout the 
Middle Western and Northern States, in 
the cpinion of well-informed men. 

The vital importance of the law to 
the petroleum industry over the entire 
country will be realized when the follow- 
ing section of the law is analyzed :— 


Section 6842. Oils from other States.—When- 
ever any person, partnership or corporation 
shall receive from any other State any of the 
oils or gasoline mentioned in this article that 
has not been inspected under the laws of this 
State (Missouri), and inspection fees thereon 
paid, it shall be the duly of said person, part- 
nership or corporation to cause to be inspected 
or to inspect the said oils or gasoline, as pro- 
vided in this article, before the same is offered 
for sale; and shall pay the same inspection 
fees by means of stamps as is provided in this 


article. ... 
Held Class Legislation. 


The opinions of local oil men vary on 
the question of the constitutionality of 
the law. The majority of the oil men 
in St. Louis, however, believe that this 
was another case of class legislation and 


that the bill cannot stand as it is under 


the laws of the United States. 
Cc. Grenner, president of the Auto- 
mobile Gasoline Company of St. Louis, 


has realized the need for prompt action 
on the part of the oil dealer before the 
law really goes into effect, and ,~has se- 
cured the services of an attorney who 
will consider means of defending the 
company against the effects of the leg- 
islation. The Standard, Texas, and 
Pierce companies have likewise taken 
steps to have the law repealed or 
amended in such a way as to eliminate 
the unconstitutional provisions. 

R. J. Brown, president of the Brown 
Oil Company, told a correspondent for 
the Reporter:—“I do not see why so 
many of the oil men in St. Louis are 
objecting to the Missouri State oil in- 
spection laws. It provides for a_ reduc- 
tion in the inspection fee of gasoline and 
oils by one-half. Formerly we had to 
pay one-quarter of a cent per gallon 
and now we have only to pay one-eighth 
of a cent per gallon.” 

A. L. Stocke, president of the St. Louis 
Oil Company and president of the Cen- 


tral Oil Jobbers’ Association, declares 
the law to be absolutely unconstitu- 
tional, and can be considered nothing 


more than class legislation. 

L. A. Ryan, president of the St. Louis 
Petroleum Club and president of the 
Union Oil Works of St. Louis, is of the 
same belief as Mr. Stocke, Mr. Grenner, 
and other St. Lwuis oil men who con- 
sider the deal a violation of the United 
State Constitution.

CUMMINS' BILL INDORSEMENT BY HOUSE 
COMMITTEE PLEASES CHICAGO OIL MEN 


CHICAGO, Aug. 15, 1919. 

Affirmative action by the House Com- 
mittee on Interstate Commerce on_ the 
Cummins bill, with amendments author- 
izing the restoration of State railroad 
powers, is meeting enthusiastic approval 
at the hands of Chicago petroleum ship- 
pers, who see in it a chance for the re- 
vival of the barrel jobbing business. 
Since the beginning of the war the loss 
of the State railroad commission rate 
regulation has worked a _ considerable 
hardship upon the industry by reason of 
the restrictions placed upon this partic- 
ular branch. 

“The action of the House committee 
on these amendments,” said Secretary 
John D. Reynolds, of the American In- 
dependent Petroleum Association, “is a 
splendid thing for the independents. It 
is something that Clifford Thorne, gen- 
eral counsel for this association, has 
been fighting for since the railroad bill 
passed Congress. 


“We understand here 
amended will permit the restoration of 
rate making powers to the State. All 
oil men are agreed that it was a serious 
loss to the industry when the railroad 
administration took over this authority 
and the State board were estopped from 
further action in this regard. 

“If the bill becomes a law in its pres- 
ent form, ‘almost the first thing jobbers 
will do will be to ask relief from exces- 
sive intrastate charges in some of the 
States, particularly those west of Chi- 
cagd. In sloWwa, for instance, a number 
of so-called barrel jobbers were forced 
out of business, shortly after the war 
began and the railroad administration 
assumed the prerogative of rate making. 
Mr. McAdoo’s minimum charges had the 
effect of raising real Cain among = ship- 
pers, and this bill, enacted into law, will 
be a boon'to the industry.”

The new gasoline absorption plant at 
the Dingman well, Calgary, Southern 
Alberta, is a complete success, accord- 
ing to the Canadian Official Record, a 
Government publication, and is now pro- 
ducing a high grade of gasoline at the 


rate of 13 to 15 barrels a day from 
only a portion of the wet gas in No. 1 
well.

IN CANADA NORTH. 


Two Exploring Parties at Work in 
Mackenzie and Peace River 


Oil Areas. 


TORONTO, Aug. 15, 1919. 

The two principal exploration parties 
of the Imperial Oil Company of Canada, 
Limited, are at work in the Mackenzie 
and Peace River areas of Northern 
Alberta. The two parties were sent 
North from Edmonton early this spring 
to drill wells, one near Great Slave Lake 
and the other several hundred miles 
further North, on the Mackenzie River. 
The route followed was to Peace River 
Landing by railway and thence by barge 
on the Peace River. Portages were ne- 
cessary in at least two cases on the 
journey, and part of the equipment was 
carried away by high water. 

Despite these difficulties and delays, 
every use is being made of the brief 
summer season. Good progress has been 
made in the drilling near Great Slave 
Lake, and definite data is expected to 
be available by October, when the men 
will return to Southern Alberta. 

The expedition down the Mackenzie 
River reached their goal some weeks 
ago, according to information just re- 
ceived. The last boat leaves for the 
South towards the end of this month, 
and after that the party will be cut off 
from the outside world until next spring. 
The results of operations in this field 
will probably be available some time in 
1920. 

The difficulties attending transporta- 
tion through many hundreds of miles of 
difficult country, involving large expend- 
iture, indicate the price that is being 
paid for knowledge of the petroleum re- 
sources of the last Northwest. in an at- 
tempt to realize the dream of the com- 
pany’s late president, the late Hon. W. 
J. Hanna, to bring Canadian petroleum 
production under imperial auspices to 
new high levels. The company is pre- 
pared to increase its $500,000 outlay for 
this exploration and development, hav- 
ing abundant faith in the commercial 
possibilities of these fields and recogniz- 
ing with alarm the decline of the pro- 
ductivity of the Ontario fields. 


Eureka Pipeline Permitted to Increase 


Gathering Rates. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15, 1919. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
has approved the application of the Eu- 
reka Pipeline Company for filing without 
formal hearing of increased rates for 
gathering and transporting crude petro- 
leum by pipeline from wells to delivery 
points in West Virginia. 


Oil Burners Displacing Furnaces in 


Baltimore as More Economical. 


In the last few months not less than a 
score of industrial establishments of Bal- 


timore have installed apparatus which 
makes it possible to use oil instead of 
coal in their boiler rooms, and it is con- 
fidently ‘predicted that, because of the 
many advantages which this method of 
furnishing power has over the old one, the 
change will be adopted by practically 
every plant of any size within another 
year. No great economy is expected in 
the beginning, but the saving of thou- 
sands of dollars in the long run is looked 
for. The high prices of coal, of course, 
are one of the strongest arguments in 
favor of the use_of oil, which latter has 
advanced’ very little, if at all, and there 
is also the prospect of becoming independ- 
ent of the coal supply, in which a short- 
age is again predicted next winter. At 
present oil is about $18 a ton against coal 
al $6 or legs.

INDIANA OIL LAWS 


Of ‘Conservation Commission Call for 
Strict Records and Payment 
of Fees. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 15, 1919. 
Oil men in the Chicago district are 
affected by the new Indiana ruling in re- 
gard to oil which has just been passed 


by the Conservation Commission upon 
recommendation by W. N. Logan, state 
geologist. Records and fees are the 
chief on uses made necessary under the 
new ruling, which is worded as fol- 
lows :-— 

Pursuant to an act creating a department 


of conservation in force on and after April 
1, 1919, the conversation commission of the 
State of Indiana orders that all engaged in 
drilling for oil or gas shall furnish to the 
State geologist the location and an accurate 
log of each well drilled, showing the kind 
and thickness of each rock stratum passed 
through by the drill; that such log shall be 
completed and mailed to the State geologist 
within thirty days after the completion of the 
well; that failure to comply shall subject the 
driller to the penalty prescribed. 

The inspection fee stipulated by the 
commission is $5 for each gas and oil 
well plugged under State supervision. 
This inspection fee is to be in addition 
to that of $5 for the work of plugging 
the well. Assistants to the natural gas 
inspector are to collect and remit to the 
office of the State geologist $10 for each 
well inspected and plugged. 
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VACUUM GAS AND OIL. 


Control Passes from Canada to New 
York—Field Activity Is Planned. 


TORONTO, Aug. 15, 1919. 


Extensive developments in the province 
of Ontario, Canada, following the recent 
transfer of control from this city to New 
York, are announced in the following let- 
ter to the shareholders of the Vacuum 
Gas and Oil Company, Ltd., issued by 
Murray Alexander, secretary-treasurer of 
the company :— 

“Your directors dvem it advisable to 
not'fy the shareholders of certain changes 
in the status of the company which date 
from the annual meeting.

Among 31 distributors of gasoline cited 
by the Federal Trade Commission in for- 
mal complaints alleging unfair competi- 
tion in the sale of the fluid, three Balti- 
more concerns are named, they being the 
Red “C” Oil Manufacturing Company, 
Louis Blaustein and the Fuel Lubricat- 
ing Company. The concerns are charged 
with supplying dealers with auto- 
matic measuring pumps at cut prices 
on condition that the dealers in question 
did not retail the gasoline of competing 

roducers from pumps thus furnished. 

he complaints set forth that the prac- 
tice has the effect of stifling and sup- 
pressing competition in the sale of gaso- 
line pumps, because many distributors of 
gasoline have insufficient capital to en- 
gage in the competitive practice of sup- 
plying pumps at prices less than those 
required for a reasonable return on the 
investment, and because many manufac- 
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turers of pumps do not sell gasoline, and, 
therefore, cannot afford to sell pumps at 
unwarrantably low prices. All but the 
Morot Fuel and Lubricating Company, 
which is required to make answer by 
September 5. were ordered to reply to the 
complaints before the e¢ommission in 
Washington, September 15, 


Sinclair Consolidated (Del.) Stock- 
holders Ratify Sale to New 
York Corporation.
